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PART I.— ADMINISTRATION AND FUNDS. 


1. — COUNCIL OF AGRICULTURE AND BOARDS.* 

Two meetings of the Council of Agriculture were held during 
the year, viz., on the 14th November, 1916, and on the 16th 
May, 1917. On each occasion the meeting took place in the 
Lecture Theatre of the Royal Dublin Society, Leinster House, 
Dublin, by permission of the Council of the Society. 

Among the principal matters considered at the November 
meeting were the following : — State of Potato Crop, Minimum 
Prices for Oats and Wheat, Feeding of Pigs and Calves, West 
European Tune, and Agricultural Shows and the Entertainment 
Tax. The discussion at the May meeting comprised the fol- 
lowing : — the Compulsory Tillage Scheme, the Corn Production 
Bill, Spraying of Potatoes, the Summer Time Act, Remount 
Depots in Deland, and Railway connection for the Castlecomer 
Collieries. 

The Agricultural Board and the Board of Technical Instruc- 
tion met on three and two occasions, respectively, during the 
year. 

2.— FUNDS OF THE DEPARTMENT. 

(a) Parliamentary Vote. 

The -ordinary administration expenses of the Department 
and of the Science and Art Institutions as well as the Geological 
Survey for the year 1916-17 were provided for in the Depart- 
ment’s Parliamentary Vote and hi the Vote for Science and 
Art in the United Kingdom, respectively. Grants-in-aid were 
also provided in the Parliamentary Vote as follows : — Diseases 
of Animals Acts, £6,100 ; forestry operations, £6,000 ; and 
£37,000 under Section 15 of the Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction (Ireland) Act, 1899, and Section 49 of the Irish Land 
Act, 1909. 

Grants from the Development Fund were made for the under- 
mentioned purposes : — Improvement of horse-breeding, £1,500 
(supplementing £8,500 from the Parliamentary Vote) ; afforesta- 
tion, £2,451 ; tobacco-growing experiments, £3,098 ; fishery 
development, £1,476 ; preliminary expenses of a Veterinary 
Research Laboratory, £133 (see Appendices, page 137). 

Expenditure amounting to £26,793, was incurred in connection 
with Food Production Schemes, of which £8,052 -was met from 
savings on the Parliamentary Vote, and £18,741 from the 
Special Vote of Credit made for the purpose in the year 1916-17.

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The expenditure on the Science and Art Institutions and the 
Geological Survey was as follows : — Royal College of Science, 
£21 558 ; National Museum, £10,053 ; National Library, £4,364 ; 
Metropolitan School of Art, £3,536 ; Royal Botanic Gardens, 
£4,956 ; Geological Survey, £1,412 (see Appendices, page 138). 
Grants' to technical schools and classes of science and art 
amounting to £101,196 were also provided from this Vote.

3 .— ADMINISTRATION OF THE ENDOWMENT FOND. 

The income received by the Department for the purposes of 
the Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
the endowment (Ireland) Act, 1899, was the same as in 
fund. the previous year, viz., £190,000. De- 

ducting from this the sums of £55,000 and 
£10,000 reserved by the Act for the purposes of technical in- 
struction and fisheries, respectively, as well as a provisional 
sum of £1,000 to meet the cost of superannuation allowances 
to certain former officials of the Commissioners of National 
Education and the travelling expenses of the Council of Agri- 
culture, Agricultural Board and Board of Technical Instruction, 
there remained available for agricultural 
funds for purposes in 1916—17 the sum of £124,000. 
agricultural The residue of the capital sums granted to 
purposes. the Department under Section 15 ( e ) and 
(g) of the Act of 1899, as well as the unex- 
pended balances of annual income from previous years were 
invested in Government securities. 

The face value of the securities held on 31st March, 1917, was 
£157,446, and their cash value on that date 
securities was £81,766. The cash balance in hands 
held. and at bank was £48,695, and the amount 

of principal outstanding on loans financed 
from the Endowment Fund was £66,856. The total assets of 
the fund on 3lst March, 1917, were accordingly £197,317.

The statutory charges on these assets at the above date 
were £46,458, viz. : — Technical instruction 
statutory in county boroughs, £21,311 ; technical 

liabilities ON instruction in urban and rural districts 

THE endowment £15,620 ; extension of special schemes of 
fund. technical instruction, £1,598 ; sea fisheries 

£7,566 ; and buildings, etc., at the Munster 

Institute, £363. 

As stated in the Report for 1915-16, the annual sum of £55.000 
available for technical instruction pur- 
funds for poses was distributed as follows for the 
technical three financial years ending 31st March. 
instruction. 1918, viz. : — 

For technical instruction in the six county 
boroughs, . . . . £24,000 

For technical instruction elsewhere than 
in county boroughs, and for central 
purposes, £31,000 

A sum of £7,940 from agricultural funds was, with the con- 
currence of the Agricultural Board, granted for rural classes 
in manual instruction and domestic economy working under 
local authorities and a grant of £2,700 from the same funds 
was also made for classes in lace, crochet, farriery, and other 
rural industries working under the direct supervision of the 
Department. 

The sum available in 1916-17 for technical instruction in 
non-agricultural subjects was £63,342,* exclusive of a balance 
of £46,146 from the preceding year. 

The total expenditure within the year was £70,960, of which 
£36,323 was paid to the six county boroughs. 

Balances amounting to £38,529, representing accumulations 
of £21.310 in respect of county borough schemes and of 
£17,218 in respect of urban and special schemes, were carried 
forward to 1917-18. 

In addition to the grant of £10,000 provided annually under 
the Act of 1899, there was available for 
funds for the purposes of fisheries in 1916-17 a sum 
fishery PURPOSES, of £12,038 being a balance of £7,565 from 
the preceding year together with sundry 
receipts amounting to £4,473. The gross expenditure amounted 
to £14,969. 

A Special Report on the Sea and Inland Fisheries of Ireland 
is issued annually by the Department.

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Since the establishment of the Department a total sum of 
£91,077 was issued in loans for the purchase 
sea and coast and repair of fishing boats and gear. The 
fisheries total repayments, including interest, made 
fund. during the same period was £79,810, the 

arrears of instalments amounted to £2,608, 
and a sum of £835 was written off as irrecoverable. 


4. — CENTRAL INSTIT0TIONS. 

The special equipment provided in the College laboratories 
and workshops continues to be utilised for 
royal college general and research work. Many im- 
of science. portant investigations were conducted and 
the results recorded in papers brought 
before scientific societies. 

The publications of the Carnegie Institution of Washington, 
presented to the College by the Trustees during the previous 
session, have been utilised to a considerable extent, constant 
use of, and reference to, individual papers having been made. 

In the academic year 1916-17, 159 students (of which 80 were 
non-Associates), attended the College. The Associate Students 
included six Royal scholars, 14 science scholars, and 14 agri- 
cultural scholars. A series of short summer courses of instruc- 
tion organised by the Department was held in the College 
during the months of July and August, 1917, and was attended 
by 274 additional students. The first year course for students 
of the Royal Veterinary College of Ireland continues to be taken 
at the Royal College of Science and was attended by 39 students. 
A special course in theoretical and practical work pertinent to 
creamery management was given to a number of selected 
students employed in creamery work. 

Many of the Associate Students of the College have post- 
poned their work and are serving in different capacities in His 
Majesty’s Forces. The Department have pleasure in referring 
to the award of a V.C. to a past student of the College— Lieut. 
F. M. W. Harvey, D.S.O., but regret to have to record that 
the following were killed in action : — C. H. Alexander, Normam 
Cun-all, Arnold Fletcher, H. M‘D. Glasgow, Keith Loggie, W. 
H. O’Keefe, Louis R. Turner. 

The number of students in attendance for the 1916-17 session, 
viz., 119, was almost the same as for the 
royal 1915-16 session, and the laboratories were 

veterinary fully utilised.

Notwithstanding that the ranks of the Museum staff have 

been depleted from various causes 

national amongst others, one of the assistants, Lieut. 
museum of Selbie, lost his life in the great battle of 
science and the Somme — steady progress has been 
akt. effected, and the numerous gifts and loans 

received testify to the interest that is 
maintained by the public in the National Museum. The earlv 
months of the year were marked by a serious decrease in the 
attendance of visitors, which is largely accounted for by the 
rebellion and its after effects. In August a revival of the interest 
in the Museum took place with the opening of the foreign 
samples Exhibition, and since that time the public have visited 
the institution in increasing numbers. The number of 2,882 
students recorded may be regarded as satisfactory, considering 
that the evening opening of the Museum was discontinued from 
the 1st April, 1916, for the period of the war. It is suggested 
that schools might take more advantage of the great edu- 
cational facilities offered by the Museum exhibits. 

The more important gifts to the Art and Industrial Collections 
include a set of watches and watch movements, whereas the 
loans comprise the fine series of Miniatures collected by Dr. 
G. Sigerson, which has been greatly appreciated and admired 
by artists and the public generally. 

In the Industrial Hall a small exhibition of building stones 
and kindred material has been inaugurated, which should prove 
of particular benefit to architects and traders concerned in 
building operations. The display of German and Austrian 
samples organised by the Board of Trade, with the co-operation 
of the Department, took place in August, and was a great 
success. 

Collections of coal-tar products, as well as objects illustrating 
modern warfare, have been arranged and exhibited. 

One of the most important additions made to the Natural 
History Collections was the gift, bequeathed by the late R. M. 
Barrington, of his valuable collection of birds. He also left to 
the Museum £100 to be utilised in completing a catalogue of 
the birds, and in having it printed. In the Herbarium a series 
of instructive and very useful lectures was delivered by Professor 
Johnson on food problems, illustrated by specimens contained 
in the Museum. The lectures were largely attended. 
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Owing to the Dublin Insurrection in 1916 a full Library 
service was impossible for a time. To 
national this and other special causes is attributable 
library of a fall in attendances of readers. These 

Ireland. numbered 135,843, as compared with 

155,579 in the preceding Library year. 

Tlie volumes added to the Library numbered 3,484. Good 
progress was made in cataloguing, indexing, book-arrangement, 
and' 5 other tasks. Many donations are acknowledged in the 
Report of the Trustees ; in particular one of about a thousand 
volumes from the library of the late Dr. J. K. Ingram, pre- 
sented by his daughter, Miss Ingram. 

The Library has lost in action one of its staff, Lieut. John 
Alphonsus Conmee, who, to the deep regret of all colleagues 
and friends, was killed while gallantly leading his men on 
May 4th, 1917. 

Last winter was one of unusual severity for Ireland, and much 
injury was done to tender trees and shrubs 
royal which , had stood unharmed for over a 

botanic decade. The heavy rainfall and gales of 
gardens. early November caused considerable damage 

in the grounds. Portion of the river bank 
was washed away, some old trees were blown down, and 
a considerable section of the rock garden collapsed, and 
part of the wall surrounding the nursery garden gave way 
under the influence of rain and frost. Hard frost and snow 
commenced in the third week in December and was practically 
continuous until the middle of April ; on the 31st March and 
14th April there was heavy snow and frost. In addition, the year 
1916 was the wettest ever recorded at Glasnevin, the rainfall 
amounting to 40-88 inches. As the result of the prolonged 
continuation of rain and frost, all outdoor work was seriously 
rctSird-cd 

To accommodate the increasing number of new trees and 
shrubs introduced from China, of which there is an excellent 
collection in the Gardens, a new border was made between the 
agricultural plant classes and the collection of oaks. A large 
number of young trees and shrubs were transplanted from the 
nursery ground to their permanent positions in the various 
sections. It is becoming increasingly difficult to find places f 01 
new plants in the Garden, which is now getting somewhat 
crowded. 

Owing to the effects of the war and pressure of work, the 
Keeper was unable to make any important journeys or visit many 
gardens. Consequently much trouble was experienced m obtam- 
ing additions to the various collections of plants. 

Of the members of the Garden staff who joined the army 
since the outbreak of tlie war, two have already made the great 
sacrifice, viz., Mr. C. F. Ball, Assistant-Keeper, and Stephen 
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Rose — the latter having been drowned in a vessel torpedoed 
by the enemy in the Mediterranean while on the way to Egypt 
in April last. 

The number of visitors to the Gardens in 1916-17 was 317,949. 
as compared with 361,123 for the previous year. 

During the session 1916-17 the number of students who 
attended the School was 337, or 14 less 

metropolitan than attended during the preceding session. 
school of In the Irish Art Competition, students 
art. of the School secured 12 silver medals, 16 

bronze medals, and 57 commendations. 

During the session four important Art Exhibitions have been 
held in the galleries of the School. The first of these, an Ex- 
hibition of Design and Workmanship in Printing, was held 
from the 20th November to the 6th December, 1916. This 
exhibition was arranged by the Design and Industries Associa- 
tion, whose object is to stimulate a keener interest in design in 
industry. Considerable interest was evinced in this exhibition 
by persons interested in the printing trades as well as by the 
general public. 

The premises of the Royal Hibernian Academy having been 
destroyed during the disturbances in Dublin in April, 1916. 
the Council applied to the Department for, and were granted, 
the use of the galleries of the School for their annual exhibition 
of pictures and sculpture, which was held from the 19th March 
to the 23rd April, 1917. 

In connection with the Irish Art Competition conducted by 
the Department, an exhibition of selected works was held in 
the School from the 25th June to the 8th August, 1917. Facilities 
were afforded to the Arts and Crafts Society of Ireland to hold 
an exhibition of works by members of the Society during the 
same period. The conjunction of these two exhibitions furnished 
an opportunity to illustrate the vital connection between the 
work of the art schools and professional craftsmanship. 

The mineral deposits of the Portrush district were explored 
in connection with an inquiry as to the 
geological Craigahulliar lignite, and a critical examina- 
SURYEY of tion of the strata of the Ballycastle coal- 
ireland. field was also undertaken, with a view to 
determining the probability of reaching 
valuable coal-seams by further sinking in the coastal area and 
in the interior of the field. The catalogue of records of mineral 
occurrences in Ireland has been continued. In conjunction 
with the Agricultural Branch of the Department, field experi- 
ments have been instituted to ascertain 'whether very fine 
grinding will increase the availability of potash for plant-growth 
from rocks rich in that constituent. The felspar veins of Belleek 
were examined and reported on in connection with an inquiry 
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from the English Agricultural Organisation Society. A map 
of Dublin and environs has been published on the scale of six 
inches to one mile, showing the superficial deposits, which have 
an important bearing upon the questions of house-sites, town- 
planning, and water supply. 

The Department have to record with regret the death in 
action, at the Western Front, in June, 19X7, of Lieut. H. T. 
Kennedy, a member of the Survey Staff. 


5.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


Forestry. — Land Purchase and Afforestation. — The terms of 
the advances from the Development Fund for 

development * e l£ rclla f an + d afforestation of land by 
act the Department were settled during the 

year. Briefly stated, they are as follows : 
Advances for land purchase will be made as loans free of interest 
for thirty years, any balance of these advances remaining un- 
paid at the end of that period to bear compound interest at 
three per cent. ; advances for afforestation (planting, main- 
tenance, and management) will be made as loans bearing com- 
pound interest at three per cent, from the date of advance ; 
all proceeds from the areas purchased will be paid to the Develop- 
ment Fund until the sums advanced for land purchase and 
afforestation have been repaid with interest as provided above. 
When these repayments have been made, the land, all im- 
provements and any future proceeds, will belong to the Irish 
Government. Owing to financial stringency, land purchase 
negotiations are at present suspended. 


State-aided Planting by Land-owners. — In August, 1916, the 
Development Commissioners put before the Department certain 
proposals for the encouragement of planting on privately- 
owned lands. Two schemes were suggested. One provided 
for the leasing of land to the State for afforestation on the 
principle that no return would be paid for the use of the land 
until the proceeds of afforestation accrued, and that then these 
proceeds would be divided betw'een the landowner and the 
State according to the proportion which the rental value of the 
land bore to the sum provided by Government for afforestation 
and maintenance. As an alternative, it was suggested that land 
might be leased at an annual rent based on the existing rentals. 

Both proposals were considered by a small conference of 
representative land-owners which met in the Department’s 
Offices for the purpose in November. The proceeds-sharing 
scheme was not recommended, as it was regarded as unsuitable 
to Irish conditions. The leasing scheme, subject to certain 
modifications, was recommended for adoption. It was also 
proposed that a scheme of loans to private owners on the lines 
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suggested in the Report of the Departmental Committee on 
Irish Forestry should be adopted, together with a scheme of 
State-aided insurance for young plantations on the basis of 
the present Anti-Aircraft Insurance Scheme, and, as a temporary 
war measure, the adoption of a system of bonuses to encourage 
the immediate replanting of areas of 10 acres or over, which 
had been recently denuded of timber owing to war require- 
ments. 

The Development Commissioners stated that they were pre- 
cluded by the terms of the Development Fund from making 
loans or grants to individual land-owners for afforestation. 
They asked the Department, however, to ascertain the number 
of land-owners who might be willing to adopt the leasing 
scheme. The preparation of this list was in hands at the close 
of the year. 

Grants to Local Authorities . — -The third annual instalment of 
the grant of £1,385 from the Development Fund for the main- 
tenance and management of certain woodlands in county 
Kildare, amounting to £280 14s. 2d., was paid over to the 
Kildare County Council. 

Tobacco . — The total amount of grants allocated from the 
Development Fund, as previously reported, is £63,675. Ad- 
vances are made each year to the Department, as required. 

The Wexford Tobacco Growers’ Society, who, as stated in 
the last Report, suspended their experiments in 1916 owing 
to conditions arising out of the war, decided during the year 
to withdraw finally from the scheme. 

The experiments which were being carried out by Lord 
Dunraven were suspended hi 1917, in consequence of the acciden- 
tal destruction of the re-handling station at Adare, county 
Limerick, by a fire which occurred on 1st January, 1917. 

Owing to prices for certain farm crops being guaranteed by 
the Corn Production Act, the majority of growers at Randles- 
town centre withdrew from the experiment in 1917. As the 
scheme was intended to deal with the produce of 114 acres, 
standing charges were incurred to a certain extent in respect 
of this area, irrespective of the area which might actually be 
cropped. Under the circumstances, the Lords Commissioners 
of HisMajesty’sTreasury have approveda payment of a special 
grant to the experimenter in respect of the area which he is 
unable to have cropped, to enable him to meet standing 
charges on such area. 

Details of the progress of the experiments in 1917 will be 
found on page 54 of this Report. 

Horse Breeding . — As mentioned in last year’s Report, the 
Department made representations to the Treasury for a re- 
newal in 1917 of the grant previously given in aid of the De- 
partment’s general horse-breeding scheme and the Irish Draught 
Horse Scheme. As a result, the Treasury placed at the disposal 
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of the Department a sum of £8,000 which was applied to (a) 
the purchase of stallions, and ( b ) nomination of mares. In 
addition to this, £2,000 was provided from the Development 
Fund for the purpose of meeting contingent liabilities under 
the Irish Draught Horse Scheme, which was discontinued in 
1916, and for defraying the cost of initiating the new Irish 
Draught Horse Scheme. 

Particulars of the operations under these Schemes will be 
found at pages 39 to 44 of this Report. 

Fisheries . — Further progress has been made with the Helvick 
and Kilkeel works, and the usual financial and other assistance 
has been granted to schemes for the dredging of fishing harbours 
and for the extension of the motor boat fishing industry. 

A large number of inquiries regarding the mineral, raw 
material and peat deposits of the country 

Irish minerals were received and dealt with, special atten- 
and tion being paid to materials occurring in 

raw materials. Ireland which might prove satisfactory 
substitutes for imported material. In this 
connection the Department’s Economic Geologist has been 
appointed a member of the Advisory Committee set up by the 
Ministry of Munitions to deal with the examination and develop- 
ment of the mineral resources of the United Kingdom. 

In the Avoca district, county Wicklow, prospecting for copper 
ore is being carried out. Lead and zinc concentrates are being 
produced at a small concentration plant situated at Glendalough, 
county Wicklow. 

Near Clontibret, county Monaghan, some exploratory work 
is in progress upon a deposit of antimony ore. The Department, 
following a conference which they had with the Joint Com- 
mittee on Native Materials, appointed by the Royal Institute 
of Architects, Ireland, and the Dublin Industrial Development 
Association, have arranged for the formation in the Industrial 
Annexe of the National Museum, Kildare Street, Dublin, of 
a permanent exhibit of native building materials, etc. The 
collection, which is at present in the course of formation, in- 
cludes samples of budding stones, marbles, slates, bricks, 
plaster of Paris work, etc., which, it is hoped, wdl be of special 
interest when plans for the rebudding of the destroyed portion 
of Dublin are under consideration, and should tend to an 
enhanced appreciation of Irish materials and workmanship. 

Expert advice and instruction in lime-burning has been 
continued, and divestigations have been made with regard to 
the occurrence of limestone suitable for lime-burning. 

The Department again urged on persons engaged in the peat 
fuel industry the necessity of increasing the output of this 
fuel for country districts. A Committee — The Irish Peat Inquiry 
Committee — has been appointed by the Fuel Research Board 
2 
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“ to inquire into and to consider the experience already- 
gained in Ireland in respect of the winning, preparation, 
and use of peat for fuel, and for other purposes, and to 
suggest what means shall be taken to ascertain the condi- 
tions under which, in the mostfavourably situated localities, 
it can be profitably won, prepared and used, having regard 
to the economic conditions of Ireland ; and to report to 
the Fuel Research Board.” 

The Assistant Secretary for Technical Instruction, Mr. George 
Fletcher, F.G.S., has been appointed a member of this Committee 
which has made considerable progress with its labours. 

As intimated in the Department’s last Annual Report, the 
powers and duties previously exercised by 
loan fund the Loan Fund Board for Ireland in respect 
system. of the loan fund system were transferred 
to the Department by Order in Council 
dated 21st December, 1915, since which date the various Loan 
Fund Societies have carried on their operations under the 
supervision of the Department. In view of the fact that the 
system now forms part of the Department’s constitution, the 
publication of a separate annual report in regard to the work 
of the Societies will be discontinued ; such report will, in future, 
with the usual statistical tables, etc., be incorporated as a 
portion of, the Department’s Annual General Report. (See 
Appendices, pages 226 to 233 of present Report.) 

The Department are glad to state that the relations between 
them and the various Committees of the Loan Fund Societies 
continue to be harmonious and satisfactory. Early in the 
spring of 1917 the Department communicated with the 
Treasurers of Societies, pointing out the desirability of steps 
being taken by the Committees of these Societies to ensure 
that the funds at their disposal should be utilized, as far as 
possible, during the sowing season for the making of advances 
to deserving borrowers of the agricultural classes, especially 
labourers, allotment holders and small farmers, for the purchase 
of seeds, manures, implements, etc. The Department record 
with pleasure that, as a result of this action, many Societies 
took special steps (in some instances by the issue of hand- 
bills and posters) to ensure that the facilities which a Society 
offers for the making of loans, not exceeding £10 in amount, 
were made as widely known as possible within the area of the 
Society’s operations. 

Each of the 50 Societies in active operation was visited 
during the year by the Department’s Inspector, together with 
17 Societies which have for some time past been in process of 
liquidation. The Department have thought it desirable, in the 
interests of the Loan Fund system as a whole, to expedite the 
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■winding-up process in those cases where local conditions did 
not seem to offer any reasonable prospect of placing the 
Society on a satisfactoiy basis. 

Owing to the pressure of work in other directions arising 
from the war, more especially in connection with the Com- 
pulsory Tillage Scheme, the Department have not yet had the 
opportunity of giving full consideration to the various im- 
portant recommendations made in the Report of the Depart- 
mental Committee on Agricultural Credit (Cd. 7375-1914) in 
regard to the Loan Fund System, with a view to the introduction 
of improvements and remedying of deficiencies, many cf the 
latter due to defective legislation in the past. Amongst the 
matters to which the Department hope, at the first available 
opportunity, to give special attention, are the question of the 
maximum amount of loan which may be granted by a Society, 
and the extension of the period for which loans may be granted. 
On these and other points the Department have invited the 
observations and suggestions of the Committees of the Societies. 

From Table IV., page 233, it will be seen that the total 
amount circulated in the year ended 31st December, 1916, by 
the 50 Societies wa.s £157,736, while the number of separate 
loans issued was 25,681. The total capital of the Societies on 
31st December, 1916, was £84,410, of which £73,019 was 
working capital on that date. 

During the autumn of 1916 the Department continued the 
campaign which they initiated in 1915 for 

war and the the increased production of food. Posters, 
food supply. drawing the attention of farmers to the 
great and urgent need for increased tillage, 
were sent to the Royal Irish Constabulary for display 
at their various stations throughout the country, and also to 
the Department’s Instructors and Overseers. Large quantities 
of special leaflets dealing with the situation, and giving directions 
as to autumn and winter cropping, etc., were issued for distri- 
bution to all the Instructors employed on the Department’s 
Agricultural Schemes, the National Schools, seed and manure 
merchants, etc. Special attention was devoted by the Agricul- 
tural Instructors and Overseers to furthering the tillage propa- 
ganda by means of lectures, visits to farms, laying down of 
demonstration plots, etc. 

At the end of the year 1916, in view' of the increased menace 
to food supplies by enemy action, the Government resolved 
on a definite policy of increased food production in every part 
of the United Kingdom. It was decided that a fixed proportion 
of the untilled arable land of Ireland should be brought under 
cultivation. The Department were entrusted with the cany irg 
out of this work and were invested, under the Defence of the 
Realm Regulations, with compulsory pow'ers necessary for the 
purpose. 
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Besides the compulsory measures necessary to secure in- 
creased food production, other special measures were adopted 
to facilitate an extension of tillage and to encourage more 
profitable cultivation. 

One of the first steps taken by the Department was the 
appointment of an Advisory Committee prominently identified 
with Irish agriculture to advise on all points connected with 
the scheme for increased tillage. The Committee was con- 
stituted as follows: — Mr. John Bolger, J.P., Ferns, county 
Wexford; Colonel Sir Nugent T. Everard, Bart., H.M.L.. 
Randlestown, Navan ; Mr. Thomas Macafee, J.P., Curry siskan 
House, Ballymoney; Mr. J. Stouppe F. M'Cance, D.L.. 
Woodbourne, Dunmurry ; Mr. William M ‘Donald, Laharan, 
Minane Bridge, Carrigaline, county Cork ; and Mr. Martin 
M'Douogh, Galway. 

At the outset, the Department held conferences with the 
Chairmen and Secretaries of the County Committees of Agri- 
culture, and with the County Agricultural and Horticultural 
Instructors. As the outcome of these conferences, it was decided 
to suspend most of the ordinary activities of the county com- 
mittees, and to concentrate the energies of the county agri- 
cultural staffs upon the carrying-out of the compulsory tillage 
schemes. 

Assistance to the county staffs was provided where necessary 
by the appointment of temporary officers, and by placing at 
their disposal the services of the Department’s Assistant Agri- 
cultural Overseers usually employed on special work in the 
congested districts. Under the direction of the County Com- 
mittees every county was organised with a view to providing 
facilities for farmers to secure supplies of seed that might be 
required from sources outside their own immediate districts. 

Concurrently with the development of the county schemes, 
arrangements were made in conjunction with the Local Govern- 
ment Board, for the supply on loan, through Rural and Urban 
District Councils, to small farmers, labourers, and allotment 
holders, of supplies of seed potatoes, oats, and manure. The 
purchase, transit, and inspection of the seeds obtained in this 
way was arranged and carried out by the Department. Detailed 
particulars of the scheme are given atpages 79-81 of this Report. 

Acting early in the year 1917, the Department purchased 
several thousand hand sprayers in England and France, and 
took responsibility for the entire output in Ireland of horse- 
power sprayers and cart sprayers. At the same time, measures 
were taken to ensure the importation of spraying materials. 
As a result, there was an adequate supply of requisites, and 
spraying of the increased acreage of potatoes was extensively 
and thoroughly carried out. Particulars are given at page 82 of 
this Report. 
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A reference to the efforts made by the Department to cope 
w ith the serious shortage of artificial manures for the 1917 
crops, and of the measures taken to secure for Ireland a reason- 
able proportion of the manures available for the 1918 crops 
will be found at pages 83 and 84 of this Report. 

Special arrangements, as described at page 84 of this Report, 
were made to ensure that a sufficient supply of reliable seed 
wheat would be available for sowing in the spring of 1918. 

The facilities for the purchase of agricultural implements 
through the Department’s loan scheme were considerably ex- 
tended, and at an early date steps were taken to introduce a 
supply of motor tractors, and to promote their use to the 
fullest advantage in connection with the Food Production 
campaign. 

The work of securing the necessary publicity for the various 
measures taken by the Department in furtherance of increased 
food production is described at page 88. 

Full particulars regarding all operations carried out by the 
Department during the past year under the Compulsory Tillage 
Scheme will be found at pages 74 to 90 of this Report. 

The Department were in a position to give valuable assistance 
in the following matters connected with subsidiary aspects of 
the compulsox-y tillage work : — 

(1) In procuring, permits for the purchase of raw material 

and for the manufacture of machinery, implements, 
tools, utensils, etc., used in agricultural operations or 
in ancillary trades ; 

(2) In obtaining petrol licences for owners of tractors, motor 

cars, motor cycles, etc., employed for food production 
purposes ; 

(3) In obtaining release from the army or leave of absence, 

for men required for farm work or in connection with 
the manufacture of agricultural machinery, etc., and 

(4) In arranging for the supply of army horses for farm work. 

Particulars as to the financial assistance afforded to farmers 
are given at page 85. 

The cost of carrying out the various operations in connection 
with the Compulsory Tillage Scheme was defrayed from a Vote 
of Credit provided by the Treasury, to cover the period ended 
3lst March, 1917. A further Vote has been made for the ensuing 
financial year. 
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PART II,— DETAILS OF THE DEPARTMENT’S 
OPERATIONS, 1916-17. 


1.— AGRICULTURE. 

The period dealt with in this Section of the Report is the 
agricultural year ended 30th September, 1917. 

The ordinary work carried out by the Agricultural Branch 
of the Department comes mainly under the following principal 
heads : — 

(a) Agricultural instruction. 

(b) Improvement of live stock. 

(c) Agricultural experiments and investigations. 

( d ) Administration of special laws on agricultural matters 

(excluding the Diseases of Animals Acts, which are 
dealt with by the Veterinary Branch). 

(e) Loans for agricultural purposes. 

(/) Forestry. 

A considerable addition to the normal work of the Branch 
was made during the year under review as the result of the 
Regulations issued under the Defence of the Realm Act with 
the object of securing an increase in the food production of 
the country. This extra work is dealt with under a new head 
(*)• 

Under the heads (a) to (j) above, the lines followed were 
those of previous years, schemes of itinerant instruction in 
agriculture, horticulture, poultry-keeping, butter-making, for 
the improvement of cattle, horses, swine, and for giving of 
assistance to agricultural shows and of prizes to cottagers and 
small farmers, being drawn up and issued by the Department 
and administered by the different county committees. As in 
past years, such of the work as could not conveniently be 
dealt with under county schemes was undertaken directly by 
the Department. 

The expenditure on the county schemes was borne, as in 
former years, from the Department’s funds and from the 
local rates raised for agricultural and technical instruction 
purposes. The grants earned under the Department’s Pro- 
gramme for Technical Schools and Classes by classes carried 
on under itinerant schemes of instruction referred to above 
are utilised for the financing of the county schemes generally. 
Portion of the special Treasury Grant of £8,000 in aid of the 
Department s Horse Rreeding Scheme, referred to at page 43 
of this Report, was applied to providing additional nomina- 
tions to mares under the several county schemes for the 
improvement of horse breeding. 
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(a) Agricultural Instruction. 


Schemes of itinerant instruction in agriculture, horticulture 
(including bee-keeping), and poultry-keeping were adopted by 
every county committee, and the scheme of instruction in 
butter-making by all committees except four. The number 
of persons employed under these schemes by the committees 
was one hundred and thirty-nine. 

The following table furnishes information as to the extent 
of the instructors’ work in connection with these schemes in

The appointments made for the year under review in con- 
nection with the schemes referred to above, numbered one 
hundred and sixty-eight. Owing, however, to the fact that 
twenty-nine poultry-keeping instructors were also instructors 
in butter-making, "the actual number of persons engaged in 
the work of giving instruction under these schemes was, as 
stated above, one hundred and thirty -nine. The following officers 
were also employed by county committees nine tillage de- 
monstrators (in counties Cavan, Leitrim (2), Limerick (2), 
Mayo, Roscommon, Sligo, and Westmeath), and one agn- 
cultural overseer (in county Meath). The total number of 
persons employed was, therefore, one hundred and forty-nine. 

Assistants to the county agricultural instructors were ap- 
pointed by the committees of twenty-nine counties for the 
purposes of the special food production work of the Depart- 
ment, which was commenced in January, 1917. These appoint- 
ments were of a temporary nature and were made in connection 
with the tillage (spring), potato-spraying, and harvesting 
seasons of the year. The numbers of assistants engaged m 
the work under the three heads mentioned were, respectively, 
forty-five, seventv-one, and thirty-five. As however some 
of the assistants were employed under more than one of these 
heads, the number of persons actually engaged was ninety-four. 
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Four agricultural overseers and fifty -four assistant agri- 
cultural overseers were employed in the congested districts' 
under the instructional schemes administered directly by the 
Department to give agricultural instruction to small "farmers • 
twelve demonstrators were appointed for the potato-spraying 
season in these districts to advise and assis t farmers ; and "two 
instructors in concrete-laying, etc., were employed in connec- 
tion with the scheme of improvement of out-offices, etc. on 
migrants’ holdings. In the flax-growing districts thirteen in- 
structors were employed. There were appointed, also, six 
instructors under the scheme for improvement in the manao-e- 
ment of creameries, and two instructors in cow-testing to assist 
in the establishment of cow-testing associations and encourage 
the keeping of milk records. Two instructors in the prepara- 
tion, packing, and marketing of agricultural produce were at 
work during the year. 

The number of instructors, overseers, etc., employed directly 
by the Department was, accordingly, ninety-five, and the 
aggregate employed by county committees and the Depart- 
ment was three hundred and thirty-eight. 

Eighteen agricultural institutions gave approved courses of 
instruction during the 1916-17 session. Of these institutions 
eight were under the Department’s management, and ten under- 
other control. Courses for male students only were provided 
at six, and tor female students only at eleven institutions of 
which one received dav-pupils only. As regards the number 
of places filled by resident students, the following table show's 
how the year 1916-17 compared with the years 1914-15 and

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Courses of training for appointments under the schemes of 
itinerant instruction and in agricultural schools and colleges 
were continued in the Agricultural Faculty of the Royal College 
of Science, Dublin, at the Albert Agricultural College, and at 
the Munster Institute. Seven students completed their training 
during the year and obtained appointments in connection with 
the agricultural work of the Department. One hundred and 
seventy-eight students, trained at the institutions mentioned, 
hold appointments at present on the Department’s staff or as 
county instructors or teachers. 

The annual general conference of the agricultural instructors 
and the Department’s agricultural staff was not held but special 
conferences in connection with the compulsory tillage scheme 
were held on three occasions during the year. 

The educational tour arranged annually for the benefit of 
the instructors was again suspended. 

Three short special courses in farm work, for women who 
proposed to volunteer as farm workers, were again held at the 
Munster Institute, Cork. 

The 1916-17 session opened with fourteen holders of Scholar- 
ships in the Agricultural Faculty, made 

royal college up as follows : — Agriculture, First Year 1 ; 

of science Second Year 3; Third Year 7 ; Fourth Year 
agricultural 3. There was also a fee-paying student 
faculty. attending the Fourth Year Course. Sixteen 
Scholarships in the Agricultural Faculty 
were vacant, as the holders had either joined His Majesty’s 
Forces or taken up work connected with the war. Places were 
reserved at the College for these scholars. They belonged to 
the following years : — First Year, 2 (Agriculture) ; Second 
Year, 1 (Agriculture) ; Third Year 9 (Agriculture, 7, and Horti- 
culture, 2) ; and Fourth Year, 4 (Agriculture). 

The three Fourth Year students completed their course in 
June, 1917, and obtained the College Diploma. They have 
since obtained employment in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s educational schemes. 

Of the one hundred and fourteen Departmental scholars 
who, up to the close of the 1916-17 session, had completed 
their training, sixty -nine hold appointments as follows.: — 

40 County Instructors in Agriculture. 

12 Teachers at Agricultural Colleges and Stations. 

17 on Department’s Central Staff. 

An examination for Scholarships tenable in the Agricultural 
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Faculty was held in August, 1917. Thirteen candidates com- 
peted.

The prospectus of the examination for Scholarships in 
Agriculture, etc., held in August, 1917, -was published at pp. 
683 to 686 of the Department’s Journal, Vol. XVII., No. 4. 

A course for creamery students, extending from October, 
1916, to March, 1917, was held at the Royal College of Science. 
Twelve students were admitted to this course as the result 
of an examination held in September, 1916. The course was 
on the same lines as the course of which a prospectus appears 
in the Department’s Journal, for April, 1917 (pages 520 to 522). 

Ihe number of students in attendance during the 1916-17 
session was 119, including 4 students who 
the royal were the holders of Scholarships from the 
veterinary Union Government of South Africa. All 
college of these students sat for the examinations of 
Ireland. the Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons, 
and 73 passed, 1 with first-class honours, 
and 14 with second-class honours ; 27 of the successful students 
completed tlieir course, and were admitted members of the 
Royal College of Veterinary Surgeons. 

During the session the Walley Memorial Prize was awarded 
to one of the students. (This prize is awarded to the student 
who at the Third Professional Examination obtains the highest 
marks in the written portion of the examination.) Another of 
the students obtained the Fitzwygram First Prize, which is 
awarded to students gaining the highest aggregate of marks in 
all their professional examinations. 

The number of patients received into and treated in the 
clinique was 302, 170 of these being horses, the balance in- 
cluding dogs, cattle, donkeys, and pigs. 

The number of students admitted for the 1917-18 session 
was 11S, as follows : — 40 First Year, 24 Second Year, 22 Third 
Year, and 32 Fourth Year. Twenty-two new students entered 
the College for this session, including two students as the 
holders of Scholarships from the Union Government of South 
Africa. 
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Eight students were admitted to the ordinary agricultural 

course, and 17 to the course for farm ap~ 
Albert prentices. 

agricultural Four new students, and one student who 
college. had attended the 1915-16 session, were 

admitted to the Horticultural School for 
1916-17 as working gardeners. Thirty-five men (including 3 
serving in the Army) trained in this school hold positions 
in connection with horticultural schemes, either under local 
authorities or immediately under the Department. Two men 
trained at the school are employed at inspection work under 
the Black Scab in Potatoes (Ireland) Order.

Of the . fifty-one agricultural apprentices at the 1916-17 
session, thirty-two had already taken out a course of instruction 
under the Department’s Scheme of Whiter Agricultural 
Classes.

Twenty-four resident pupils attended the 1916-17 session at 
the College. Of these seven were holders of 
mountbellew Scholarships provided by two county 
agricultural committees of agriculture. 

college. A series of lectures dealing with manures, 

feeding-stuffs, farm seeds, and stock w’as 
given to the members of the Mountbellew Farmers’ Club. 
The lectures were very well attended, as many as 60 farmers 
being present as a rule. 

Owing to the high prices of feeding stuffs and the difficulty 
in procuring certain manures, cattle feeding experiments and 
competitions were not carried out during the year. Farm prize 
and farm, produce competitions, for which over 100 entries 
T ere ,, received ’ were > however, conducted in connection with 
the Mountbellew Farmers’ Club. 
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As a satisfactory number of applicants was not forthcoming. 

it was decided not to hold the usual course 
Antrim of instruction for male pupils at the school 
agricultural during 1916-17, but to arrange instead for 
school. short residential courses of instruction for 
young women, very similar to those' pro- 
vided at the North-West Agricultural School. Accordingly, a 
course was commenced on the 9th January, 1917, and was of 
eight weeks’ duration. Poultry-keeping, butter-making, cookery, 
sewing, and housewifery were the subjects dealt with, and 
sixteen pupils in all were admitted, four being from county 
Antrim and. twelve from county Down. A second such course 
was proposed, but could not be proceeded with, as the teaching- 
staff required was not available. 

The conditions of admission to the course held were that 
applicants should be over sixteen years of age and have re- 
ceived sufficient general education to enable them to take full 
advantage of the instruction. 

The County Antrim Committee of Agriculture required each 
pupil from their county to pay a small fee for the course, 
while the County Down Committee provided free places for 
pupils from county Down. 

As was the case in the year 1915-16, a short residential 
course of instruction for young men in 
north west agriculture, veterinary hygiene, and fruit- 
agricultural growing was held at the school during the 
school, strabane. winter, while three short residential 
courses in poultry-keeping, dairying, 
cookery, sewing, housewifely (including sick nursing), and 
laundrying were provided for young women during the spring 
and summer months. The number of pupils at the male course 
was eight, and the total number of pupils at the courses for 
young women was thirty-eight. 

All the pupils were holders of the Scholarships tenable at the 
school which are awarded by the county committees of agri- 
culture of Donegal, Londonderry, and Tyrone, for residents 
in their respective counties, and the conditions of admission 
were the same as for the previous year’s courses, viz., male 
applicants to be actually engaged in farm work, and both 
female and male applicants to be between the ages of seventeen 
and thirty-five. These Scholarships entitle the holders to free 
instruction, board, and residence during their courses. 

This scheme was adopted for the winter 1916-17 by twenty- 
seven county committees of agriculture, 
winter and classes were formed at fifty-two 

agricultural centres, the total number of students 

classes scheme, admitted being seven hundred and forty. 

Compared with 1915-16 these figures re- 
present an increase of two in the number of adopting com- 
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mittees, of five in the number of classes, and of forty-five in the 
number of students. The counties in which the scheme was not 
put into operation were Dublin, Fermanagh, Kildare, London- 
derry, Meath, and Wicklow. 

The scheme was unaltered from that prescribed by the 
Department for the previous year. 

As in former years Scholarships tenable at agricultural 
stations of the Department and other approved agricultural 
schools for the session 1917-18, were offered by various county 
committees of agriculture ior competition among the students 
of the classes ia their respective counties. The number of com- 
mittees making such provision was seven, and the number of 
Scholarships offered was twenty-five. 

As the sendees of the county agricultural instructors, who 
conducted the classes, w'ere urgently required for the special 
food production work of the Department in the spring, it was 
found necessary to terminate the classes about the end of 
January. Normally they would be continued until the begin- 
ning of March, the usual duration of a class course being twelve 
to sixteen weeks. 

Agricultural instruction for girls was carried out during the 
year at ten schools. Two of these, viz., 
agricultural the Munster Institute and the Ulster Dairy 
schools for School, are central institutions managed 
girls. by the Department, and open to resident 
pupils only. At the other centres schools 
of rural domestic economy, aided and supervised by the Depart- 
ment, are working under local private management. 

Particulars of the courses at these schools are given in the 
following paragraphs. 

The Munster Institute provides instruction for the following 
classes of pupils : — 

munster (a) Girls learning improved methods of 

institute, dairying, poultry-keeping, and domestic 
cork. work, for use in their own homes. 

( b ) Gills qualifying themselves for em- 
ployment as dairymaids in creameries or large dailies. 

(c) Advanced students training as county instructors in 
butter-making and poultry-keeping or as teachers in agricul- 
tural schools for gills. 

Four terms are held in the year, and each is attended by 
about fifty-six pupils in various stages of training, from first- 
term or newly admitted pupils, to pupils in their eighth terai. 

The fee for pupils up to the third term is £3 3s. 0 d. per term. 
The fee for instructors or teachers in training (fourth term and 
upwards) is £6 6s. 0 d. per term. These fees cover the cost of 
board and residence as well as tuition. Only pupils who reach a 
high standard are retained for advanced training as instructors, 
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and the number so selected in any year is not large. The full 
course for instructorships and teacherships varies from six to 
eight terms (eighteen months to two years). 

During the year one hundred and thirty-two girls, including 
twenty-seven who had been at the Institute in the previous 
year, were in training, and of these one hundred and three left, 
having completed a varying number of terms as follows : — 
eight terms, 1 ; seven terms, 2 ; six terms, 1 ; three terms, 33 ; 
two terms, 32 ; one term, 29. Five left before completing the 
first term. 

Nineteen girls who had been trained at the Munster Institute 
were offered facilities for training in cheese-making. 

Four girls qualified for employment in connection with the 
Department’s work as county instructors or teachers. 

Seventy-two pupils oi the Institute are now employed as 
county instructors or teachers in connection with the Depart- 
ment’s work. 

During the year three special courses hi farm work for 
women who proposed to volunteer as farm workers for -war 
service, were provided at the Institute. Six women attended 
these courses. 

Particulars of the fifth egg-laying competition held at the 
Institute wiil be found on page 34 of this Report. Besides 
this competition the usual experiments in the breeding and 
feeding of poultry were continued. 

The Ulster Dairy School is similar to the Munster Institute 
in arrangements, equipment, and general 
the ulster facilities for instruction. There is accom- 
daiby school, modation for fifty pupils. Four terms are 
held each year. Pupils selected for train- 
ing as instructors are transferred to the Munster Institute 
for their final courses. No pupils were, however, so transferred 
during the year. 

During the year one hundred and seventeen girls, including 
eighteen who had been at the school in the previous year, were 
in training, and of these seventy-nine left, having completed a 
varying number of terms as follows : — three terms, 26 ; two 
terms, 20 ; one term, 29. Four left before completing the first 
term. 

Nineteen pupils who had been trained at the Ulster Dairy 
School were offered facilities for training in cheese-making. 

Eight of these local agricultural schools were working during 
the year under the Department’s pro- 
schools or rural gramme. One is a day school — one receives 
domestic resident pupils only, and six receive resident 
economy. and day pupils. One day school, in oper- 
ation in 1915-16, viz., Benada, had to close 
down the classes owing to certain local industries being sus- 
pended on account of the war. 
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The coarse of training includes instruction in butteranakir'’' 

poultry-keeping, cookery, household management, laundry- 
work, and needlework. Some pupils seek the training for the 
benefit of their home work, others to qualify themselves for 
situations as dairymaids, housekeepers, etc. Promising pupils 
are given further training at the Munster Institute to which 
they are admitted as pupils in the third term. During the 
year under review fifteen girls, who had taken out two sessions 
covering a period of a year, at a school of rural domestic economy 
were transferred to the Munster Institute to complete their 
training.

Instruction in butter-making and poultry -keeping is also 
provided in addition to the ordinary subjects at the residential 
schools of domestic training at Dunmanwav, county Cork, 
Dundrum, county Tipperary, Drishane, county Coik, trd 
Carrick-on-Suir, county Waterford. One hundred and forty- 
four pupils, in all, received such instruction at these schools. 
Girls who have taken out a year’s course at any of these schools 
and whose attendance and progress have been satisfactory 
are eligible for admission to the Ulster Dairy School or Munster 
Institute as second term pupils, and, in addition, receive a 
preference as regards admission compared with applicants who 
have not attended a course at any of the Department’s schools. 

Forty-five instructors were employed under this scheme in 
the different counties as fellows : — Five in 
ITINERANT county Cork, two in each of the counties 
instruction Clare. Galway, Kerry, Limerick, Mayo, 
in agriculture. Monaghan, Roscommon, and Tyrone, and 
one * n eac ^ the remaining twenty -four 
comities. Three of these instructors were absent throughout 
the year on military service, but their places were filled by 
substitutes temporarily appointed. 
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The printed scheme of instruction in agriculture sets forth 
in detail the work assigned to the instructors. During the 
year under review these officers were, however, engaged to a 
areat extent on various duties in connection with the special 
schemes for increasing food production, and in these they -were 
aided at different seasons of the year by a specially appointed 
staff' of ninety -four assistants. 

Although the number of lectures given during 1916-17 was 
slightly less than in 1915-16, there was a considerable increase 
in °the" number of farmers attending. This was largely due to 
the fact that many of these lectures were arranged for the 
purpose of making known the provisions of the compulsory 
tillao'e regulations and of affording advice on the subject gen- 
erally. In all, 1,782 lectures were given at 1,367 centres, the 
average attendance at each lecture being sevemy-one. Winter 
agricultural classes, which are referred to at page 23 of this 
Report, were conducted by many of the instructors. 

Visits to farms during the year aggregated 35,908, averaging 
798 lor each instructor. 

As a result, of so much of the instructors’ time being occupied 
by their work in connection with the increase of tillage, it was 
not possible for them to undertake experiments and demon- 
strations to an extent approaching that of normal years. The 
official schemes of field and live slock experiments were prac- 
tically suspended, and only a few experiments considered to be 
of more than ordinary value in the exceptional circumstances 
were required to be carried out. The numbers of field experi- 
ments and demonstrations laid down were 284 and 718, 
respectively. The number oi live stock experiments under- 
taken was twenty-eight. Particulars as to the experimental 
and demonstration work of the instructors are to be found 
at pages 52 and 55 of this Report. 

Conferences of the instructors and the Department’s staff 
were held at the Royal College of Science, Dublin, on three 
occasions during the year, viz., 25th January, 4th and 5th 
Mav, and 28th and 29th June, 1917. These conferences were 
in connection with the special food production schemes and 
matters arising from these schemes. Pressure of work did 
not admit of the holding of the ordinary annual general con- 
ference and course of lectures for the instructors. 

A short course in the working of up-to-date harvesting 
machinery was provided at the Department s Agricultural 
Station, Athenry, early in August for the instructors, and de- 
monstrations in the management of different types of motor 
ploughs were given to them at the Albert Agricultural College, 
Glasnevin. 

Particular attention was given by the instructors to im- 
3 
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pressing upon farmers the importance of early ordering 0 f 
spraying machines and materials, agricultural machinery and 
implements, and artificial manures, and, during the season 
of the thorough spraying of the potato crop. Traders were 
also approached by the instructors as to the securing of supplies 
of implements and materials. ^ 

During the year tillage demonstrators were employed in the 
following counties Cavan ( 1 ), Leitrim 
tillage ( 2 ), Limerick (2), Mayo (1), Roscommon 

demonstration. (1), Sligo (1), and Westmeath ( 1 ). These 
demonstrators advise and give Practical 
instruction to farmers in the use and care of farm implements 
and machinery, in improved methods of cultivation, etc., and 
their period of employment varies from twenty-six weeks 
during the ploughing season to the whole year. 

The total number of ploughing demonstrations given was 
342. 

The agricultural overseer in the employment of the County 
Meath Committee of Agriculture continued his duties of afford- 
ing instruction to the occupiers of new holdings provided by 
the Estates Commissioners in the county. 

The services of the tillage demonstrators and the overseer 
referred to were of course called upon, in regard to their re- 
spective comities, in connection with the work of inereasino' 
home food production. ° 

In connection with these special schemes to benefit the 
congested districts, carried on by the 
special Department, a staff of four agricultural 
agricultural overseers and fifty-four assistant agri- 
schemes cultural overseers ‘was employed during 

for congested the year. A staff of twelve potato-spraying 
districts. demonstrators was engaged for a short 
period, for the giving of practical instruc- 
tion m potato spraying, and two demonstrators competent to 
give instruction to. migrants in the building and improvement 
of out-offices, laying of concrete, etc., were also employed 
duimg the year. . Those, assistant overseers who had been given 
training in the improving of out-offices, concrete-laying, etc. 
supervised work of this kind in their respective districts. 

The services of the overseers were, in common with those 
of similar staffs employed by the Department and county 
committees, called upon in connection with the special food 
production work of the year. 

Particulars as to the live stock schemes will be found at 
pages 39 fco 52 of this Report. 
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( 1 ) Special Demonstration. Plots. 

The number of these plots, the object of which is to show 
clearly the advisability of purchasing good seed, suitable 
manures, etc., established by the assistant agricultural over- 
seers during the year 1916—17 was not so great as in previous 
years, chiefly on account of the fact that these officers were 
required to devote much of their time to the special work 
connected with the movement for increased tillage. The in- 
creased cost of the necessary materials was also a factor in 
reducing the numbers of the different classes of plots, as the 
funds available for this expenditure are limited. Plots with 
roots and with artificial manures were not laid down during 
the 1916-17 season, while plots with lime were confined to 
county Donegal district.

A number of additional plots in connection with various 
experiments of a special nature were also laid down by the 
assistant agricultural overseers. 
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(2) Potato Spraying. 

In order to have potato spraying carried out generally and 
thoroughly, and so secure that the yield from the crop should 
not suffer by neglect in such direction, the overseers, assistant 
overseers, and twelve spraying demonstrators, specially ap- 
pointed for the spraying season, devoted particular attention 
to this work, advising shopkeepers to order supplies of spraying 
materials early and in sufficient quantity, and impressing upon 
farmers the great importance of spraying the crop at least 
once, and, if possible, twice or three times. During this period 
they were also engaged in giving demonstrations on potato 
spraying and in repairing spraying machines. 

The scheme under which spraying machines were sold at a 
reduced price through the assistant overseers was not continued 
during the year under review as it had, as was made evident 
in recent years, achieved its purpose, viz., to secure the general 
introduction of these machines into the congested districts.

The cost of spraying machines and materials during 1917 
was, of course, much in excess of that obtaining before the 
war. 

(3) Supply of Syringes for the Treatment of Contagious Abortion. 

During the year under review nine syringes were supplied 
at a reduced price to holders of premium bulls, or of bulls 
located on special terms by the Department. 

(4) Tree Planting. 

The operations of the Department’s special scheme for the 
distribution of trees for holdings in congested districts were, 
as in the year 1915-16, restricted to Connacht and county 
Clare, this restriction being due to the limited funds which 
could be devoted to the scheme. The number of trees and 
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shrubs planted during the year under review, and during each

(5) Special Assistance to Migrants. 

As in previous years, migrants were afforded special assistance 
in the work of improving their holdings, such as extension and 
fitting-up of out-offices, including concreting of the floors, 
building of piggeries, poultry-houses, substantial shelters for 
carts and implements, construction of liquid manure tanks, 
etc. The improvements were carried out under the supervision 
of two demonstrators specially employed for the purpose and 
ol assistant agricultural overseers, who had been trained in 
the work. 

Applications for grants in respect of these improvements, 
which are paid' by the Congested Districts Board, on the re- 
commendation of the Department, were received from fifty- 
two migrants, the actual number of separate grants being 
sixty-six, amounting to a total payment of £121 10s. 6 d. 
Some few supplementary loans were made by the Department. 

Tire scheme was not availed of to the same extent as in 
1915-16, this being due, doubtless, to the increased cost of, 
and difficulty in obtaining materials, as well as to the additional 
labour generally falling on farm workers as a result of the ex- 
tension of tillage. 

(6) Veterinary Dispensary Scheme. 

In view ol the fact that the people for whose benefit this 
Scheme was started in 1910 did not, in certain districts, appear 
to take advantage of it, the Department were compelled to 
withdraw the Scheme in August, 1917, in the following dis- 
tricts, viz. : Skibbereen, county Cork ; Bundoran, Camdonagh, 
Dunkineely, and Milford, county Donegal ; Listowel No. 1 
and Listowel No. 2, county Kerry ; Ballina, Castlebar, and 
Claremorris, county Mayo ; and Carney, county Sligo. The 
Sqheme lias been suspended, owing to circumstances due to the 
war, in the Manorhamilton, Drumshambo and Glenties dis- 
tricts. A veterinary surgeon was appointed during the year 
at Boyle to take tlie place of the officer whose death was reported 
in last year’s Report.

It is much to be regretted that owing to a depletion of the 
department s funds, due to causes arising out of the war, they 
have been obliged to reduce considerably the financial assist- 
ance heretofore given to county committees. As a result of 
this diminution in the committee’s income many of them found 
it necessary either to drop altogether, or curtail largely, some 
of their important educational schemes. 

The scheme of instruction in poultry-keeping was put into 
operation in every county, and forty-one 
poultry- mstructors were employed in connection 
keeping. therewith. Of this number twenty-nine 

• , . at * ed ia tlle dlla l capacity of instructors 

m poultrj -keeping and butter-making. 
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Ihe scheme was continued, as in 1915-16, on the lines laid 
down in the scheme for 1913-14, details of which will be found 
in the Appendices, page [82], of the Fourteenth Annual General 
Report of the Department. 

Arrangements were made by county committees, as iu 
1915 - 16 , for courses of lectures on poultry-keeping during the 
winter season. The lectures dealt mainly with the question 
of egg production and the feeding and rearing of poultry. The 
Poultry Instructors delivered a total of 858 lectures, at which 
there was an average attendance of 37 persons. 

It will be obsei-ved from the appended table that there was 
a decrease in the number of sittings of eggs sold for hatching 
purposes from hen and duck stations. This was mainly attri- 
butable to the increased cost and scarcity of feeding stuffs 
for poultry which deterred many persons from undertaking 
the breeding of fowl on the usual scale.

An egg-laying competition on lines similar to the compe- 
titions conducted in previous years was 
egg-laying held during the year 1916-17, at the 
competition. Munster Institute, Cork. There were 35 
pens entered for the competition. 

A detailed report on the result of the competition was pub- 
the issue of the Department’s Journal, Volume 
XVIII., No. 1. 

The special experiment in county Tyrone, which provided 
for the distribution of pure-bred chickens from one to five days’ 
old, was continued during the year 1916-17, and one hundred 
and sixty-five dozen chicks were sold during the season. 
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With the exception of four counties all the committees carried 
out this scheme during 1916-17. The 
butter-making, exceptions were Armagh, Dublin, Fer- 
managh, and Limerick, which did not 
allocate funds for the purpose. Thirty -eight instructors were 
employed in connection with the scheme, of whom twenty- 
nine gave instruction in poultry-keeping also. 

The scheme was conducted on the same lines as hi previous 
years, and the duties of the instructors were confined mainly 
to holding practical classes in butter-making and visiting- 
dairies and giving demonstrations in home butter-making. 

A copy of the scheme for 1913-14 will be foirnd in the Appen- 
dices, page [92], of the Fourteenth Annual General Report.

During the year ended 30th September, 1917, there were 
218 creameries and 290 separating 
improvement stations on the list of those to be visited 
in the by the Department’s instructors in dairv- 
management of ing. The total number of visits made was 
creameries. 1059, of which 625 were made to crea- 
meries and 434 to separating stations. 

For a period of about three months in the early part of file 
year, three of the instructors in dairying were required to 
discontinue the performance of their ordinary duties in order 
to undertake urgent and important work in connection with 
the tillage scheme. As mentioned in last year’s Report, the 
number of instructors previously employed was reduced to 
six owing to financial stringency, and this number was at work 
during 1916-17. 

In view of the foregoing facts a systematic visiting of crea- 
meries was not possible and it was, accordingly, found neces- 
sary to confine attention to creameries and separating stations 
most in need of assistance. The present staff ol instructors is 
quite inadequate to deal with the demands of the industry.

Examination for Creamery Certificates. 

An examination for the award of certificates in technical 
subjects as applied to the management of creameries, was 
held at the Royal College of Science. Fourteen candidates 
presented themselves and eight obtained certificates. Facili- 
ties for learning the practice of creamery management during 
the summer in selected creameries were provided for six of the 
successful candidates, but only three accepted the offer, the 
others having obtained employment. 

Training of Dairymaids in Creamery Work. 

For financial reasons it was not fomid practicable to arrange 
for the special training of dairymaids during the year. 

Cheesemaking. 

A very considerable advance was made in this industry. 
At the close of the year under review there were forty factories 
making cheese as compared with twenty at the corresponding 
period of the previous year. The chief varieties of cheese made 
were Caerphilly and Cheddar, with a smaller quantity of Derby 
cheese. 

There were five other factories which, it was anticipated, 
would be ready tc start cheesemaking in the coming season. 

With a view to meeting the demands for trained cheese- 
makers, arrangements were made for the training of a larger 
number of girls than usual. At the close of the year twenty- 
two girls were being trained in cheese factories under the 
siyer vision of the Department’s instructors. The nine pupils 
who were in training in the preceding year completed their 

* Including one joint inspection for the three associations. 
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courses. Twenty-six gills have so far been trained, and all have 
obtained employment. 

It was thought advisable that steps should be taken to see 
that sufficient stocks of the necessary utensils for cheesemaking 
should be available to admit of a larger output of cheese. The 
Department approached some firms in Ireland on the subject, 
and arrangements were made for the manufacture and supply 
of such articles. Very satisfactory progress was made in this 
direction. 

Forty-four instructors were employed under this scheme ; 

cf these thirty-nine were qualified to give 

horticulture instruction in both horticulture and bee- 

ANU keeping, two in horticulture aloue, and 

bee-keeping. three in bee-keeping alone. One county 

committee employed separate instructors 
for horticulture and for bee-keeping, while in two counties an 
additional instructor for bee-keeping onfy was appointed. 

Under this scheme the services of the instructors were mainly 
devoted to visiting ana giving instruction at cottage plots, 
lecturing, holding demonstrations where practicable, and 
supervising demonstration plots. 

In 1916-17 a total of 46,840 visits and demonstrations were 
carried out, and 484 lectures, with an average attendance of 
60 persons, were delivered. 

At the beginning of the season it was suggested to county 
committees that, in view of the necessity for securing an in- 
crease in the production of vegetables, particularly on labourers’ 
plots and . small farms, it was desirable that every effort should 
be made by the Horticultural Instructor to establish in his 
district as many vegetable demon si ration plots as possible, 
up to the maximum of 50 prescribed under the scheme. As 
a result, a total of 1,431 such plots were put under cultivation, 
in addition to 186 general demonstration plots. 

The scheme was continued on the lines laid down in 1913-14. 
A copy of the scheme for that year will be found at page [96] of 
the Appendices of the Fourteenth Annual General Report.

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It is part of the duty of the itinerant instructors in horti- 
culture and bee-keeping to act as inspectors in their respective 
counties for the purposes of the Destructive Insects and Pests 
Acts and the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 1908, and to 
report to the Department occurrences of diseases or pests 
injurious to horticulture or bee-keeping. The action taken by 
the Department and the county committees to deal with these 
diseases and p ests is referred to at pages 68 an d 69 of this Report. 

This scheme, which was carried out on the same lines as in 
previous years, was adopted by twenty- 
prizes for three county committees in the year under 
cottages and review. The counties of Armagh. Carlow 
small farms. Donegal, Down, Dublin, Fermanagh’ 
King’s, Leitrim, Longford, and Louth were 
unable, owing to the lack of funds, to make provision for the 
scheme in 1916-17. 

The cottages and small farms entered for competition were 
judged by the agricultural instructors, who acted in counties 
other than those in which they were employed as instructors.

The scheme of subsidies to agricultural societies, etc., was 
carried out on the same lines as the 1914 
subsidies scheme, a copy of which will be found at 

to shows. page [71] of the Appendices to the Depart- 

ment’s Fourteenth Annual General Report. 

The total number of agricultural shows held in 1917 w r as 
82, which represents a slight decrease from the last two years, 
and a considerable diminution in the number of shows held 
in 1914 and previous years. 

As in 1914 and 1915 a number of show societies were 
unable, owing to causes arising from the war, to carry out 
their usual annual fixtures. It will be observed that 101 plough- 
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ing matches were held which shows a notable increase in the 
number of such competitions conducted in previous years. 
No funds were set aside for the purpose of subsidies to agri- 
cultural shows by the committees in the following counties 
Armagh, Carlow, Louth and Wicklow. 

Under the Defence of the Realm (Consolidation) Regulations, 
the permission of the Minister of Munitions was required in 
each case for the holding of an agricultural show, and the 
exhibit at such a show of machinery, metal ware, and imple- 
ments was prohibited. In response to representations made 
on the subject, the Minister granted a general concession for 
the holding of all agricultural shows in Ireland, subsidised by 
county committees of agriculture under the scheme, and 
allowed the exhibition thereat of such agricultural machinery 
and implements as were already manufactured and in stock in 
Ireland. 

For the purposes of subsidies in 1917, a gross sum of £5,125 
jvas allocated by the several county committees, of which 
£3,790 was actually expended as shown in the following table : —

Special Grant . — The grant of £10,000 referred to in previous 
Reports was again placed at the disposal of the Department. 

Of this amount, however, a sum of £8,000 was provided by 
the Treasury and was applied to 

(а) purchase of stallions, 

(б) nomination of mares. 

The balance, viz., £2,000, was provided from the Development 
Fund for the purpose of (1) meeting liabilities to which the 
Department are committed hr connection with the Irish Draught 
Horse Scheme, and (2) defraying cost of the new Irish Draught 
Horse Scheme. 

(n) During the past year the Department purchased nine 
stallions and colts at a total cost of £2,125, of which five were 
disposed of to farmers under the Department’s scheme of loans, 
and the remaining four will be sold if they develop into suit- 
able sires. 

(6) The Department distributed the sum of £6,000 for pro- 
viding additional nominations under the general horse-breeding 
scheme between the thirty-three county committees. 

In addition to the foregoing grant, the county committees 
had available a sum of £6,988 allocated from Rates and the 
Department’s Endowment Fund, and thus the committees 
were in a position to award a total of 6,330 nominations. With 
the exceptions mentioned heretofore, the value of the nomina- 
tion was fixed at £2. The total amount available for this 
purpose was £12,988. 

The Irish Draught Horse Scheme was discontinued hi 1917 
in so far as the provision of free service of mares was concerned. 
Certain commitments under the scheme had, however, to be 
provided for, and in this connection an inspection was made 
during the spring months of 42 two-year-old colts and 56 two- 
year-old fillies bred under the scheme. Of these, 3 colts have so 
far been selected and purchased as likely to become suitable 
for registration as Irish Draught sires, and 15 fillies were 
reserved as being of the standard and type required. A sum 
of £160 was awarded in respect of 8 premiums, value £20 
each, for fillies, selected hi accordance with the provisions of 
the original scheme. 

4 
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Although it must be admitted that the scheme did not yield 
as satisfactoiy results as were expected, yet it showed that 
there was in the country material for the establishment of a 
breed of clean-legged active draught horses. The Department 
therefore decided to make an effort to revive on permanent 
lines the breeding of horses of the Irish Draught type, and 
with this object in view they introduced, early in 1917, a scheme 
to establish an Irish Draught Horse Book. A copy of the 
Scheme in question appears hi the Department’s Journal 
Volume XVII., No. 4, page 663. The number of annuals entered 
for inspection was satisfactoiy, applications having been received 
in respedt of 1,173 mares and 270 stallions. It was decided to 
have these animals inspected during the autumn of 1917, i n 
order that the first volume of the Book might be published 
in time to be available for breeders when making their 
arrangements for the 1918 season. It is hoped to carry cut 
systematic inspections annually for some years, when the 
Book will be closed and no animals will then be eligible 
for entry except those whose sire and dam are both them- 
selves entered. 


This scheme, which was adopted by every county com- 
mittee in 1917, was continued on the same 
cattle-breeding, lines as the 1914 scheme, a copy of which 
will be found at page [60] of the Appen- 
dices to the Fourteenth Annual General Report. 

The general regulations as to the value of premiums were 
the same as in the previous year, viz., for Kerry, Galloway 
and registered dairy bulls, £10 ; and for other approved breeds 
any sum not less than £10 and not more than £15 at the dis- 
cretion of the county committee.

The thirty -three county committees set aside funds for the 
award in the aggregate of 1,041 premiums for 1917. 

At local exhibitions held at 871 centres 521 bulls which had 
held premiums in 1916 were passed as suitable for further 
premiums, and of these 496 were awarded premiums for 1917 
by county committees. This left 545 premiums available for 
new applicants, but only 876 were taken up provisionally. The 
total number of premiums awarded was therefore 872 or 84 
per cent, of the total for which provision had been made.

1916-17, 159 cows were found suitable as 
regards general appearance for the purpose 
of this scheme, and were entered on the 
list of animals provisionally selected for 
registration. Of these cows 126 were 
pure-bred Shorthorns. Up to the 30th 
total of 2,940 cows had been entered in the 
satisfied the Department’s requirements in 
and in the quantity and quality of their 
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One hundred and twenty bull calves, the progeny of re- 
gistered cows, were inspected during the year with a view to 
provisional selection for premiums under the cattle-breeding 
scheme, and of these 50 were selected and entered in the Register 
as registered dairy bulls. Four hundred and fourteen dairy 
bulls have now been entered in the Register, and of these 172 
were pure-bred Shorthorns. 

Two inspectors are engaged on the work of the above scheme. 

With a view to encouraging milk production, it was decided 
to resume the inspection of Kerry and Dexter Cattle hr the 
cases of large herds of these animals. During the year nine 
owners offered 141 Kerry and Dexter cows, and 104 of these 
were passed. 

Under the Department’s scheme for encouraging improve- 
ment in the dairy cattle of Ireland, pro- 

cow-testing vision is made for the formation of cow- 

associations. testing associations. Owners of dairy cows 
who are members of such associations 
where systematic records are kept of the quantity and quality 
of the milk yielded by their cows, are enabled to determine 
which cows are worth retaining and which should be disposed 
of. 

Two instructors are employed to bring the objects and 
advantages of these associations before meetings of farmers 
and others interested in dairying and to visit associations when 
formed, and inspect the records kept under the scheme. 

On the 30th September, 1917, there w'ere 36 associations 
(comprising at least 100 cows each) distributed as follow's : — 
18 in county Cork, 3 each in counties Kerry and Limerick, 
2 each in counties Clare, Londonderry and Tipperary, 1 each 
iti counties Antrim, Armagh, Fermanagh, Kilkenny, "Water- 
ford, and Wicklow. 

During the year 194 cows which had reached the standard 
required as to quantity and quality of milk and satisfied the 
Department’s requirements in general appearance, were eyiered 
in the Register. 

The scheme for encouraging improvement in the breeds of 
swine for 1917 was adopted by every county 
swine-bbeeding. committee, and was carried out on the same 
lines as in 1914, the scheme for which will 
be found at page [65] of the Appendices to the Fourteenth Annual 
General Report.

In 1917 three counties : Antrim, Down and Tyrone, arranged 
for the location under this scheme of 
sheep-bheedins. black-faced rams in mountain districts. 

The number of these animals so placed 
was : in Antrim 9, in Down 10, and in Tyrone 6. 

The practice of selling a limited number of black-faced rams 
at reduced prices to residents in the congested comities was 
continued, the number sold during the past season being the 
same as last year, viz., 121. The number of such rams sold 
under this arrangement in the five years 1913-1917, inclusive, 
was 562. 
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Particulars of the measures taken to improve the breeds 
of hens, ducks, geese and turkeys are 
poultry- included in the remarks on the operation 
breeding. of the scheme of instruction in poultry- 
keeping which is dealt with at pages 32 
to 34 of this Report. 


(c) Experiments and, Investigations. 

Owing to the demands on their time of duties in connection 
with the special food production schemes 
field the experimental and demonstration work 
experiments and of the agricultural instructors was greatly 
demonstrations, reduced in scope and quantity B during 
1916-17. In almost every county the 
programme of experiments comprised only a few special tests 
with various phosphatic manures, and with varieties of pota- 
toes. In the more distinctively tillage counties the instructors 
were, of course, able to devote more time to regular experi- 
mental work, and carried out additional tests hi accordance with 
the prescribed scheme for 1916-17, particulars of which appear 
at pages 132 to 137 of the issue of the Department’s Journal 
for October, 1916 (Vol. XVII., No. 1). 


The results of the official experiments carried out each year 
are published in the Department’s Journal, and are also issued 
by the Department in leaflet form. Particulars of unofficial 
experiments undertaken, with the approval of the Department, 
by instructors, are usually incorporated in the reports issued 
yearly by the several county committees of agriculture. 


The numbers of experiments, official and unofficial, carried

Demonstration plots, which are intended to instruct in the 
cultivation, manuring, and seeding of land, were generally 
confined to catch crops and wheat. The total number of such 
plots established Was 718, as compared with 2,206 in 1915-16. 

Comparative trials were made in Garvagh district in 1916, 
with the following varieties of flax seed : — 
flax. Canadian (Fibre variety from Ontario), 

Dutch, Dutch (white flowering), English, 
French, Irish, Japanese, Minnesota 25, and Pernau Crown. 
The results of these experiments were published in Volume XVI., 
No. 2, of the Department’s Journal, and also in leaflet form. 

A further series of variety trials was carried out in 1917, and 
the produce of these will be scutched in the 1917-18 season. 

Serious difficulties had to be overcome in securing supplies 
of flax seed for 1917 sowing season. Through special measures 
that were taken by the Imperial Authorities in consultation with 
the Department, supplies hi excess of requirements were 
obtained in time for sowing from Holland and Russia. In addi- 
tion small quantities of seed were procured from Canada and 
Japan, The surplus seed will be available for 191S season. 

The area of flax grown in 1917 was 107,566 acres, as com- 
pared with 91,454 in 1916 and 53,143 acres in 1915. 

Nine flax instructors were employed during the year, and 
instruction was afforded in certain districts hi the following 
comities : — Armagh, Cavan, Cork, Donegal, Down, Kerry, 
Londonderry, Mayo, Monaghan, Sligo, and Tyrone. Four tem- 
porary flax instructors were also employed during part of the 
year in outlying flax districts, in counties Cork, Donegal, Sligo, 
and Wicklow. 

Nine flax apprentices were selected by examination and 
received a specialised course of training on the cultivation, 
handling, and scutching of flax, for the purpose of qualifying 
them for employment as flax instructors. 

Grants in payment of wages of approved foremen, who 
trained local workers, were made to one mill owner in each of the 
counties of Cork, Sligo, and Wicklow. 

Under the Department’s scheme for the improvement of the 
'flax growing industry (see page 74 of the Appendices to the 
Fourteenth Annual General Report), prizes were offered by 
the Cork Comity Committee of Agriculture for competition 
during 1917. One hundred and forty-nine entries were received 
for prizes amounting to £48. 

Flax Seed- Ireland Order, 1917.— Owing to the increasing 
difficulties in the way of importing flax seed , and in order to 
secure that seed would be available for the minimum acreage 
needed for Army requirements, the Army Council issued an 
Order in July, 1917, making it obligatory on Dish growers of 
flax to save the seed from one-eighth of the 1917 crop. 
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This Order is being administered by the Department who are 
responsible for seeing that the regulations prescribed thereunder 
by them are observed. (See Appendices, page 234). A sub- 
office of the Department was opened in Belfast to deal with 
certain details of the work. Assistance was given by the 
Department’s Inspector of Flax Schemes, 15 of the Depart- 
ment’s instructors, and 32 special temporary inspectors. The 
staffs of committees of agriculture in flax growing counties 
also rendered very valuable assistance in the propaganda work 
connected with the promulgation and administration of the 
Order. 

Prosecutions . — Up to the end of September 193 prosecutions 
for breaches of the Order had been instituted. Convictions 
in 49 of these cases were notified to the Department. The fines 
imposed varied from 2s. 6 d. to £10. 

The current scheme of tobacco experiments, covering a 
period of ten years and financed out of 
tobacco. the Development Fund, was inaugurated 
in 1914. 

The main conditions of the scheme are given in the article 
on the subject of tobacco growing in Ireland which appeared 
hi the issue of the Department’s Journal for April, 1915 . 
Reprints of the article in pamphlet form have been issued and 
may be obtained free of charge on application to the Depart- 
ment’s offices.' 

In 1917 the experiments of the Wexford Tobacco Growers’ 
Society under the scheme were discontinued by. the Society 
owing to the scarcity of labour and the necessity for the in- 
creased production of food crops. 

The tobacco rehandling station erected by Lord Dunraven at 
Adare, county Limerick, in connection with the experiments 
which were being conducted by him, was accidentally destroyed 
by a fire which occurred on the 1st January, 1917. In view 
of the difficulties of obtaining from America the rehandling 
machinery which it would be necessary to re-instal for the pur- 
pose of continuing the experiments, it was decided, with the 
concurrence of the Treasury, that the experiments should be 
temporarily suspended and that the experimenter should be 
allowed compensation in respect of (1) interest on capital left 
idle on account of the suspension of the scheme, and (2) cost 
of maintenance of equipment Which escaped the fire. 

The third experimenter. Colonel Sir Nugent T. Everard, 
Bart., H.ML., .Randiest own, Navan, continued his experi- 
ments. The majority of his growers, however, withdrew from 
the experiment with the result that only 46 acres were planted 
with tobacco in 1917 by 31 growers at Randlestowm centre. 

Of the 46 acres planted with tobacco in 1917, 4£ acres Were 
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planted with cigarette varieties, the remainder being planted 
with pipe tobacco. 

Beside the growers concerned in the experiments carried out 
under the Department’s supervision, two other persons grew 
tobacco in Ireland during the season 1917. The total area 
covered by their licences was 3-J- acres. 

In 1917 the weather during April, May, and the first half of 
June was unusually favourable for the tobacco crop. In the 
latter half of June and in the early part of July the growth, 
especially of late plantings, was retarded by dry weather. The 
month of August was very wet, which had the effect of lowering 
the quality and weight of early plantings. The beginning of 
September was favourable for the harvesting of early tobacco, 
but the remainder of the season was quite unsuitable for the 
ripening and harvesting of late plantings. The curing season 
was rather damp. The tobacco crop suffered no damage from 
frost and very little from -wind. A considerable part of the 
acreage under tobacco was severely affected by root rot and 
wireworm. It is, therefore, doubtful whether the crop will 
exceed the average of the past 10 years, as regards either quality 
or yield per acre. 

About six-sevenths of the 1916 crop has been marketed at 
an average price of 5'7 d. per lb. The prices received by the 
rehandlers were as follows 

From 2 d. per lb. to 6-8 d. per lb. for pipe tobacco ; and 
10-6d. per lb. for cigarette tobacco. 

An experiment to test the value of tobacco waste as an 
insecticide was earned out in 1917, with satisfactory results. 

Two of the four experiments in the feeding of live stock 
prescribed for the year 1915-16, were 
experiments continued during the year 1916-17, the 
IN the experiments in the fattening of cattle on 

heeding of grass and in the feeding of calves being 

live stock. discontinued. A new experiment in the 

feeding of calves was prescribed, but 
circumstances did not admit of its being carried out at any 
centre. 

Particulars of the experiments for 1916-17 are to he found 
in the issue of the Department’s Journal for October, 1916 
(Vol. XVII., No. 1). The experiments were, as in previous 
years, carried out under the supervision of the county agri- 
cultural instructors, and were arranged for in sixteen comities. 
Owing to the urgent duties assigned to these instructors hi 
comiection with the special scheme for increasing food production. 
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the number of experiments undertaken was considerably less 
than in normal years. The following table shows the number 
of experiments of each class arranged for : —

Seven unofficial experiments were also carried out by the 
instructors, bringing the total number of live stock experi- 
ments to twenty- eight. 

Owing to the conditions prevailing as to poultry food supply 
and the scarcity of chickens suitable for 
poultry fattening, a course of training in the 

fattening. fattening and trussing of fowl, grading of 

eggs, etc., was not provided, as hitherto, 
for instructors in poultry-keeping. 

This investigation was continued. Although the weather 
conditions of the summer of 1917 were 
■warble-ply. unfavourable for observation, some further 
information regarding the life-history was 
obtained. Repeated examinations of the cattle on Clare Island 
were made from February till August, and it was found that 
the cattle on the island were not yet free from the pest, so 
that the difficulty of exterminating the insects on a com- 
paratively small isolated area is evidently greater than has 
been supposed. Further experiments were made for the dis- 
covery of a satisfactory method of treating animals with a 
view to the destruction of maggots on a large scale. 


In order to enable farmers to ascertain whether they obtained 
pure materials for making up spraying 
analysis of mixtures, the Department continued, dur- 
spraying the past year, their scheme for the ex- 
haterials. animation of samples of sulphate of copper 
an< l of washing soda. Sixty-two samples 
ot washing soda were received, out of which sixty-one were 
fomid to be up to the standard required for potato spraying 
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purposes. One sample described as washing soda was found 
on examination to be “ commercial sulphate of soda.” 

Eighty-three samples of copper sulphate were examined, 
one of which was found to contain 25 per cent, of iron turnings, 
the remaining eighty-two samples being up to standard. 

Two cases came under the Department’s notice in which 
potato crops were injured owing, it was alleged, to improper 
spraying material being supplied. In one of these the farmer 
concerned sued for loss of crop and was awarded compensation. 
The other case was, apparently, settled out of court. 

Samples of copper sulphate and of washing soda are tested 
by the Department at the nominal fee of 3d. per sample. As 
adulterated materials are worthless, and the use of them may 
also involve total or partial loss of crop, the Department would 
urge all farmers to have samples tested before making up the 
spraying mixture. 

There was a great demand, at good prices, for all fruits. 

The demand for black cun-ants was ex- 
marketing ceptionally good, and prices were high ; 
of fruit. sales at £50 or more per ton were not infre- 
quent. There was a particularly good 
demand for wild fruits, crab apples, blackberries, bilberries, 
and nuts. A considerable quantity of hazel nuts was sent from 
Galway, this being quite a new' industry for that district. 

Exporters of blackberries had difficulty in obtaining suitable 
small casks, and many who had adopted the converted Danish 
kiel, as recommended by the Department, w r ere obliged to have 
recourse to the use of the larger casks which were generally 
used in former years, and which are unsuitable for the purpose. 
It is much to be regretted that some exporters of blackberries 
are very careless in handling this fruit, and have given great 
dissatisfaction by despatching berries which w-ere over-ripe, 
unripe, watered, or fermented. On the whole this trade is 
conducted on much better lines than formerly. There is no 
doubt that the export of w-ild fruits could be very greatly 
developed with advantage. 

The demand during the year was good, and high prices were 
maintained. Frequent complaints were 
marketing made by British importers as to the break- 
of eggs. age of eggs, and as to the sale of musty, 
stale, and bad eggs. 

Breakages are due to careless or bad packing (including the 
packing of eggs the shells of which are cracked), to the use of 
cases which are too small for the quantities packed, or are made 
of boards which are too light, and to rough handling in transit. 

Exporters had much trouble in obtaining well-made cases. 
Many of the firms whose normal business included the making 
of egg cases were so much engaged on Government w'ork that 
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they were obliged to refuse orders, and exporters were thus 
forced to obtain supplies from makers whose cases failed to 
conform to the Department’s standard specifications. It was 
repeatedly stated by exporters that their difficulty -was to get 
cases of any description, and that they had to accept whatever 
cases were offered to them. This, to some extent, accounted 
for breakages, but it is unquestionably the case that many 
exporters willingly accept cases inferior to standard because of 
their lower cost. The very great increase in the cost of cases 
contributed materially to this. As a result eggs were frequently 
packed in cases which were too small, or too fragile, or from 
which they could readily be abstracted. Egg cases frequently 
received rougher handling during transit than in pre-war days, 
and, therefore, extra care should have been taken to ensure 
that the package and the packing were as good as were required 
by the circumstances. The scarcity and dearness of imported 
timber obliged case-makers to rely more on home timber, and 
for similar reasons many egg exporters were unable to stock 
adequate supplies, or they neglected to do so, and were there- 
fore obliged to use cases the wood of which was so damp that 
the straw rapidly became affected and some of the eggs quickly 
became musty. 

Eggs are frequently held over by poultry -keepers and 
dealers, and owing to neglect to test by artificial light, or 
failure to discard eggs which should be rejected, many stale 
eggs are packed as fresh. The increased value of eggs evidently 
induced many dealers to pack eggs which should have been 
rejected because of their condition. There does not seem to 
be any doubt that the practice of holding over of eggs when 
prices were rising increased during the year. This practice, 
and the sale of stale or bad eggs as fresh, will probably continue 
until Irish exporters make it a practice to test all eggs purchased 
from June to December, inclusive, and at other times when 
such a course seems to be advisable. The system prevalent 
in many markets of packing eggs on the day on which they are 
purchased usually renders it impossible to test the eggs by 
artificial light prior to packing ; this system should he so altered 
as to permit of testing eggs before they are packed. 

The investigations referred to at page 52 of the Sixteenth 
Annual General Report, which are being carried out for the 
purpose of ascertaining what particular characteristics, readily 
discoverable by examining eggs by artificial light, may be relied 
on by exporters as affording accurate evidence of the condition 
of eggs, have enabled the Department to issue revised and more 
.accurate instructions for the commercial grading of eggs. If 
eggs are carefully graded according to the instructions given, 
there should be little likelihood of stale eggs being sold as 
fresh. Further experience in testing eggs has indicated that 
this work should be done by electric or acetylene gas light ; 
oil lamps may be used, but they are not so satisfactory. The 
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method of judging the age of eggs by the area of the air space 
therein, has been abandoned as unreliable, but the air space, 
as measured by its depth, is of valuable collateral assistance 
in judging age and condition. The investigations referred to 
are being continued. 

An attempt was made to encourage the sale of the eggs of 
the Blackheaded Gull, but only a very small quantity was sent 
to market. These eggs are in good demand for a short period 
of three to four weeks in May and June. The gulls lay on islands 
and in marshes, and in many instances the eggs could be col- 
lected without much difficulty. It would seem that the collector 
should be able to obtain about 9 d. per dozen for the eggs, 
delivered to the exporter. The sale of these eggs would not 
only materially benefit the community, but, it is considered 
by good authorities, would also be beneficial in reducing the 
number of these birds, which are destructive to fish. 

The Department’s Tobacco Expert afforded technical advice 
in the drying of medicinal herbs and 
medicinal arrangements were made to carry out, 

• herbs. free of charge, at the Botanical Section 

of the National Museum, the identification 
of wild plants and herbs which might be submitted from any 
part of Ireland for that purpose. 

Seeds and Plant Disease Division. 

(a) Seeds . — During the period under review the number of 
samples of seeds tested and the sources from which they were 
derived were as follows : —

The number of samples tested showed an increase of more than 
five hundred as compared with the number tested in 1916. The 
number of samples sent by seed merchants showed an increase 
of nearly one thousand and was more than twice as large as in 
the previous year. There was a slight diminution in the number 
of, samples sent by farmers but, owing to the extra tillage cam- 
paign, the number of samples tested for the Department’s 
officers showed an increase. 

The experiments referred to in previous reports, . on the 
germination of the “ hard ” seeds of clovers and those dealing 
5 
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with the rate of loss of vitality of seeds on keeping over a 
period of years were continued. A further special test was 
made with rye. A sack of seed of this cereal was kept under 
the normal conditions of storage in a seedsman’s store. Samples 
were drawn and tested monthly. The result showed that while 
the germination hi October was 96%, it had fallen by the fol- 
lowing March to 63%. During the succeeding months, how- 
ever, the fall was less rapid, and in September the germination 
was still in the region of 60%. 

The germination tests with naked and covered seeds of 
timothy were continued. The results showed, as was anti- 
cipated, that the rate of loss of vitality in the case of the naked 
seeds was decidedly greater than in the case of the covered 
seeds. 

Further tests were carried o.ut on the concordance which 
may reasonably be expected to occur between the results of 
successive tests of samples of seeds drawn from the same bulks. 
The conclusions arrived at in previous years were confirmed. 

A series of tests was carried out, more particularly with 
samples of rye grass seeds, to ascertain the exact percentage 
of empty seeds present, and the influence which their presence 
exerts on the percentage of germination of the samples as 
determined by the Department’s method of testing such seeds, 
and as ascertained by the method more frequently adopted at 
foreign seed testing stations. The results showed most clearly 
that with good well-cleaned seeds the differences were very 
small, and .that the Department’s method of testing such seeds 
gave perfectly reliable results. It should be stated that the 
determination of the percentage of empty seeds present was 
made at the conclusion of the germination tests by actual 
dissection, and not, as is invariably done, by the other method 
referred to, viz., by estimation on outward inspection alone, 
before beginning the test. 

Further experiments were carried out relative to the best 
form of seed-bed for use in germination tests of cocksfoot seed, 
and die tests on the correlation between the colours of clover 
seeds and their capacity for germination were also continued. 

The tests on the influence exerted by the presence of naph- 
thalene in parcels of seeds, referred to in last year’s Report, 
were extended to cereals, and the results were simila r to these 
obtained previously for clovers, swedes, and rye-grass. 

Experimencs on the best methods of sampling mangel seeds 
were started but had not been concluded at the close of the 
year. Tests to ascertain the shortest time in which reliable 
information can be given concerning the germination of flax- 
seed were also undertaken. 

A number of undetermined weed seeds were germinated, the 
plants grown and identified. Two collections of seeds were 
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prepared and supplied for educational purposes, and a short 
course of instruction in seed-testing was provided for an assistant 
in a firm 'of wholesale seed merchants. 

( b ) Plant Diseases. The trials of certain varieties of pota- 
toes resistant to “ blight ” were continued at Clifden, and a 
few varieties resistant to black scab ” were also grown to 
ascertain their resistance — if any — to “ blight,” “ corky- 
scab” (Spongospora), “pink-rot,” “stalk-disease,” etc. 

Experiments on the strength of potato-spraying mixtures 
and the number of applications of them during the season were 
carried out at the Agricultural Station, Athenry. 

The causative organisms of the diseases of tomato and rasp- 
berry referred to in last year’s Report were further studied and 
their life-histories traced in pure cultures. The work on these 
diseases is being continued. The “ yellowing ” disease of 
flax caused by a species of Colletotrichum was further studied 
and successful infection experiments made. 

Ail the samples of wheat sent to the seed testing station were 
examined microscopically for the presence of the spores of 
“bunt” or “stinking smut,” and it was found that no less 
than about eighty per cent, of them were thus contaminated. 
The senders of the samples were notified and could therefore 
treat the grain with a suitable fungicide, previous to sowing, 
to avoid the disease. 

Reports were furnished, in reply to inquiries concerning plant 
diseases, in about two hundred cases. Two papers were pub- 
lished during the year, viz., the eighth report on Potato Disease 
Investigations, and one dealing in detail with the disease of the 
potato known as “ dry rot.” 


Plant Breeding Division. 

During the 1917 season the work of this Division was confined 
to the continuance of the pure line cultivations of Wheat, barley, 
oats and flax and the raising of extension plots from the seed 
produced in 1916. 

There were no quantitative experiments. 

It was considered advisable to summer fallow the ground 
inside the cages at both Ballinacurra and Glasnevin, and a 
crop of vetches was sown in both cases and dug in to preserve 
fertility in the soil. 

The cage at Ballinacurra, having been cropped for so many 
years in succession with barley and oats (principally with 
barley) that the soil was becoming unfertile, it was considered 
advisable to apply a moderate dressing of farmyard manure 
in the autumn. The cage at Glasnevin has not been cropped 
for so long, and should retain sufficient fertility for experi- 
mental purposes for another year or two. 
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The following is a general description of the work done in 
1917 : — 

Plots of eight varieties of wheat, consisting of Wilhelmina, 
White Stand Up, Square Head Master, 
wheat. Old Golden Drop ex county Galway, Red 
Marvel, Red Fife, Marquis, and Manitoba 
No. 1, varying in size from one acre down to } acre were grown 
at Ballinacurra, the total area occupied being about 5 acres. 
Of these the first four are winter wheats, and were sown in 
October, 1916. They came through the severe winter well 
and -were healthy crops, a little on the thin side, but the yield 
was not good. 

The Old Golden Drop proved a good hardy wheat, but the 
yield was not equal to the first three wheats. Red Marvel, 
Red Fife and Marquis were sown in March. Bad weather ensued 
after sowing and a great many of the young plants died, their 
place being taken by weeds. The yield proved very small. 
Manitoba No. 1, being a portion of imported milling wheat of 
that name, was sown in a different field from the other wheat 
with the object of testing its suitability for use as seed in 
Ireland. The crop showed a mixture of varieties but appeared 
to be mainly Red Fife and a bearded wheat luce that known 
as April Red. Though sown late in April the plot ripened in 
September, and this wheat seems quite suitable for sowing 
in Ireland as a spring wheat, should necessity arise. 

The varieties of oats included in these special cultivations 
are : Black Tartary, Black Bell and Black 
oats. Great Mogul ; and of White Oats : Victory, 

Abundance, Banner, Kent Birlie, Island 
Magee, Sandy and Lightfoot. The total area under these 
cultivations was about 10 acres. 

These crops promised well until the very inclement weather 
came in August, just when they were ripening. The very heavy 
rains broke down the straw, causing shedding, and there was 
much difficulty and delay in saving the crops. The quality 
was not up to the usual standard, and, in common with much 
of the season’s crop of oats, there was a large proportion of 
pickles containing no kernels. Nevertheless, after drying and 
screening the grain, it should be quite suitable for seed. 

The barley cultivations consisted of the usual pure lines of 
Archer 1 and 2, Goldthorpe and Spratt 
barley. Barley, and six extension plots of the 
hybrids raised in connection with the ex- 
periments carried out by this Division, three of Archer x Gold- 
thorpe and three of Archer x Spratt. About 13 acres in all 
were under barley, which was a promising crop in the early 
summer, but was badly attacked by Helminthosporium at the 
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end of June. Goldthorpe, Spratt and Archer x Spratt Hybrids 
did not suffer much from this disease, but it attacked the 
Archers badly and was prevalent throughout the entire district. 
Barley changed colour too rapidly during the warm period 
between 29th July and 6tli August, and when the heavy rains 
came the straw died away and broke down. The grain did not 
fill properly, and the yield from the plots was much below the 
usual average. This was in accordance with harvest results 
in East Cork generally, where barley was extensively grown 
and was, this season, poorer hr quality and lower hr yield than 
for a long period of years. 

The seed of the pure cultivations of flax Nos. 3 and 5, 
originally selected by this Division, from 
flax. a commercial sample ol Riga flax and 

grown at Ballhraeurra hr 19X6, was used 
to sow about half an acre in April. It is of much interest to 
note that these plots were affected, in 1916, with the disease 
known as “ firing off ” and, according to the belief which 
generally obtains amongst flax-growers, it should have been 
even more hr evidence in the crop produced from the same 
seed hr 1917. The 1917 crop, how r ever, showed no disease 
and w'as excellent hr every way. j When pulled, it was dried 
immediately on a grain-drying kiln, after which the bolls were 
removed to preserve seed and the fibre sold, unscutched, to 
a spinning firm, who pronounced it to be the very best flax 
they had ever seen grown hr Ireland. There is, consequently, 
much to be hoped for hr the improvement of flax by selection 
and pure cultivations. 

Of the other flax selections the two most hopeful were kept, 
also some hybrids, but so far none of the latter appear as 
promising as the Nos. 3 and 5 cultivations above referred to. 
The seed obtained from the last-named, which will be sown again 
at Ballinacurra hr 1918, will probably be enough for four acres. 

The unprecedented rainfall of October and November, 1916, 
prevented any satisfactory sowing of whiter 
character wheat and greatly retarded ploughing. In 
of the December, the rainfall was under the 

season, 1917. average, and a cold period set in on the 
14th and lasted until the 27th, during 
which period there w r as severe frost. January, 1917, commenced 
with some mild days, but by the 13th wintry condrt.ons re- 
turned and continued to the end of the month with frequent 
frost, severe at times. Rainfall was also above the average, 
bright sunshine about normal. In February, the cold continued 
for more than half the month, and there were frequent falls 
of snow, but the total of rain measured was under average, 
sunshine slightly over average. March continued abnormally 
cold, with snow at times and frequent frost, rainfall up to 
average, and sunshine deficient. 
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After such long-continued wintry conditions, better weather 
was very much needed for the getting-in of crops, but April 
commenced with a heavy fall of snow, and the cold continued 
for the first half of the month, with another heavy and general 
fall of snow on 9th and 10th. Fortunately, but little rain fell 
and the second half of the month was very dry and most favour- 
able for farm work. Sunshine about average. 

May was of fairly normal character, but the nights kept cold 
and, after so much frost and snow, vegetation was very late 
in starting. However, by the end of the month, cornfields 
began to wear a promising appearance, and potatoes escaped 
injury from frost after stalks appeared over ground. Towards 
the end of May there was also a liberal rainfall, the total being 
above the monthly average. Sunshine was, however, deficient 

June proved cold on the jvhole, especially at night, with 
rainfall under average and sunshine about average. In July 
there were many cold nights, and sunshine Was deficient ; rain- 
fall having been slightly under average. At the end of July 
all the crops were promising, but the deluges of August severely 
discounted this prospect, the rainfall for this month being mor» 
than double the average, and sunshine deficient, withmany 
cold nights. Harvesting could be done only at intervals, under 
most disheartening conditions, and there was much waste and 
injury to cereals. 

Fortunately in September the weather improved, and there 
was very little rain. Sunshine was, however, markedly deficient, 
and while these conditions permitted of the removal of coni 
crops from the fields, they were not such as to dry up the 
grain and straw properly. 

The above notes have been compiled from the weather 
observations made at Ballinacurra and communicated to the 
Meteorological Office. These observations, which have been in 
progress since 1904, have now been continued long enough to 
afford information as to probable yield of crops, having regard 
to the weather conditions prevailing at important times of 
the year. 

The following unfavourable features apply to the nast 
season r 

(1) An excessive autumn and early winter rainfall, washing 

fertility out of the soil. 

(2) Continuous cold of a quite unprecedented character, pro- 
longed into spring and causing late sowing. 

(3) Rapid development of the crops, which were more forward 
at the end of May than in 1916, although later sown. 

(4) Rapid ripening of cereals at end of July and beginning of 

August, when there was a short, warm period. 

(5) ^ery inclement weather in August, heavy rains breaking 
the straw and preventing further development of grain.

Special manures were prepared in connection with the in- 
vestigation for the reclaiming of peat land . Spraying mixtures 
containing varying proportions of copper sulphate and washing 
soda were made, analysed, and their effects tried on potato 
tops. The Division has been closely associated with the ex- 
perimental work of the Department as regards fertilisers, 
feeding stuffs, and problems relating to live stock. 


Veterinary Division. 

Advisory work was continued throughout the year in con- 
nection with the Department’s farms and institutions and also 
among stockowners throughout the country. 

Observations and experiments were continued in widely 
separated districts, chiefly in the counties of Dublin, Cork, 
Wicklow, Galway, Donegal, and Queen’s County. 

The work of the veterinary dispensary officers was super- 
vised and controlled, and instruction by means of lectures and 
demonstrations was given in response to urgent requests. 

Among matters which received great attention were : — 

(1) Contagious abortion in cattle. 

(2) Sterility hi cattle. 

(3) Tuberculosis in cattle and swine. 

(4) Contagious pneumonia in swine. 

(5) Sheep diseases— including braxy, louping ill, orf and 

pyoemia in lambs. 

(6) Diseases of poultry. 

Post-mortem examinations were carried out in some hundreds 
of cases and the experimental use of vaccines was continued 
with success. 
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(i d ) Laws relating to Agriculture. 

The following is a summary of the work of the Agricultural 
Branch during the year in connection with certain Acts of 
Parliament dealing with the sale of fertilisers, feeding-stuffs 
agricultural seeds, and with plant and bee diseases. 

(1) Fertilisers and Feeding Stuffs. 

Special attention was directed to the question of supplies 
and prices of the principal artificial fertilisers required for agri- 
cultural purposes. Farmers were advised through the medium 
of the Agricultural Instructors, and by means of notices issued 
by the Department, as to the best method of coping with the 
difficulties created by the war in regard to such matters. 
Arrangements were made with the Irish manure manufacturers 
for supplying a mixture of two parts 35 per cent, superphosphate 
and one part Tunisian or Algerian mineral phosphate, to meet 
as far as possible the shortage in 35 per cent, superphosphate. 

Supervision over the quality of the artificial fertilisers and 
feeding-stuffs sold throughout the country was maintained bv 
the Agricultural Instructors as part of their ordinary duties 
and by an officer of the Department specially detailed during 
the early part of the season for this work, though, owing to the 
increase of work arising out of the food production scheme, 
they were not in a position to devote as much time to sampling 
manures and feeding-stuffs as in ordinary seasons. The total 
number of samples submitted during the year was 176, con- 
sisting of 93 samples of fertilisers and 83 of feeding stuffs. Of 
these, 81 fertilisers and 72 feeding stuffs w r ere tested by the 
Department’s Chemical Division. On the whole the quality 
of fertilisers and feeding stuffs sold in Ireland continues to be 
satisfactory. 

Experiments to test the relative feeding values of whole 
ground maize and oil-extracted maize meals were carried out 
during the year. 

The annual memorandum giving the unit values of fertilisers 
was revised and issued at the usual time. 

(2) Noxious Weeds. 

Circumstances arising out of the war, made it impossible 
to carry out, except to a limited extent, inspections under 
Part 1 of the Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 
1909, for the purpose cf enforcing the destruction of noxious 
weeds. 

Inspections were made by 17 inspectors specially appointed 
for this purpose. Assistance was also rendered by the Depart- 
ment’s agricultural overseers and by some of the county in- 
structors in agriculture. Notices requiring the destruction of 
weeds were issued in 3,215 cases. Fifty— one prosecutions were 
instituted for failure to comply with notices. 
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(3) Agricultural Seeds. 

Reference was made in last year’s Report to certain samples 
of seeds, taken by the official samplers under part II. of the 
Weeds and Agricultural Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, being found 
unsatisfactory. It was decided to exercise the power of pub- 
lication, conferred upon the Department by Section 5 of the 
Act, with regard to sixty-three of these samples. Publication 
was, in the first instance, made by means of a printed list 
giving the names and addresses of the traders on whose premises 
the samples were taken, and the results of the tests of the 
seeds. In some cases also the names and addresses of the 
wholesale firms, from whom the seeds were stated to have 
been obtained, were mentioned. Copies of this list were issued 
to all seed traders in Ireland early in 1917. 

Publication by means of posters was made in the case of 
sixteen out of the sixty-three samples referred to. The poster 
in each case was headed “ Publication of Test of Inferior 
Seed ” ; it gave the name and address of the trader concerned, 
together with the result of the test Of the seed in such a form 
as clearly indicated its quality. Copies w r ere displayed in the 
town where the trader carried on business and on the roads 
leading thereto. There is reason to believe that these posters 
had the effect of drawing public attention to the sale of inferior 
seeds. 

In January, 1917, a circular was issued to the Press and to 
seed traders in Ireland calling attention to the facilities afforded 
at the Department’s Seed Testing Station for the testing of 
seeds ; reference was made to the powers of publication con- 
ferred upon the Department by the Weeds and Agricultural 
Seeds (Ireland) Act, 1909, and traders were advised to pur- 
chase seeds on a guarantee or statement of purity and ger- 
mination based on results of tests of the seeds made at the 
Department’s Seed Testing Station. A circular was also sent 
to wholesale seed merchants pointing out that in some cases 
very impure seeds had been supplied to retail firms during the 
previous season and warning them that in the event of samples 
of such seeds being taken by the Department’s official samplers 
the result* of the tests might be published, together with the 
name and address of the trader upon whose premises the 
samples were taken, as well as the firm from whom the seeds 
were procured. 

Owing to increased tillage work the same attention could 
not be devoted to the sampling of seeds during the season 
1917 as in previous years. Notwithstanding this, however, 
1,984 samples were taken from the stocks of 785 different 
merchants and retailers. One thousand and forty-two of these 
were tested at the Department’s Seed Testing Station, out of 
which 191 were found to be unsatisfactory. The traders con- 
cerned were communicated with and asked for any explanation 
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they might have to offer. The explanations received are beine 
considered with a view to deciding in which cases, taking aU 
the circumstances into consideration, resort should be had t 
publication. 


Destructive Insects and Pests Acts, 1877 and 1907 . 

(a) American Gooseberry Mildew and Black Currant Mite 
( Ireland ) Order, 1912. — Inspections for the purpose of this 
Order were made by the County Instructors in Horticulture 
as far as their extra duties arising out of the Food Production 
Scheme permitted. In addition, inspections in certain dis- 
tricts, mainly in county Armagh, were carried out by an 
officer of the Department, during the early part of the period 
under review. The number of cases of American gooseberry 
mildew reported was 143, and of black currant 'mite 154. 
Notices requiring the destruction of infected bushes were served 
in all cases in which either or both of these pests were found to 
exist. 

Three prosecutions for failing to comply with notices were 
necessary during this year, a conviction being obtained in 
each case. 

No licences for the importation of gooseberry or black currant 
bushes were granted during the year. 

The principal markets at which gooseberries are sold were 
visited by inspectors during the season, with ' the object of 
detecting and preventing the sale of diseased fruit. 

Posters drawing the attention of growers to the necessity for 
examining bushes for diseases were displayed as usual at the 
police stations throughout the country, and the assistance of the 
Press was also availed of. 


(6) Black Scab in Potatoes . — During the year under review 
outbreaks were discovered in 44 holdings, in 15 of which disease 
was found in previous years. The growers were required to take 
the necessary precautions to prevent the spread of disease. 

Ihe B.ack Scab in Potatoes (Special Area — Ireland) No. 2 
Order, 1916, which revoked the Black Scab in Potatoes (Special 
Area— Ireland) Order, 1915, and the Black Scab in Potatoes 
( pecral Area Ireland) Order, 1916, came into operation on 
e 13th December, 1916. The principal provisions of the new 
ic er made the offences of moving, loading, planting, failing 
o dig up potatoes, and planting in contravention of the Order, 
subject to a fixed penalty of £10 for each offence. During the 
year it was found necessary to institute 38 prosecutions for 
contraventions of the Order. Convictions were obtained in all 


(c) Regulations affecting the export of nursery stock and Asri- 
mdtural crops In order to meet the requirements of the 
united States Government, in regard to the exportation of 
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nursery stock to that country, a general inspection o f the nur- 
series from which stock is exported was carried out in the 
autumn of 1916, and 560 “ original ” and 957 “ copy ” certi- 
ficates were issued on the result of this inspection. Forty-two 
certificates were also granted in respect of exports to other 
foreign countries. 

No change has been made in the regulations of the United 
States Government in regard to the importation of potatoes into 
that country from Ireland. Certificates were granted foT the 
usual export trade in potatoes between this country and Malta 
and the Channel Islands. 


Bee Diseases . 

Reports received from county committees of agriculture 
showed that during the past year two hundred and twenty 
cases of foul brood came under their nctice, and were suitably 
dealt with. Twenty-eight out of the thirty-three committees 
of agriculture allocated funds for the payment of compen- 
sation to bee-keepers, in respect of bees compulsorily destroyed 
under the provisions of the Bee Pest Prevention (Ireland) Act, 
1908. The total amount recommended for payment in com- 
pensation was £13 16s. 6 d. 

Seventy-two suspected cases of Isle of Wight disease were 
reported to the Department during the y“ar under review, 
hi some of these cases specimens of bees were examined by 
the Professor of Zoology at the Royal College of Science, and in 
all cases where the disease was sufficiently established the bee- 
keepers were advised of the measures to be taken for the pre- 
vention of the spread of the disease. The Department have 
reason to believe that the instructions given were carried out 
in every case. Owing to the very infectious nature of this 
disease the Department issued a poster, and a circular to the 
Press and Bee-keepers’ Associations, warning bee-keepers against 
the danger of purchasing bees or secondhand bee-keeping 
appliances from infected districts, and advising them to consult 
the county instructor in bee-keeping before purchasing bees 
or secondhand bee-keeping appliances. 


(e) Loans for Agricultural Purposes. 

The outstanding feature of the operations under this head 
was the extremely large extent to which the scheme of leans 
for the purchase of agricultural implements, etc., was availed 
of. Largely increased sums were placed at the Department s 
disposal for the purposes of this scheme out of the special funds 
provided for the compulsory tillage work. 

1 . Credit Societies.— No new loans were granted to these 
Societies. A sum of £100 is still outstanding.

5. Miscellaneous .— The loan of £256 for the equipment of 
a scutch mill, which had been approved prior to 30th September, 
1916, was advanced during the year, and a loan of £300 for a 
similar purpose was also granted. 
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(/) Forestry. 

The cost of the forestry operations conducted by the Depart- 
ment is defrayed, partly out of the Department’s Endowment 
Fund, partly out of an Annual Parliamentary Grant of £6 00& 
towards the purchase, maintenance and management of Wooded 
areas on estates dealt with by the Estates Commissioners, and 
partly by means of advances from the Development Fund 
for the purchase and afforestation of certain areas approved 
by the Development Commissioners. Local forestry schemes 
may be adopted by County Councils and financed from Rates 
and from the Development Fund. Such schemes are subject 
to the Department’s approval. 

Areas financed from Endowment Fund. — These areas were 
acquired in connection with the Department’s scheme of training 
in forestry. ° 

The plantations at Avondale were maintained during the 
year on the lines originally laid down, but no additions & were 
made. Thinnings were carried out in several of the plots which 
had become too dense for further development without artificial 
assistance. 

At Ballyfad about ten acres of oak scrub was sold by auction 
the timber being purchased by local farmers for firewood’ 
Four acres cleared in 1915-16 were replanted with Douglas fir! 

Areas financed from Parliamentary Grant and Development 
Fund— There was no addition during the year to the lands 
comprised in the Department’s central afforestation scheme 
which is financed from these sources. The total area con- 
cerned remained, therefore, at approximately 14,550 acres. 
One hundred and eighty -four acres were planted on these lands 
during the year, but planting was restricted by the high cost 
of materials, etc. The stocks in the various nurseries were 
maintained, however, in readiness for future planting oper- 
ations. Arrangements were made for letting in con-acre any 
unplanted lands which were capable of being tilled. J 

Sawmills were working on the forestry centres at Aghrane 
county Galway ; Dundrum, county Tipperary ; and Camolin! 
county Wexford. The Dundrum Mill was engaged chiefly in 
turning out scantlings and sleepers for military requirements 
Arrangements were being made at the close of the year to 
utilise this mill solely for the manufacture of box boards, etc., 
required for butter packages. It is hoped that this measure 
will appreciably relieve the difficulty experienced by creamery 
companies m the locality in obtaining adequate supplies o'f 
butter boxes, for which imported timber has hitherto been 
used The mill at Camolin Forestry Centre was leased, for a 
short period, to the Timber Supply Department, and will be 
en g a ged in the production of sawn timber for military and other 
urgent national requirements. 
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County Forestry Schemes . — Under the special Shelter Belt 
Schemes in operation in counties Kildare and Donegal 12 
landholders in Kildare were supplied with 16,690 trees and 
800 holders in Donegal with 160,000 trees. In addition 
399,365 trees and shrubs for planting were supplied to farmers 
and others by county committees of agriculture under the terms 
of claus'e 9 of the Department’s Horticultural Scheme.

The area in the possession of the Kildare County Council 
was increased during the year by the gift of 60 acres of wood- 
land, part of the estate of the Duke of Leinster. Upwards of 
one hundred and seventy acres of woodland have now been 
presented to Kildare County Council by the same donor. If this 
example were followed generally by landowners throughout the 
country, a great incentive would be afforded to County 
Councils to adopt County Forestry Schemes, and a correspond- 
ing increase in the interest displayed in forestry might be 
expected. 

The Department have frequently directed the attention of 
County Councils to the advisability of adopting County Forestry 
Schemes with a view to the preservation in every county of 
small woods and plantations which do not admit of economic 
treatment by a central authority. They have indicated the 
sources from which funds can be derived, both for purchase 
and subsequent management, etc., and it has been pointed out 
that the produce of a rate of %d. in the pound for one year 
would, in most instances, enable a useful beginning to be made 
and suffice to cover expenditure for several years. Hitherto, 
the response has been disappointing. 

So far, the only counties in which forestry schemes have 
been adopted are Kildare, Westmeath, and Limerick. It is 
understood that the Cavan County Council have the adoption 
of such a scheme under consideration. 

It is admitted that the duty of restoring to a normal standard 
the area of woods in the country devolves principally on the 
State, but County Councils and other local authorities could 
assist largely by adopting schemes for the preservation of small 
woods and plantations and for the provision of trees for shelter 
belts. Furthermore, such measures by stimulating local in- 
terest in the planting of trees and evoking an appreciation of 
their sesthetic value would do much to preserve and to enhance 
rural amenities. 
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Apprentices in Forestry. — The training of working foresters 
by means of paid apprenticeships was continued. Two first 
year and four second year apprentices were in training during 
1916-17, and were located at Dundrum Forestry Centre. 

Visits of Departments Forestry Expert. — Eight applications 
from landowners and others for visits from the Department’s 
Forestry Expert to advise regarding the management of plan- 
tations, etc., were dealt with during the year. 

Section 32 (1) (6) and (2) of the Irish Land Act, 1909.— Tenant 
purchasers under the Land Purchase Acts whose holdings are 
subject to the provisions of the above enactment may not fell 
trees thereon which are necessary for shelter or ornament 
•without having previously obtained the Department’s consent.

Timber Supplies. — The services of Mr. A. C. Forbes, the 
Department’s Chief Forestry Inspector, having been made 
available to the Timber Supply Department, Board of Trade, 
Mr. Forbes was appointed Assistant Controller of Timber 
Supplies (Ireland) with offices at 6 Hume Street, Dublin. In 
this work Mr. Forbes is assisted by the Department’s forestry 
staff. 

Reconstruction Committee. — Forestry was one of the subjects 
■which engaged the attention of the Reconstruction Committee 
appointed by His Majesty’s Government. Viscount de Vesci 
and Mr. A. C. Forbes acted as the Irish representatives on the 
forestry sub-committee. It was understood that a compre- 
hensive afforestation scheme for Great Britain and Ireland was 
under consideration at the close of the year under review. 

(. g ) Compulsory Tillage. 

Defence of the Realm Act Regulations. 

The Regulations dealing with compulsory tillage, known as 
Regulations 2L and 2 P, were made in December, 1916, and 
January, 1917, respectively. Regulation 2 P made it obligatory 
on every occupier of ten acres or more of arable land in Ireland 
to cultivate in the year 1917 one-tenth of such land in addition 
to an area equivalent to the acreage, if any, which was under 
cultivation in 1916, subject to the proviso that no one should be 
required to cultivate more than SO per cent, of the arable land 
in his occupation.

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In the early months of the year a great deal of time had to be 
given to replying to queries relative to the interpretation of the 
Regulations in particular cases. About 3,000 letters were 
received on points of this kind apart from numerous inquiries 
made by persons who called at the Department’s offices for 
information. 

The term “ cultivated land ” was defined in Regulation 2 P 
as including land under a first or second year’s crop of rye- 
grass ; and the term “ occupier ” was defined as the person 
rated oi liable to be rated to the poor rate. The Department 
were empowered to exempt from the requirements of the 
Regulation any arable land the cultivation of which would be 
of less service for the production of food than the use of the land 
in some other manner in which the same was being used or pro- 
posed to be used. On the 6th February, 1917, an important 
sub-section was added to this Regulation, providing that if, 
at any time, after 28th February, 1917, it appeared to the 
Department that the occupier of a holding did not intend to 
comply with the requirements of the Regulation, the Depart- 
ment might enter on the holding and cultivate same or any 
■part thereof, or arrange for its cultivation bv any person in 
such manner and upon such terms as the Department might 
direct. 


Exemptions. 

In consultation with their Advisory Committee on Food 
Production the Department decided that, having regard to the 
urgent need for increased food production, the power of exempt- 
ing should be exercised with the greatest care and strictness. 
The classes of holdings exempted were : — 

(1) Lands habitually used by town dairymen for the 

grazing of milch cows required for the supply of new 
milk to towns with a population of over 10,000. 

(2) Paddocks habitually used for the temporary accom- 

modation of live stock to be shipped or going to 
markets, etc., and butchers’ paddocks. 

(3) Bleach greens. 

Lack of labour or of agricultural implements and machinery, 
was not recognised as a valid ground for exemption, but every 
effort was made to facilitate occupiers in securing the requisite 
labour and machinery. Exemptions not already covered by the 
above classes were confined for the most part to individual 
cases in which the Department received a satisfactory assurance 
that the land was required and was regularly used as pasturage 
for milch cows, the milk of which was essential for the supply 
of towns of a population under 10,000, or for institutions. In 
some few cases exemptions were granted in respect of lands 
used for stud farm purposes. 4,526 applications were made to 
6 
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the Department for exemption . The total number of exemptions 
granted was 719, and of these 89 per cent, were in respect of 
lands required for milch cows. 

During the period when applications for exemption were 
being dealt with, a staff of 30 Inspectors was employed in the 
country for the purpose of inspecting holdings in respect of 
which application was made and of estimating the areas of 
arable land on holdings in cases where there was difficulty in 
determining by means of correspondence the extent of the 
liability of the occupiers. In all, 837 such inspections were 
made during the first three months of the year'. 

In view of the fact that the season for ploughing was advanced 
at the time the Regulations came into force, inspections could 
be made only in a limited number of cases in which applications 
for exemption were made. 


Tillage Defaulters. 


Through the courtesy of the Inspector-General the Depart- 
ment were enabled, immediately after 28th February, 1917, to 
obtain reports from the Royal Irish Constabulary of cases in 
which occupiers had done little or nothing or apparently intended 
to take no steps to comply with Regulation 2 P. In all, 8,811 
such cases were reported. Notices warning the occupiers con- 
cerned of their obligations were issued by the Department, and 
a staff of 26 Inspectors was employed to inquire into cases of 
non-compliance. In view of the large number of holdings that 
had to be visited by those Inspectors within a very limited 
period of time, it was found impossible for them to make the 
same detailed examination of holdings as was made in the case 
of holdings inspected in connection with applications for 
exemption. Speaking generally, the results of the notices have 
been satisfactory, as in numerous instances the occupiers were 
found subsequently to be doing their best to carry out the 
requirements. In many eases also the visit of an Inspector 
had the effect of bringing home to the occupier the necessity 
of complying with the Regulation, and no further action was 
required to be taken by the Department. In 242 cases, how- 
ever, the Department felt obliged to exercise the powers of 
entry conferred on them. In 12 of these cases the Department 
subsequently withdrew from possession of the holdings either 
because the occupiers undertook to do the work themselves and 
have since completed the necessary cultivation, or, owing to 
special circumstances, the Department were satisfied that 
punitive measures were not warranted. In 19 cases the Depart- 
ment upon entry arranged to have portions of the holdings 
placed under cultivation in the spring and summer of 1917 
under conacre agreements. The Department intend to with- 
draw from possession of these holdings as soon as the conacre 
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tenants have harvested and removed their crops, and it is pro- 
posed to pay over to the occupiers any balance of rents paid 
by the conacre holders to the Department after deducting 
the Department s expenses in connection with their entry 
upon and setting of the lands. In one case (the Doon 
lands at Ballybunion) the Department delegated their powers 
to the Local Authority, who let the land in allotments 
for tillage. In the remaining 210 cases the season was too far 
advanced at the time of entry upon the holdings to permit of 
arrangements being then made for their cultivation. In these 
cases the Department granted the occupiers permission to use the 
lands for grazing or meadowing until the autumn, and these 
occupiei s are now being asked to give an undertaking to plough 
up the areas in default by a specified date hi each case prior to 
the end of the year 1917. In this way the Department hope 
that most of the defaulters will themselves make good the 
default in lespect of the cultivation of their holdings before the 
end of the current year. The Department had also decided 
to take possession of holdings in 180 further cases. In 64 of these, 
entry was stayed owing to the Department having received a 
satisfactory assurance that the necessary cultivation would be 
completed, or to the disclosure, prior to actual entry on the 
lands, of circumstances which would not have warranted entry. 
As the remaining 116 cases were not ready for action until 
recently, the Department decided to give the occupiers the 
opportunity of ploughing up on their holdings before the end 
of the year an area equivalent to the acreage in default. In the 
meantime they have deferred entering upon the holdings, and 
will, of course, not proceed to exercise the powers of entry 
if the land is ploughed up by the prescribed dates. 

During the summer Inspectors have been engaged throughout 
the country in the inspection of holdings with a - view to 
ascertaining (1) whether occupiers have actually complied 
with the requirements of the Regulation, and (2) whether in 
the cases of exempted holdings, the lands are being used for 
the purposes for which exemption had been granted. In general 
it has been found that the latter class of holding is being used in 
the manner indicated by the occupier when making application 
for exemption. In addition to those reported by the Royal 
Irish Constabulary, the Inspectors’ reports disclosed a consider- 
able number of cases in which the actual area cultivated is 
much below the requirements of the Regulation, and the De- 
partment have decided, as in the cases above referred to, to 
require the occupiers concerned to give an undertaking that the 
deficit shall be made good by the end of the year. 

In all these cases a detailed inspection, if such has not already 
been made, is carried out, similar to that made in the case of 
holdings inspected in connection with applications for exemption 
early in the year. This work was commenced in June with a 
staff of 20 Inspectors, which has since been increased to 38.

Compulsory Acquisition of Land for Allotments. 

In three cases, viz. : Bray U.D.C., Drogheda U.D.C., and 
Granard U.D.C., the compulsory powers of acquiring land for 
allotments were exercised by the Department. When an 
application was made for the compulsory acquisition of land 
in or near an Urban District for cultivation in allotments the 
procedure ordinarily was as follows : — The Local Government 
Board made full inquiries into the circumstances and advised 
the Department whether the lands in respect of which applica- 
tion was made were immediately required for the purpose, and 
whether the use of the lands was being unreasonably withheld. 
If the Board reported to the Department in the affirmative on 
these questions, the Department as a matter of course issued 
the requisite authorisation under Regulation 2 L (8) (ii) ( c ) 
enabling the local authority to acquire the lands compulsorily 
for cultivation in allotments for -the season. A number of 
applications was received from individuals for allotments of 
land, and applicants in these cases were referred to the local 
Urban or Rural District Council. 

Applications for and Offers of Land for Cultivation. 

The publication of the Regulations gave rise to an impression 
that the Department were in a position to provide land for 
cultivation by persons who had no lands in their possession 
or who would be prepared to cultivate in conacre lands in 
addition to those in their own occupation. As a consequence, 
numerous applications were made to the Department by public 
bodies or political and other associations to have grass lands 
divided among landless men or small holders. This impression 
was of course erroneous, and the applicants were informed that 
the provision of land in such circumstances did not fall directly 
within the powers conferred on the Department. Numerous 
offers of land were also received from occupiers who wished 
the Department to cultivate portion of their holdings. These 
persons were informed that the duty of cultivating the requisite 
area of a holding was placed by the Regulations on the occupier 
and that the Department had no authority to relieve him of 
this obligation. At the same time they were counselled to 
take immediate steps to have the requisite acreage put into 
cultivation either directly or by means of conacre lettings or 
otherwise. 

Tillage Order, 1918. 

The Tillage Order for 1918, to be made under the Third 
Schedule of the Corn Production Act, 1917, is now being pre- 
pared for issue. It is proposed that in the case of holdings 
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comprising 10 acres or more of arable land, the Order will, in 
general, require the cultivation in 19X8 of 5 per cent, of the 
arable land over and above the 1917 requirements, i.e., 15 per 
cent, of the arable land in addition to an area equivalent to 
that cultivated in 1916, subject to the proviso that no occupier 
will be required to cultivate more than 50 per cent, of the 
arable land comprised in his holding. 


Scheme for the Supply of Seeds and Manures. 

At a conference held in January, 1917, between the Chief 
Secretary, the Local Government Board, and the Department, 
it was agreed as an emergency measure to empower Rural and 
Urban District Councils to provide on credit, seeds and manures 
for labourers and small cultivators sowing increased areas, or 
where, owing to the shortage of the previous season’s crops, 
cultivators were themselves unable to provide a sufficient supply 
of seed. The Councils were empowered to borrow from the 
Government, or temporarily from their treasurer, sums sufficient 
to cover the cost of the seeds and manures. 

Two main schemes were in operation : — 

(1) Rural Districts. — 1. Scheme for the supply of potatoes 

and oats for seed purposes, and manures for (a) 
occupiers of holdings, the valuation of which (land 
and buildings combined) did not exceed £10 ; and 
(6) occupiers of labourers’ cottages and allot- 
ments. 

2. Supplementary scheme for the supply of oats 
and potatoes for non-rated cultivators. 

(2) Urban Districts. — Scheme for the supply of potatoes, 

manures, and vegetable seeds for allotment 
holders. 

Each Council was required to adopt a resolution indemnifying 
the Department in respect of financial responsibility, and to 
submit requisitions for supplies showing the names and qualifica- 
tions of applicants for supplies. Details in respect of supplies 
for labourers were not, however, required. The approval of 
the Local Government Board was obtained in every case 
before execution of an order. 

The Department’s Inspectors inspected supplies at merchants 
stores before despatch, and on being advised of delivery of 
supplies, the Department sent an Inspector to place of distribu- 
tion, who inspected supplies, and, if in order, issued a certificate 
to purchasing Council, and forwarded a copy to the Depart- 
ment. 
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The following summary shows the number of Councils which 
adopted the schemes, and .the approximate quantities of seeds 
and manures supplied : —

In addition loans were sanctioned in a few cases for the 
direct purchase of seeds by Rural District Councils. 


The cost, exclusive of carriage, of the seeds and manures 
supplied under the scheme was approximately £117,000. 

As a result of this scheme, supplies of good quality were ob- 
tained, delivered, and distributed to the cultivators through 
omcers of the local councils. 


The operation of the scheme was greatly hampered by the 
following, among other causes : — 

(1) Many Councils objected to the variety of the main- 

crop potatoes (Up-to-Date) supplied under the 
scheme. This was the only variety obtainable in 
sufficient bulk, and the Department were unable to 
arrange for the supply of any other variety 

(2) The Food Controller’s Orders fixing the prices of 

potatoes on a scale rising by £1 per ton for each of 
the months : February, March and April, caused 
delay m the supply of the potatoes required under 
the scheme, owing to farmers holding their stocks 
for the higher prices. 
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(3) Supplies were procured exclusively from districts where 

there was known to be- a 'surplus. The Department 
were much criticised for not allowing certain Coun- 
cils to purchase locally the seed they required under 
the scheme. Results, however, fully justified the 
measures adopted. The depletion of local stocks 
was avoided, and farmers who were outside the 
scheme were able to procure the supplies they 
required, without unnecessary competition from 
Councils purchasing under the scheme. 

(4) The severe frosts of the spring of 1917 rendered the 

handling and transit of potatoes extremely hazardous 
and consequently delayed deliveries to some extent. 

Twenty temporary Inspectors and assistants were engaged on 
the work, in addition to the Department’s Inspectors. A number 
of these Inspectors was constantly engaged on inspection of 
supplies at stores and railway stations at points of despatch. 
Other Inspectors examined supplies when delivered to the 
Council for distribution. About 300 separate inspections were 
made at points of distribution. 

Supply of Seeds through Comity Committees of Agriculture. 

The Department’s existing organisation in the various 
counties, acting under the immediate direction of the county 
committees, was utilised to the fullest extent with a view to 
providing farmers outside the scope of the loan scheme with 
facilities for procuring any supplies of seed oats and potatoes 
that might be required from sources outside their own districts. 
This organisation was supplemented in the majority of counties 
by the appointment of voluntary local bodies for this special 
work. In each county it was found possible to obtain the greater 
portion of the seed required for farmers either locally or in 
neighbouring comities. Where local supplies could not be drawn 
upon for these larger farmers, the Department made special 
arrangements whereby county committees were enabled to 
purchase seed oats and potatoes at fixed prices. Potatoes were 
obtained under this arrangement through northern merchants, 
from the area where potatoes are usually grown for export. 

Seed Potatoes for England. 

To meet the pressing demands of allotment cultivators in 
England, the Department supplied the English Pood Production 
Department with 8,500 tons of seed potatoes. The arrange- 
ments for the supply of this quantity were also made through 
northern merchants. The officers employed in connection 
with the Irish seed loan scheme inspected the supplies carefully 
at railway stations as delivered by the supplying merchants, 
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and checked and superintended delivery of the potatne 
quay. Extreme vigilance had to be exercised to see thaMV* 
added drain on the available Irish supplies did not mtmt 
with the meeting of the demands of Irish growers. 616 


Supply of Potato Spraying Machines and Materials 
Knapsack Sprayers. 

B Z aS j 01 ' e " een unles * special ^eps were taken to secure 
the introduction of knapsack sprayers into the country there 
would not be sufficient supplies of these machines available 
when the spraying season arrived. Arrangements were 
accordingly, made with the makers for the manufacture 
knapsack sprayers. The entire output of the largest mar, 
facturers m the United Kingdom up to the commencement 
of the spraying season was bought up by the Department 
and some thousands of sprayers were secured in France 
and got over in good time from there.

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county agricultural staffs, and to the issue of circulars to traders 
and farmers urging them to order and obtain delivery of their 
requirements at an early date. The response was such as to 
indicate that the great majority of potato growers realised the 
need for spraying, which, accordingly, was more extensively 
and thoroughly carried out this year than ever before. 

Disposal of Corn , 1917-18. — Storage and Milling Facilities. 

In connection with proposals as to the disposal of the 1917 
com crop, the Department undertook the collection of in- 
formation as to facilities available in Ireland for : — 

1. Milling of corn ; 

2. Kiln-drying of corn ; 

3. Storage of corn. 

The Department were assisted in the collection of returns by 
the police, and by the agricultural instructors in the various 
counties. Officers of the Department inspected a number of 
oatmeal mills, and compiled returns of storage available at 
ports of shipment in Ireland. Particulars as to output, drying 
and storing facilities, etc., were obtained in regard to 

560 Oatmeal mills ; 

2-10 Maize mills ; 

80 Flour mills. 

The returns collected as to corn storage facilities revealed 
accommodation for upwards of 1,100,000 tons of com in 3,500 
different stores throughout the country. Complete returns as 
to mills and storage were furnished to the military authorities 
and to other Departments interested. 

Manures for 1917 and 1918 Crops. 

At the outset of the campaign for increased tillage, farmers 
were faced by a serious shortage in artificial manures for the 
larger area being tilled. Not alone were supplies generally in the 
United Kingdom far short of requirements, but the difficulties 
of sea transit added a further obstacle to meeting the needs 
of this country. The supply of potassic manures rvas entirely 
cut off owing to the war. Successful efforts were made by the 
Department to secure a fair proportion of the fertilisers avail- 
able. Moreover, by the issue of leaflets, Press notices, and by 
replies to individual inquiries, of which a large number was 
received every day during the tillage season, agriculturists were 
kept advised of the position, and were enabled to make the 
best use of the materials available. 

As a result of the Department’s efforts, both on this and the 
other side of the Channel, a fair supply of fertilisers for the 
1917 crops was placed at the disposal of farmers, in spite of 
all shipping and other transit difficulties. 
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In July, 1917, a notice explanatory of the position in regard 
to manures was inserted in the Irish Press, and was widely 
distributed to farmers. Information was given in this notice 
as to manures which should be used in lieu of those which might 
not be available, or of which supplies might be short. Merchants 
and farmers were advised to order their requirements as soon 
as possible, and to obtain delivery at an early date. Copies of 
this notice were sent to traders throughout the country. At 
later dates, as information came to hand, circulars were issued 
to the Press and to traders and others respecting the position 
in regard to supplies and prices of basic slag, sulphate of am- 
monia, superphosphate, and compound fertilisers. Arrange- 
ments were made with large importing firms for the bringing 
in of considerable quantities of manures, as same could' be 
obtained from manufacturers, and for the import of the necessary 
raw materials for the fertilisers manufactured in the country. 
Prices for all agricultural fertilisers were arranged for the season 
1917-18, numerous conferences having been held both in London 
and the Department’s Offices to decide upon the rates that 
should prevail. 

Assistance for County Agricultural Staffs. 

Temporary demonstrators to assist itinerant instructors in 
agriculture were appointed as follows in connection with the 
different phases of the campaign for increased food production : 

Increased Tillage Scheme, 1916-17 . . 44 assistants 

Spraying Propaganda, 1917 . . . . 82 

Instruction in Harvesting Machinery, 1917, 33 

The men employed for the work were those who had taken 
out satisfactory courses at the Department’s Agricultural 
Colleges and Stations, as well as those who had attended Winter 
Agricultural Classes, and were known to possess a thorough 
experience of practical farming. Special steps were taken to 
provide instruction for farmers in the use of harvesting 
machinery, which had been introduced in la.rge quantities in 
connection with the increased tillage and the shortage of labour. 
Courses of instruction in the use of binders and other machinery 
\\ ere provided at Athenry Agricultural Station, and were 
attended by 106 instructors, overseers and assistants. 

It is proposed to re-appoint a number of these assistants in 
connection with the scheme for increased tillage in the year 


Seed Wheat. 

eai 'ly part of 1917, there was a shortage of seed wheat 
suitable for spring sowing. To prevent a recurrence of this 
unng the spring of 1918, the Department obtained particulars 
as to crops of such wheat being grown in this country, and had 
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the growing crops inspected shortly before cutting. The Depart- 
ment’s officers visited 1,200 farms, carrying a wheat crop of 
8,000 acres. The area of crops found up to the required standard 
for. seed purposes was, approximately, 2,000 acres. 

Arrangements were afterwards made for the purchase and 
storage of the seed wheat, with a view to its distribution to 
growers, through trade channels and county committees of 
agriculture. 

Prohibition of Export of Potatoes and Oats. 

Owing to the partial failure of the 1916 potato crop, it was 
found necessary to prohibit, as from 20th December, 1916, 
the export of potatoes from Ireland, except under licence from 
the Department. For a time, licences for the export of small 
quantities of ware potatoes were freely granted. In order to 
safeguard Irish requirements, it was, however, soon considered 
advisable to suspend the general issue of licences, and only in 
exceptional cases were permits for shipment granted until June, 
1917. It was then found that after fulfilling home requirements 
there would be a quantity available for export, and arrange- 
ments for the clearance of surplus stocks were made. 

When early potatoes of the 1917 crop were ready for market, 
special arrangements were made to have export licences issued 
as required in every case, and growers were facilitated as much 
as possible in the placing of their crops on market. 

The export of oats, 1916 crop, from Ireland was prohibited 
up to 31st August, 1917. After that date surplus stocks were 
allowed to be exported. 


Financial Assistance for Purchase of Agricultural 
Implements, etc. 

One of the immediate results in connection with the operation 
of the Compulsory Tillage Order was the pressing necessity for 
providing financial assistance for the purchase of agricultural 
implements. In addition to the ordinary class of farmers whose 
lack of means renders it difficult for them to purchase such 
implements for cash, there was added a large class whose capital 
was locked up and who found themselves in urgent need of 
certain indispensable articles. 

The Department had for some years in operation on a small 
scale a scheme of loans for agricultural implements, etc., and 
the provision of the requisite additional funds was all that was 
necessary to enable it to be adapted to the needs of the past 
year. In deference to the representations of the county com- 
mittees of agriculture, and as a temporary measure, arrange- 
ments were made under which the preliminary steps in the case 
of small loans might be carried out by these bodies. On the whole, 
however, the men requiring these loans preferred to deal directly

with the Department, and the system was not availed of to 

any great extent. 

It was decided early in the summer that the minimum cost 
of machinery for which a loan would be granted should be 
reduced from £6 5s. to £3. This enabled, for example, a laru e 
number of the poorer farmers to purchase knapsack sprayers 

Particulars of the extent to which the scheme was availed 
of this year, as well as in previous years, are given at pace 70 
from which some idea may Ire formed of the extent to which 
the loan scheme helped farmers in discharging their oblication 
under the Compulsory Tillage Regulation. 


Motor Tractors. 

A Motor Tractor Section was established about the middle 
of March, 1917, for the purpose of introducing motor tractors 
and promoting their use to the fullest extent in connection 
with the Department’s Food Production Campaign. At that 
time there were about 70 tractors in the country, but a number 
of them were idle, either from the •want of expert advice in 
connection with breakdowns or for the lack of spare parts and 
suitable ploughs. After strenuous efforts, however, the difficulties 
were overcome by providing the services of experts, and by 
accelerating the import of spare parts and suitable ploughs. 
A special course of instruction for training tractor drivers and 
ploughmen was established at the Albert Agricultural College, 
Glasnevin. The total number of men trained was 39, and practi- 
cally all found employment as drivers or ploughmen. This 
course came to an end with the ploughing season. 

Steps were taken to import a considerable number of new 
tractors, and these were distributed with the least possible 
delay to selected applicants who were most likely to utilise the 
tractors to the fullest extent. Persons who were supplied with 
new tractors were required to hire out their machines when 
they had finished ploughing on their own farms. Those who 
desired to hire tractors were given the names of tractor owners 
who were in a position to hire out their tractors. As a result, 
a very considerable area was ploughed which otherwise could 
not have been tilled. In addition, the Section arranged for the 
employment of 13 of the Department’s own tractors. These 
were chiefly hired out for ploughing the lands of large occupiers 
who had no other means for getting the work done. 

Throughout the summer months the Section continued to 
afford assistance and advice to tractor owners, and arrange- 
ments were made for the introduction of new tractors for the 
ensuing season. In addition to the large number of tractors 
which have been imported by private enterprise, the Depart- 
ment have placed orders with the Food Production Department 
for 74 tractors, chiefly of makes which hitherto have not been 
used in this country. Arrangements have also been made for 
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the Department to receive a proportion of the M.O.M. tractors, 
which are to be imported into Great Britain. Steps have also 
been taken to ensure that sufficient tractor ploughs will he 
available, and orders have been placed directly by the Depart- 
ment for 94 of these implements. 

During the summer and autumn, special courses of instruction 
were in progress at the Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin, 
for the purpose of training tractor drivers and ploughmen. Each 
course continued for two weeks, and was attended by about 
10 men. 

Arrangements have been made to ensure that sufficient 
supplies of paraffin, petrol, and oil will be available for motor 
tractors for the winter period, and a scheme has been put into 
operation whereby tractor owners can purchase paraffin and 
petrol at wholesale prices. 

The following gives some indication of the results of the 
work carried out by this Section : —

Drainage of Agricultural Land. 

By Regulation 2 M of the Defence of the Realm Regulations 
the Department are empowered — 

(1) To require land-holders to cleanse the channels and 

maintain the banks of drains or streams lying in or 
bounding their holdings in cases where, through 
their neglect to do so, land is, or is likely to be, 
injured ; and, 

(2) To require mill-owners or other persons hi control of 

mill-weirs, dams or locks, to keep open sluices or 
other mechanical appliances for regulating the flow 
of water to such an extent as may be necessary for 
the prevention of flooding, paying due regard to 
the use which is made of the water-power. 

The Department are also authorised to exercise the jiowers 
conferred by any general or local Act, where that would be 
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useful, but so far it has not been found necessary or expedient 
to take advantage of this provision. 

The powers relating to the cleansing of streams and the regu- 
lation of sluices have been extensively exercised. Two hundred 
and nine applications for the Department’s intervention were 
received, and inspections were made in nearly all these cases 
A few' await inspection. Five inspectors have been employed 
for this work, of whom three are experienced engineers. ' I n 
all instances where inspectors reported that cleansing w-ork 
which could be carried out under the terms of the Regulation" 
was desirable, the occupiers of the riparian lands were served" 
with notices specifying the necessary work and requiring that 
it be done. The majority of these occupiers subsequently re- 
ported that the notices had been complied with or that the 
w-ork was in hands. The exceptional demands of harvest work 
this year and very unfavourable weather, made drainage W'ork 
unusually difficult, and in view of these conditions the Depart- 
ment did not take any extreme measures for enforcing com- 
pliance with the Regulation. 

Several cases came under notice in which effective drainage 
operations would reach too large a scale for the land-ow-ners 
to deal with individually. In two of these cases, where the 
farmers combined for the purpose of getting the work done, and 
agreed to meet the cost, the Department were able to come to 
their assistance by providing engineering advice or having the 
flooded lands surveyed. 


Publicity. 

In view' of the necessity for making widely knowm amono- 
owners and occupiers of land the great necessity for an increase 
in home-grown food production which led to the issue of the 
Compulsory Tillage Regulations, as well as the requirements 
of the Regulation and the various administrative steps and 
details of organisation connected with the carrying into effect 
of the Food Production Schemes generally, the Department 
established a special Publicity Section to carry on this work. As 
part of the special Vote of Credit for food production purposes 
funds w'ere made available for newspaper advertising and 
publicity purposes generally. 

At the time of the formation of this Section the Compulsory 
Tillage Regulations had already been issued and circulated, as 
described at page 74, but the task immediately presented itself 
of informing the public mind, and particularly that portion of 
it represented by the farmers and land-holders of the country, 
on the position in regard to food supply and the necessity for 
special efforts to meet it. With a view to this a series of large

display advertisements on propagandist lines were prepared, 
and inserted in all the morning (daily) papers in Ireland, and 
in the metropolitan and provincial weekly papers comprised 
in a very extensive list. These advertisements attracted wide- 
spread public attention and fully secured the object aimed at 
in their publication, viz., to make the questions of extra tillage 
and increased home food production topics of popular thought 
and conversation, particularly 7 among those connected directly 7 
or indirectly with the land. In conjunction with this advertising 
campaign, special articles, columns of appropriate news items, 
etc., were prepared and sent for publication to most of the 
provincial papers receiving the advertisements. The subject- 
matter of some of these articles was of the nature of general 
propaganda, advocating an increase of tillage in Ireland, not 
only in view of the special circumstances of the time, but as 
a national policy at all times. Of the remaining articles, some 
conveyed technical information on matters connected with 
tillage, while others were of a statistical nature. Concurrently 
with this work the Section carried on that of preparing and 
circulating to the Press the numerous notices embodying official 
information on the developments which occurred from time to 
time, and the various administrative measures taken to carry 7 
the compulsory tillage requirements into effect. Pamphlets 
and circulars were also prepared which were forwarded to re- 
presentative public men and distributed through the medium 
of the National Schools of the country, the Royal Irish Con- 
stabulary, local public bodies, etc. 

At a later period steps were taken to procure from the County 
Instructors and Agricultural Overseers reports on the progress 
of tillage operations in their districts, as well as notes on any 
special features of interest connected with the work which came 
under their notice. The information was collected into bi- 
weekly “ Tillage Bulletins,” which were forwarded for publica- 
tion to practically all the newspapers in Ireland. The 
“ Bulletins ” were given a very 7 good measure of publicity 7 by 7 
the Press, including the daily newspapers, and were largely 7 
instrumental in stimulating and maintaining public interest in 
the Food Production movement. 

The advertising campaign, which had been discontinued at 
the end of the spring operations, was soon resumed with a series 
of appeals advocating the universal adoption of spraying as a 
means of safeguarding, and increasing the y 7 ield of , the potato 
crop, and also the early purchase of the sprayers and spray mg 
materials necessary for the purpose. The campaign in furtherance 
of potato spraying was supported by the preparation and issue 
of articles dealing with the subject, and these were given a very 
fair measure of publication. Following the advertising campaign 
in furtherance of potato spraying the following important matters 
presented themselves for similar attention : the stackn.g and 
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thatching of com ; provision of farm implements and machinery 
for the tillage and harvest of 1918 ; ordering of artificial 
manures for 1918 requirements ; maximum prices for or a i n . 
use of basic slag as a fertiliser ; purchase of oats by the 
Army, and the growing of winter wheat. Since the issue of the 
new Tillage Orders, made under the Corn Production Act, 1917 
the provisions of these have also been made the subject of wide- 
spread advertising. 

In view of the issue of the “ Flax Seed (Ireland) Order, 1917 ” 
which required growers of flax in Ireland to save one-eicrhth 
of their total flax crop for seed, a very large volume of advertising 
was conducted ivith the object of making known widely in the 
flax-growing districts the requirements of the Order. This work 
was also conducted bj r the Publicity Section. 


Vote of Credit. 

The expenditure incurred in connection with the Compulsory 
Tillage Scheme during the period ended 31st March, 1917 , 
amounted to £26,727, which was defrayed from a Vote of Credit 
provided by the Treasury. The expenditure came under the 
following heads : — 

( 1 ) Remuneration of Tillage Inspectors, Technical Assist- 

ants, additional Agricultural Instructors, etc., and 

Travelling Expenses and Advertising ; 

( 2 ) Purchase of Machinery and Operating Expenses of 

Motor Ploughing, etc. ; 

(3) Loans for Agricultural Implements and Machinery. 
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2 .— TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION. 

The number of students in attendance at Technical Schools 
and Classes conducted under local schemes 
technical of Technical Instruction during the past 
SCHOOLS AND session was 44,278. This represents an 

classes. increase of 93 upon the attendance of 

the previous session. In the Annual Report 
for the year 1915-16 it was pointed out that there was a decrease 
of 1,745 on the numbers for the previous session. This re- 
covery in the attendance is gratifying, since a large number of 
students of militai-y age have joined the Colours, and the in- 
crease is largely due to the admission of students of a younger 
age. An even more satisfactory feature is the more regular 
attendance of students of a suitable type. This is indicated by 
the fact that the estimated attendance grants for the year 
exceed those of the previous year by about £5,000. It is also a 
gratifying feature that the number of students taking engineering 
courses is showing a marked increase. 

The introductory courses which were introduced into Tech- 
nical Schools with the object of supplementing the primary 
education of candidates for entrance to technological courses 
are improving from year to year, and in the larger centres the 
schools have been able to run a number of introductory courses 
in which the syllabuses have been drawn up with a special 
view to the subsequent courses to be followed by the students. 
The result is that the courses are of far greater interest and 
value to the students. 

Reference was made in the Report for 1915-16 to the fact 
that, however valuable the courses in our evening Technical 
Schools may be, the need for adequate scientific and technical 
training cannot be adequately met by means of evening classes. 
Although the students are, generally speaking, of the right 
type and eager to learn, the amount of time they can devote 
to study after the hours of daily work is far too limited. This 
fact has now become apparent to employers, and it is note- 
worthy that an Industrial Education Con- 
day versus ference was convened by the Technical 
evening classes. Education Committee of the City of 
Dublin to consider the question of the 
training of apprentices. This conference — which was very 
representative of employers and of labour — was strongly of 
opinion that instruction should be given in day classes. It 
considered in detail and adopted an apprentice scholarship 
scheme for securing instruction in the day time previous to 
apprenticeship, and urged that it should be put into operation 
at the earliest possible moment and adopted by all employers 
and trades. There is no doubt that such a scheme would serve 
a most valuable purpose in relation to the industries of the 
country. 

7 
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During the year a scheme of Trade Scholarships was put into 
operation by the Department to meet the 
trade needs of certain specified industries. The 
scholarships, object of the Scholarships was to enable 
selected persons who had been engaged in 
these industries for a period of at least two years to obtain 
. systematic instruction in the principles of Science and Art as 
applied to these industries. The candidates are recommended 
by the managers of the firms in which they are employed and 
must produce an undertaking from the managers to the effect 
that they will be re-employed after the termination of the 
Scholarship. The scholars are similarly bound to resume their 
employment. The Scholarships were tenable for one school 
session and were of the value of £1 per week during the period of 
instruction, together with class fees and travelling expenses. 

The scholars selected were required to give their whole time 
to the prescribed course of instruction which amounted to 
about thirty hours per week. Candidates were required to 
satisfy the Department that their preliminary education was 
such as to enable them to follow the prescribed course of 
instruction. 

The selected trades for the year were Motor Engineering 
and Printing and Book Producing. A special course in the 
former industry was conducted in the Ringsend Technical 
School, while a course in Printing and Book Producing was 
carried out at the City of Dublin Technical School, Bolton 
Street, and the Metropolitan School of Art, Kildare Street, and 
both courses yielded most satisfactory results. 

The scheme is being extended to other industries, but its 
extension is limited by financial considerations. 

The war services mentioned in the Report for the year 1915-16 
have been continued on the same lines as 
war before. It may be added that a number 

services. of the Principals and Heads of departments 

of Technical Schools have undertaken special 
war work under the control of the War Office. This has, 
naturally, led to difficulties in organisation, but these difficulties 
have been met and overcome by the committees and staffs 
concerned. 

Tile work of Schools of Art and Art Classes received en- 
couragement by the organisation of an 
AKT Irish Art Competition and an Exhibition 

teaching. at the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin, 
of the works submitted therefor. The 
Department collaborated with the Arts and Crafts Society and 
gave facilities for an exhibition of the work of this Society 
at the same time. 957 works were subnitted for the Irish Art 
Competition, and 17 Silver Medals, 28 Bronze Medals, and 162 
Certificates of Commendation were awarded. 
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Progress continues to be made with School Gardens in con- 
nection with National Schools. During the 
rural science year classes tor training National School 
and school -Teachers in Rural Science (including 
gardening. ‘ School Gardening) were held at Bray and 
Limerick, and Summer Courses at the 
Royal College of Science, Dublin, and at Letterkenny. Of 
the training colleges, those of the De la Salle Brothers at 
Waterford, and of the Commissioners of National Education at 
Marlborough Street, Dublin, included the subject as part of the 
course for teachers in training. 

It is to be regretted that there is still a considerable propor- 
tion of the teachers trained who fail to make use of the training- 
in connection with the schools to which they are attached. In 
some cases this is said to be due to the difficulty of obtaining 
suitable land, and in others there are insufficient pupils in the 
higher standards to form a class. In urban centres the possi- 
bility of providing land under the allotment schemes has been 
brought to the notice of the managers of several schools, but 
the absence of similar opportunities in rural districts is to be 
regretted. 

In connection with the Food Production Scheme of 1917 and 
with the concurrence of the Commissioners of National Educa- 
tion, attention w-as drawn to the assistance which might be 
rendered by the teachers of classes in Rural Science and School 
Gardening, and by National Teachers generally, in increasing 
the production of food. In a number of instances the teachers 
promptly took steps to this end, and it became evident that 
very valuable help can be rendered by teachers and scholars in 
arousing and increasing interest in the use of small gardens for 
the production of food. 

Classes in gardening were held in the Technical Schools in 
Belfast, Bray, Cork, Kingstown, Rath- 
instruction por’ mines and Waterford. In those schools 
allotment having a garden attached interest is main- 
holders. tained, but the subject does not lend itself 
to the system of instruction found suc- 
cessful with the great majority of subjects taught in Technical 
Schools, and during the spring and summer the need for the 
instruction of allotment holders and the owners of small gar- 
dens in urban areas has been largely met by the provision of 
special instructors -working under the supervision of local 
Technical Instruction Committees, in connection with the 
food production campaign. The success of this instruction 
induces the hope that it may be found possible in subsequent 
years to provide similar instruction in gardening during the 
spring and summer months. 

The Urban Allotment Scheme was taken up with great enthu- 
siasm in the great majority of Irish towns. The schemes worked 
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by local councils have been supplemented by many voluntary 
schemes. In Belfast the number of allotments continues to 
increase, and it is anticipated that considerable additions will 
next season be made to the 5,000 plots which have been cul- 
tivated this year. Some 75 towns have a scheme of allot- 
ments in operation, and it is estimated that about 15 000 
plots were comprised in official, semi-official and voluntary 
schemes. In a large number of cases prize funds were provided 
by the generosity of local residents, and these funds provided 
an additional incentive to good cultivation. The instructors 
provided by the Department carried out a great deal of work 
in instructing and assisting plot -holders. 

Considerable attention was paid to the spraying of potatoes 
and notwithstanding the difficulties experienced in inducing 
allotment holders to carry out the work, very few towns failed 
to inaugurate and carry through a scheme for spraying. 

The crop principally grown was potatoes, but, in addition, 
crops such as peas, beans, carrots, parsnips and beetroot were 
seen on many of the allotments. Almost every cultivator 
planted cabbage to succeed the crops removed earlier in the 
season. 

The success of the allotments, although in itself great, does 
not comprise all that has been effected through the scheme 
and the public attention drawn to it by advertisement, de- 
scriptive and informative articles and by public lectures. Many 
owners of gardens have, as a result of the efforts made to 
popularise allotments, cultivated their gardens almost ex- 
clusively for food production, and many others have cultivated 
gardens which previously were almost derelict. The Depart- 
ment have in many ways assisted these efforts by providing 
public lectures which have been attended by audiences of from 
200 to 400 in Dublin and Belfast, and by the issue of leaflets, 
between 60,000 and 70,000 copies of a leaflet on the Cultivation 
of Allotments having been circulated. 


Two special schools for the training of -women in horticul- 
ture have been in successful operation. 
instruction The Irish School of Gardening for Women 

in has completed its first full year of working 

gardening. and has demonstrated that such a school 
performs a useful function in providing 
instruction in gardening for amateur gardeners and for women 
intending to make gardening their profession. The School of 
Market Gardening at Charlemont House, Dublin, has been in 
operation since March, 1917, providing practical and healthful 
training for nearly sixty girls who were unemployed through 
prevailing industrial conditions. 

In connection with the Residential Schools of Domestic 
Economy, which included gardening as one of the subjects 
taught, interest has been well maintained. The increased 
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price of nearly all food-stuffs has given an additional value to 
home grown garden produce, and, while present conditions 
continue, the importance of providing the students of all such 
schools with a knowledge of cultivation which can afterwards 
be turned to good account can hardly be over-estimated. 

Examinations in the First, Second, Third, and Fourth Years 
of the Courses and in Honours of the 
technical school Courses in Commerce and Applied Chem- 
examinations. istry of the Department’s Programme of 
Technical School Examinations were held 
from the 1st to the 25th May last. The examinations were 
held at 68 centres throughout the country, and upwards of 
2,000 individual students presented themselves.

PROGRAMME FOR 
SECONDARY 
SCHOOLS. 


Since the establishment oi the Department a Programme of 
Experimental Science, Drawing, Manual 
Work and (for girls) Domestic Economy 
has been in regular operation in the 
secondary schools of the country. The 
introduction of this programme by the 
Department and its adoption by the In- 
termediate Education Board marked a 
drastic and far-reaching reform. Some instruction of a theo- 
retical character had previously been given but it was of verv 
doubtful value, for schools had neither laboratories nor equin- 
ment and merely prepared pupils for written examinations. 
The new programme required that the greater part of the 
work should be done by the pupils themselves in properly 
equipped laboratories and the aim was educational rather 
than informational. The practical work encouraged the ex- 
ercise of initiative and, co-ordinated with theoretical instruction 
provided a training in scientific method. The character of the 
work was safeguarded and judged by personal inspection. So 
drastic a change involved a wide and generous scheme for the 
supplementary training of teachers of the subjects of the 
programme. This training was carried out mainly by summer 
courses of instruction on a large scale, the results of which 
have proved highly satisfactory. The Programme for Experi- 
mental Science included a two years’ preliminary course in the 
elementary principles of Physios and Chemistry, together with 
Drawing, and this was followed by a two years’ 11 special course ” 
selected from Physics, Chemistry, Mechanics, Botany, Domestic 
Economy, Drawing, etc. As the schools, for the most part 
prepared their pupils for the Intermediate Education Board’s 
Examinations definite syllabuses of work were necessary and 
were accordingly prescribed. Manual Instruction in Wood was 
taken under the Department’s rules as an auxiliary subject in 
boys’ schools and Domestic Economy could be taken as an 
auxiliary subject in each of the four years in girls’ schools. 

At the period when this scheme was formulated the system 
of higher or tertiary education in Ireland was quite undeveloped, 
lechmcal Schools did not exist outside a few of the largest 
towns and the great extension of university education had not 
yet taken place. It was not, therefore, possible to co-ordinate 
the programme with a tertiary system, and the programme 
aimed at being as complete as the circumstances of secondary 
education permitted. 

With the subsequent widely disseminated system of tech- 
nical education and the growth of university education the 
need for a revision of the original scheme has become apparent. 

he _ special courses ” provide a training in some one branch 
o science which may overlap the university course, but it is 
clear that, whether considered as a preparation for a university 
course or a technical school course it would be desirable to 
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extend the scope of the Secondary School Programme. To this 
end it seems desirable to abolish separate “ special courses ” 
and offer, say, a general course in Physical Science (including 
Physics, Mechanics, and Chemistry) extending over the four 
years and to provide an alternative course (for third and fourth 
years) in Natural Science (Botany, Hygiene, etc.) with Domestic 
Economy for girls’ schools. It is to be observed that while the 
Department are prepared to consider and approve any suitable 
syllabus lor use hi a secondary school, it becomes necessary to 
prescribe syllabuses to meet the needs of the system or educa- 
tion under the Intermediate Education Board. The Depart- 
ment have had several conferences with representatives of 
secondary schools and science teachers in these schools, and 
have framed and propose to introduce a revised programme at 
an early date. Under this programme the needs of rural 
secondary schools that desire to adopt an agricultural course 
are specially provided for.

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TRAINING OF TEACHERS. 

The Summer Courses of Instruction for Teachers held in 
July and August, provided for instruction 
summer courses, in the following subjects Woo] dyes and 
1917. dyeing, internal combustion engines, com- 

mercial arithmetic and economic geography 
cabinet-making, hygiene and sick nursing, experimental science 
(physics and chemistry), manual training (woodwork), furniture 
design, life drawing and figure composition, lithography, design 
and reproduction for printing, ornamental leather work, draw- 
ing and modelling, advanced housewifery, advanced dress- 
making, and rural science (including school gardening). The 
courses were conducted at the Royal College of Science, Dublin • 
the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin ; the City of Dublin’ 
Technical School of Book Production, Bolton Street, Dublin • 
the Irish Training School of Domestic Economy, Stillorgan’ 
Co. Dublin ; the Municipal School Garden, Kingstown, and the 
Albert Agricultural College, Glasnevin. The courses were 
attended by 373 teacher-students, of whom 309 passed the 
examinations held at the close of the courses, or, where such 
examinations were not held, received a satisfactory report 
from the instructors in charge upon che progress made by them 
during the course. The instructors and assistant-instructors 
engaged numbered 54.

Examinations were conducted by the Department at the 
close of the courses in experimental science, domestic economy 
and rural science (including school gardening) ; 76 students 
were presented for examination in experimental science, of 
whom 50 passed ; 57 in domestic economy, of whcm 53 passed ; 
and 9 in rural science (including school gardening), of whom 
8 passed. 

Provision is made at the Royal College of Science for the 
training of teachers of science, special 
training of groups of subjects being arranged for 

teachers of students who propose to become teachers 

science and art. in Day Secondary and Technical Schools. 

Teacherships-in-Traming, tenable at the 
Royal College of Science and the Metropolitan School of Art, 
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are offered for competition amongst Science and Art students 
(see also pages 110 and 111). 

The Department have made provision, by means of Scholar- 
ships, for a supply of teachers of commercial 
training of subjects who are capable of giving instrue- 
teaceers of tion in some of the higher branches. Since 
commercial 1904, thirty-nine such Scholarships have 
subjects. been awarded, and thirty-four scholars 
have completed the prescribed course of 
training.- These Scholarships have all been held at the London 
School of Economics and Political Science (University of 
London). All of those who have completed their trammer, with 
one exception, have been engaged in teaching in the country 
under Schemes of Technical Instruction approved by the De- 
partment, but seven are now otherwise employed, whilst four 
have joined His Majesty’s Forces for the period of the war. 
The holder of one of the Scholarships awarded in 1914 attended 
the School of Economics for the session 1914-15, and was 
temporarily engaged in teaching during the sessions 1915-16 
and 1916-17. He has now been permitted, in exceptional cir- 
cumstances, to continue teaching for the session 1917-18, and 
will resume his Scholarship next session. 

Owing to the demand for teachers of higher commercial 
subjects it has been decided to award six further Scholarships 
during the forthcoming year. r 

The Department have from time to time conducted special 
courses for the training of Manual Li- 
training of stmetors, hut these have been discontinued 
manual for some years. The courses of training for 
instructors. teachers of Technology, conducted in the 
Royal College of Science for Ireland, now 
provides for the training of prospective teachers of Manual 
Work, and the Department, moreover, conduct special ex- 
aminations each year, by means of which students who have 
received their training in Technical Schools working under the 
Department may secure recognition as teachers "of Manual 
Work under the Department’s Programmes. 

The training of teachers of Domestic Economv subjects is 
carried on at the Irish Training School of 
training of Domestic Economy, St. Kevin’s Park 

domestic Kilmacud, Stillorgan, Co. Dublin. The 

economy course of training extends over two years, 

instructresses, but only those students are selected there- 
., . ^ or w ho have most satisfactorily followed 

tne course in Household Management, which extends over one 
year. 

A report on the School for the session is printed at page 105, 
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from which it will be seen that, during the session, four students 
secured the Department’s full diploma as Domestic Economy 
Instructresses. Five other students completed the diploma with 
the exception of one or two of the subsidiary subjects included 
in the course. Opportunities to complete the diploma will be 
afforded to these students who, meanwhile, have been permitted 
to give instruction in the branches in which they have qualified. 

Provision is made, under special regulations, for the further 
training of National School Teachers in 
training of elementary experimental science, rural 
national school science (including school gardening), domes- 
teachers. tie economy, and drawing. Examinations 
are conducted by the- Department at the 
close of the courses of instruction, and certificates are awarded 
which are accepted by the Commissioners of National Education 
as evidence of qualification to give instruction in the subject 
or subjects inscribed thereon.

Central Institutions. 

The College was attended during the session 1916-17 by 
one hundred and fifty-nine students, of 
royal college whom seventy -seven were associate stud- 
of science ents ; two research students and eighty 
for Ireland. non -associate students. The Summer 

Courses of Instruction for Teachers of 
Primary, Secondaiy, and Technical Schools, conducted at 
the College during the months of July and August, 1917, 
were attended by two hundred and seventy-three students. 
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Eleven associate students completed their courses dm-iiie- 
the session, and were awarded the Diploma of Associateskip of 
the College. Three students obtained the Diploma in the Faculty 
of Agriculture ; four students obtained the Diploma in th' e 
Faculty of Applied Chemistry ; two. the Diploma in the Faculty 
of Engineering ; and two Diplomas in the Special Group foV 
Science Teachers (Experimental Science Section). 

The Diploma of Fellowship of the College has been awarded 
to Joseph Reilly, M.A., d.sc., a.r.c.sc.i., Higher Dip. in Edue 
and to Joseph Husband, b.eng., a.r.sc.i., a.m.i.e.e. 

The two Royal Scholarships offered for competition amongst 
fee-paying associate students of the First Year were awarded 
to Elizabeth C. Gilmore and Nicholas P. Healy. The Silver 
Medal awarded to the first year associate student obtaining 
the first place in order of merit on the work of the year was 
secured by Gerald T. Pyne. 

The College Men’s and Women’s Voluntary Aid Detachments- 
of the St. John Ambulance Brigade continued, and augmented 
their activities during the session. 

The Men’s Detachment numbered 43 members. Commandant, 
Major Humphries ; Superintendent, D. S. Jardin : Quarter- 
master, J. Bamford. Nineteen of the original members have 
joined the Army. The detachment continued to attend hospital 
ships on every occasion on which wounded were brought to 
Dublin. They supplied orderlies to the Soldiers’ Central Club, 
and have provided the packing cases required for the despatch 
of sphagnum moss dressings referred to below. 

The College of Science V.A.D. (Nursing Division) continued 
the organisation for the supply of sphagnum moss dressings, 
etc. It now controls 43 country centres throughout Ireland 
(exeluding Ulster) and 167 moss collecting stations. Under the 
direction of the College sub-depot. Montreal has formed a 
Canadian headquarters, and started a branch in Halifax. The 
United States of America has sent representatives to be trained 
in -Montreal. 

All work from the Irish sphagnum sub-depots comes through 
the College depot to ensure a high standard being maintained ; 
the export has greatly increased from last year, 263,794 dressings 
and 6,482 cushions have been sent out, and also 6,415 articles 
from the bandage and needlework department. It is only just 
possible to meet the demand, and, in response to telegraphic 
appeals irj August, the depot despatched over 57,000 moss 
dressings and bandages within the month, to hospita Is in France, 
Italy, Saloniea, Alexandria, Mesopotamia and India. 

. manufacture of munitions of war in the College Engineer- 
mg Workshops has been carried on and considerably developed. 

During ^ the session a further number of students and at- 
tendants joined His Majesty’s Forces. The Victoria Cross has 

een awarded to a past student of the College — Lieutenant 

. VV. M. Harvey, D.S.O. The Department regret to have to 
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Tecord the death, in action or from wounds, of the following 
past students of the College during the past year— C. H. Alex- 
ander, Norman Currall, Arnold L. Fletcher, H. M‘D. Glasgow, 
Keith Loggie, W. H. O’Keeffe, Louis R. Turner. 

The number of students who attended the School during the 
session 1916-17 was 337, of whom 214 were 

metropolitan male students, and 123 female students. 
school or ART. The day classes were attended by 138 
students, and the evening classes by 208. 
of whom 29 also attended the day classes. 

In the months of June and July last the Department organised 
and held an Exhibition of selected works from the Irish Schools 
of Art and Art Classes. This “ Irish Art Competition and Ex- 
hibition ” has been the means of providing a valuable stimulus 
to the Art students of Ireland, and also of bringing the Art 
teaching of the country into closer relationship with industry. 
The Exhibition was held in the galleries of the Metropolitan 
School of Art, and at the same time and place there was held 
an exhibition of craft work contributed by the members of 
the Arts and Crafts Society of Ireland. An interesting oppor- 
tunity was, therefore, given of showing the close connection 
between the work of the students of the Schools and the work 
of professional craftsmen. The students oi the Metropolitan 
School of Art were "well represented in both these Exhibitions, 
and the general excellence of their work has been commented 
upon by the Examiners. 

For the Competition the students of the School submitted 
187 works, and they were awarded 12 Silver Medals, 10 Bronze 
Medals and 57 Commendations. 

Mathew Barry and Ethel Quigly, having completed the two 
years’ Teachersliips-m-Training obtained by them in 1915, 
have been awarded special Art Scholarships tenable at the 
School during the session 1917-18. The third teacher-in- 
training, Phyllis Wilson, has been permitted to relinquish her 
Scholarship temporarily in orderto take up nursing in a Military 
Hospital. 

Robert Brownlow and Kathleen Carroll, who had been 
awarded Local Exhibitions by the Cork County Borough 
Technical Instruction Committee, elected to hold these Scholar- 
ships at the Metropolitan School of Art. In view of the satis- 
factory progress made by these scholars, both Exhibitions have 
been renewed for the session 1917-18. 

Silversmiths’ (Apprentice) Scholarships were held during the 
session by Denis Sheridan, James Wallace, James Murray and 
James Herity. Denis Sheridan completed his three years’ 
Scholarship, and the vacant position has been filled by the 
award of the Scholarship to George Cleary. The other Scholar- 
ships have been renewed for the session 1917-18. 

Fifteen silversmiths’ apprentices attended classes in drawing 
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and design and in practical eraftwork in enamelling and metal- 
work. 

Ten apprentices to Printing Trades, who had been awarded 
Trades Scholarships by the Department, tenable at the City 
of Dublin Technical School of Book Production, attended the 
School for instruction in drawing and design for the printing 
and reproduction processes in connection with their industry. 

The success ar.d progress of the students of the Architectural 
Class may be mentioned as an outstanding feature of the 
activities of the School. The students in this class have measured 
and drawn to scale some of the finest examples of old Dublin 
architecture, including such buildings as Trinity College, the 
King’s Inns, Drumcor.dra House, portions of Leinster "House 
etc. Among the successes of the. students of the classes in 
Architecture it may be mentioned that Louis F. Giron was 
awarded, in the Irish Art Competition, a Silver Medal, in each 
case, for his measured drawings, and for his design for a Memorial 
Chapel which has been highly praised by the Examiners. An- 
other student, S. Kelly, has been awarded the First Prize 
value £5, for Architectural Design by the Institute of Architects 
Ireland ; R. Farquharson obtained the Second Prize. I. 
O’Donnell was awarded the First Prize for Architectural History 
by the Architectural Association of Ireland, and G. Bradbury 
has passed the Preliminary Examination of the Royal Institute 
of British Architects.

Twenty-three students entered for these examinations, and 
sixty-seven passes were obtained. 

In the Technological Examinations of the City and Guilds 
of London Institute, a First Class Certificate in the Final Stage, 
in the subject of Embroidery was awarded to a student of the 
School. 

The Taylor Art Scholarship in Painting of the Royal Dublin 
Society, value £50, was awarded, on the results of the Competi- 
tion, to Ethel Quigly, a student of the School. 

In addition to the Irish Art Competition Exhibition and the 
Exhibition of the Arts and Crafts Society of Ireland, to which 
reference has already been made, two other very important 
Exhibitions were held in the Gallery of the School during the 
session, viz., the Royal Hibernian Academy Exhibition of 
pictures and sculpture, and the Printing Exhibition, consisting 
of designs and reproductions of all kinds of artistic printing. 
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Both of these exhibitions proved of great educational value 
to the students of the School, and also to the large number of 
the public who visited them. 

The School re-opened on the 24th August, 1916, with thirty- 
one students. Of these nineteen were 

Irish training students whose names remained on the 
school of School roll at the close of the previous 
domestic economy, session. The remaining twelve "were new 
students admitted to the course in House- 
hold Management as a result of the Entrance Examination 
held on the 27th June, 1916, and following days. 

At the close of the session certificates were awarded to the 
twelve students who had completed the Household Management 
Course, and nine of these were selected for training as 
teachers. 

Of the nineteen teachers-m-training who attended the School, 
during the session, four obtained the full diploma of the School, 
five will be eligible therefor if successful in certain supplementary 
examinations to be conducted in June, 1918, and ten remained 
on the school roll at the close of the session. ' 

, The following classes for extern students were held during 
the session in order, primarily, to provide facilities for teaching 
practice for the teachers-in-training. 

Children’s classes in Cookery, attended by 26 students. 

Children’s classes in Laundrywork, attended by 26 students. 

Thirty-seven pupils attended the Killarney School of House- 
wifery during the session 1916-17. Of these 
killarney twenty-two finished their training, and 
school of were placed in situations with wages 

housewifery. ranging from £14 to £20 per annum. Of 

the remaining fifteen, six, whose period 
of training had not terminated, remained on the school books 
at the close of the session, three left during the probationary 
period, four returned to their homes having been specially 
trained therefor, and two could not be recommended for 
situations. 

Scholarships. 

The following groups of Scholarships were awarded or re- 
newed during the year : — (1) Apprenticeship Scholarships, (2) 
Scholarships at Hay Trades Preparatory Schools, (3) Scholar- 
ships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training, (4) Local 
Exhibitions, (5) Science and Technological Scholarships and 
Teacherships-m-Training at the Royal College of Science 
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(Senior Science Scholarships), (6) Teaclierships-in-Training at 
the Metropolitan School of Art (Senior Art Scholarships), (7) 
Goldsmiths (Apprentice) Scholarships, (8) Trade Scholarships, 
(9) Industrial Scholarships, (10) Embroidery and Sprigging 
Scholarships. 

Provision is made under a number of County Schemes of 
Technical Instruction for the award of 
(1) apprenticeship Apprenticeship Scholarships to boys. The 
scholarships, object of these Scholarships is to provide 
for boys, of 13 years of age and upwards 
who have completed their primary school course, a training 
such as will directly prepare them for a trade or industrial 
calling, and further to help them by actually apprenticing them 
to selected trades or industries under the most favourable 
conditions. During the first year of the Scholarship the holder 
must attend a Day Trades Preparatory School or other school 
which provides a course equivalent to the curriculum of a Day 
Trades Preparatory School. After completing one session at 
a day school, arrangements will be made, if the holder of the 
Scholarship has then attained the age of 16 years, for his appren- 
ticeship to a suitable trade. If the holder has not then attained 
the age of 16 years he is required to continue his attendance 
at the school until he has attained that age. (In special cases 
where it is the custom of a trade to receive apprentices at an 
earlier age than 16 years, arrangements may be made for the 
apprenticeship of a scholar who has not attained 16 years of 
age.) In no case, however, is a scholar permitted to proceed 
to apprenticeship until he has completed at least one session 
in an approved day school. During the period of apprenticeship 
the scholar is required to attend a suitable course of study in a 
Technical School. 


During the period of attendance of the scholar at an approved 
day school a grant of £5, £10, or £20 is paid to the scholar’s 
parent or guardian, the amount of the Scholarship varying 
with the distance of the scholar’s home from the school, and 
whether attendance at a day school necessitates his residing 
away from his home. During the full period of apprenticeship 
the weekly rate of wages specified in the Indenture of Appren- 
ticeship is supplemented by the county committee by such a 
sum that the scholar is in receipt of not less than 15s. per week. 
In approved cases the apprenticeship premium, if any, is also 
provided. 

An examination for the award of Apprenticeship Scholar- 
ships for Boys was held on the 14th June, 1917, and was at- 
tended by 22 candidates. As a result of this examination 5 
new Scholarships were awarded.

Of the 48 scholars, 5 are at present attending Day Trades 
Preparatory Schools, 40 are at present serving their apprentice- 
ship to approved trades, and three are about to be apprenticed. 

The 40 scholars who are at present serving their apprentice- 
ship are following the trades mentioned : — Electricians, 9 ; 
Motor Engineer, 1 ; Motor Mechanics, 3 ; Locomotive Fitters, 4 ; 
Fitters (Mechanical Engineering and Shipbuilding), 9 ; Fitters 
(Agricultural Engineering), 4 ; Moulder (Agricultural Engineer- 
ing), 1 ; Plater, 1 ; Joiner, 1 ; Cabinet Makers, 2 ; Woodworker, 
1 ; Woodcarver, 1 ; Lithographic Artists, 3. 

Since the last report, four boys resigned their Scholarships, 
five completed their apprenticeship, one joined the Army for 
the duration of the war, and in the case of four others the 
Scholarships were withdrawn. 

In addition to the Scholarships awarded under the scheme 
referred to above, 404 Scholarships were 
(2) scholarships awarded in 1917 Toy the Managers of Day 
at day trades Trades Preparatory Schools. These Scholar- 
preparatory ships as a rule cover only tuition, or tuition 
schools. and the necessary books and instruments, 
but 79 scholars receive, in addition, sums 
varying from £1 to £15 as maintenance allowance or as grants 
towards the cost of travelling.

Scholarships at Residential Schools of Domestic Training, of 
the value of £15 each, are awarded to a 
(3) scholarships limited number of girls to enable them to 
at residential attend for one year a regular course of 
schools of instruction and training in Domestic 

domestic Economy, such as will cultivate their 

training. intelligence and resourcefulness, and render 
them more practical in the performance 
of home duties. The Scholarship, together with the payment 
of a fee of £2 (m the case of county Cork, £3) on the part of 
the scholar, entitles the holder to board, residence, and instruc- 
tion during the term of the Scholarship. 


Applicants for the Scholarship must be over 16 and under 
years of age on the first day of September in the year of

Schools desiring recognition asResidential Sclioolsof Domestic 
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Training must provide a satisfactory course of instruction in 
the following subjects : — 

Household Management, including the keeping of accounts

Needlework (repairing, adapting, and dressmaking. 

Laundryworlc. 

Hygiene, including sick nursing and the care of the young. 

Instruction in these subjects must be given by a certificated 
teacher of Domestic Science, and at least 30 hours per week 
must be devoted to instruction in the subjects mentioned. The 
curriculum of the School may also include instruction in Daily- 
work, Poultry-rearing, Bee-keeping, and Cottage-gardening, 
if adequate provision is made for both practical and theoretical 
instruction in these subjects.

Where Technical Instruction Committees establish, in con- 
nection with Technical Schools, in County 
(4) local Boroughs or Urban Districts, for students 
exhibitions. of proved ability and ascertained need, 
and under the terms of a scheme approved 
by the Department, one or more exhibitions of the animal 
value of £50, tenable at the Royal College of Science, the 
Metropolitan School of Art, or other approved Technical. Com- 
mercial, or Art School, the Department may make a grant in 
aid of the Exhibitions awarded, not exceeding half their value, 
provided that the Department’s total contribution in this 
respect does not exceed £50 in respect of any one Urban District, 
other than a county borough, in any one year. Candidates for 
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these Exhibitions must be eighteen years of age ; they must 
have been in regular employment under normal conditions in 
a trade, business, or industry for at least a year ; they must 
have been in attendance at a Technical School within the ad- 
ministrative area of the nominating committee for at least 
two complete and consecutive sessions ; and they must satisfy 
the Department that their general education is of such a nature 
as to enable them to take full advantage of the course of in- 
struction selected at the approved day school of higher educa- 
tion.

The Scholarships are of the value 
of £50 per annum, whilst in the case of Teacherships-in-Training 
a maintenance allowance of 21s. weekly for the session of about 
40 weeks is granted; in addition, holders of these awards 
are entitled to free instruction during the Associateship Course 
of four years, and third class railway fare for one journev each 
session to and from Dublin. 

competition is confined to Mathematics, Experimental 
Science, and Drawing, but all candidates, either by virtue of 
a Pass in the Senior Grade of the Intermediate Examinations, 
or its equivalent, must satisfy the Department as to their 
knowledge of English, and of one of the languages — Greek, 
Latm, Irish, French or German. Candidates unable to produce 
evidence of their knowledge of these subjects are required to 
sit for tests therein conducted by the Department. 

The age limits for the competition are 16 and SO on the 1st 
June of the year in which the examination is held. 

Candidates awarded Teacherships-in-Training are required

akt scholarships. The examination, which was attended by 
5 candidates, was held on the 19th June, 
1917, and following days. The object of these Teaeherships is 
to encourage capable Art students to undertake such a course 
of training as will enable them to become Art Teachers. The 
Scholarships entitle the holders to free admission to all day 
and evening classes at the Metropolitan School of Art for two 
sessions, to a, maintenance allowance of 21s. weekly for the 
session of about 40 weeks, and to third class railway fare for 
one journey to and from Dublin each session. The awards are 
made on the result of an examination in Art subjects, and of 
submitted specimens of the candidates’ works ; but previous 
successes in respect of Art teaching qualifications are also 
taken into account. 

Candidates for these Scholarships must be between the ages 
of 18 and SO years on the 1st September in the year in which 
the examination is held, and successful candidates must prepare, 
in conjunction with the Headmaster of the School of Art, a 
scheme of study for the Department’s approval, and devote 
their whole time thereto, attending regularly and punctually 
during the period of the Scholarships. 

As the result of consultation with the Corporation of Gold- 
smiths the Department now provide four 

(7) goldsmiths Scholarships for their apprentices, tenable 
(apprentice) at the Metropolitan School of Art, Dublin. 
scholarships. The Scholarships are of the value of £6 per 
annum, with free tuition, and are usually 
tenable for three years.

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The Scholarships are of the value of £80 each, and are awarded 
to enable selected persons to take a course of instruction in an 
institution providing special courses of an approved character, 
and to study the principles underlying the industry in which 
they have already been engaged, so that on the completion 
of the Scholarships they may be qualified for appointment to 
responsible industrial positions. 

Of the two Industrial Scholarships in Woollen Manufacture 
awarded in 1914, one was held for two sessions at the South 
of Scotland Central Technical College, Galashiels, and for the 
session 1916-17 at Leeds University. This Scholarship has now 
expired. The other Scholarship, held during the session 1914-15, 
was renewed for the session 1915-16, and was held at Leeds 
University ; during the session, however, the holder joined 
His Majesty’s Forces, and the Scholarship has, therefore, been 
suspended pending his return. 

Scholarships in Embroidery (white and coloured) and Sprig- 
ging, tenable at the Training School, 
(10) embroidery Enniskillen, were offered for competition 
and sprigging by the Department in 1917. Two Seholar- 
scholarships. ships in Embroidery and one in Sprigging 
were awarded on the results of examina- 
tions held in Dublin and Enniskillen. 

The object of these Scholarships, which are of the value of 
£25 each, tenable for one year, is to enable the holders to secure 
training as teachers of Embroidery or Sprigging. The compe- 
tition consists of simple tests in English, Arithmetic, and 
Drawing, and tests in Embroidery or Sprigging. To be eligible 
for admission to the examination candidates must be at least 
20 years of age on the 1st September of the year in which the 
examination is held, and must have satisfied the Department, 
by the submission of satisfactory specimens of work, of their 
knowledge of either Embroidery or Sprigging. 


The list of candidates awarded Science and Technological

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3. -FISHERIES. 

The quantity and value of tlie fish landed in Ireland during 
the year 1916, excluding shell-fish and 
sea salmon, were 566,000 cwts. and £445,000. 

fisheries. Including shell-fish, the total value was 
roughly half-a-million pounds. Nearly 
16,000 cwts. more fish was landed than in 1915, and the sum 
realised by the fishermen as a result of the enhanced prices 
prevailing was much in excess of that in any year since the 
present system of collecting statistics w r as inaugurated over 
twenty-five years ago. There -were 4,321 boats and 15,789 
persons engaged in the sea fisheries in 1916. The figures for 
the previous year were 4,276 boats and 15,669 persons. 

The quantity of mackerel landed during the spring season 
■was the greatest since 1910, and the money 
mackerel realised (£65,000) was double that of the 
fisheries. previous season. The autumn mackerel 
fishery, though much below the average, 
was better than the previous similar season, and the high prices 
realised compensated the fishermen to a large extent for the 
shortage in the catch. The capture amounted to 65,000 cwds., 
valued at £44,000. 

The quantity of herrings captured (209,000 cwts.) during the 
summer fishery, although fairly well up to 
herring the average of the previous decade, showed 
fisheries. a decline of 40,000 cwts. from that of the 
season of 1915, but the value (£154,000) 
was about £2,000 greater. 

The catch of herrings during the autumn and winter season 
of 1916-17 was 110,000 cwts., valued at £93,500, and in the 
season 1915-16 the figures were 91,000 cwcs. and £55,000. It 
will be observed from these figures that there was a very large 
advance in the prices paid. The fishing hi the Irish Sea was 
not by any means so successful as in 1915—16, but this was more 
than compensated for by increased captures at Dunmore East 
(county Waterford) and at the Donegal ports. 

It is estimated that kelp to the value of £31,125 was exported 
from the counties of Clare, Galway, Mayo, 
kelp. Sligo, Donegal and Antrim. 

During the year ended 31st March, 1917, loans amounting 
to £6,864 3s. lid. were granted to fisher- 
loans. men. 
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Further steps for the improvement of the public oyster 
fishery at Kinsale were taken, and over 
shell 31,000 oysters from Tralee Bay were laid 

fisheries. down in Kinsale Harbour. Officers ap- 

pointed by the Department exercised super- 
vision over the public oyster fisheries in Kinsale and Waterford 
Harbours, at Clarenbridge (county Galway), and at Inishlyre 
(county Mayo) ; over the mussel fisheries of Castlemaine 
Harbour, and the escallop fisheries in Connemara. 

The class in net -mending which has been carried on in previous 
years at Kinsale was continued during the 
net winter. The average attendance of pupils, 

mending. who all came from the fishing population, 
was about 20. 

No new work was started during the year, but progress was 
made with the schemes for the improve- 
piers and ment of the harbour accommodation at 
harbours. Kilkeel (county Do wn) , Annagassan (county 

Louth), and Helvick (county Waterford). 
The facilities for navigation at Arklow Harbour were well 
maintained by the Dredger “ Fag-an-Bealach ” under the 
existing arrangement with the Harbour Commissioners. 

The results of the salmon and trout fisheries appear to have 
been under the average, and the quantity 
salmon of salmon captured at sea by drift nets off 
fisheries. the west and north coasts declined from 
1,783 cwts. in 1915 to 1,103 ewts. in 1916. 
The decline is, no doubt, largely attributable to the reduction 
in the number of boats engaged, the number of drift net licences 
taken out in the districts chiefly concerned being 74 less than 
in the previous year. 

From reports received from the Clerks to the Boards of 
Conservators of Fisheries it would appear that the salmon 
fisheries in the rivers flowing into the sea on the eastern and 
southern coasts are, taken generally, improving, but that with 
some exceptions they are declining elsewhere. Owing to the 
suspension of subsidies usually paid by the Department and 
other circumstances resulting from the war the number 
of salmon hatcheries in operation during the season 
of 1916-17 was very much smaller than usual. The estimated 
output of salmon and trout fry was as follows: — salmon, 
2,978,000 ; trout, 52,000 ; over 1,100,000 salmon fry were turned 
out from the Mallow and Banteer Hatchery. 

The amount of licence duty received by the Beards of Con- 
servators fell from £9,318 5s. to £8,725 as a result of a decrease 
in the number of licences taken out. 
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In respect of the year ended 31st March, 1917, the Depart- 
ment made grants amounting to £2,190 13s. lid., as specified 
below, to assist in the improvement and protection of inland 
fisheries : —

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4.— STATISTICS AND INTELLIGENCE. 

This Branch collects and disseminates statistical and other 
information on matters affecting tlie work of tlie Department. 
It regularly compiles and publishes the following statistical 
reports and leaflets : —

Annual General Abstracts of Acreage under Crops and 
Numbers and Descriptions of Live Stock in Ireland.

For the purpose of compiling these and other special statis- 
tical statements the Branch receives returns from 3,000 police 
enumerators of statistics, from 250 crop correspondents, and 
250 fruit crop correspondents, from 24 fair reporters and 19 
market reporters, from 45 agricultural instructors, from 96 
portal authorities and shipping companies, from portal super- 
visors and inspectors at 18 Irish ports, from a large number 
of Irish importers and exporters, from nearly 300 English and 
Scotch employers of Dish migratory labourers. Creameries, 
Bacon Curers, Millers, Railway Companies and Joint Stock 
Banks in Ireland as well as from Home and Foreign Govern- 
ments and other Public Departments, etc. Most of the 
individual returns are confidential and are furnished free of 
charge. 

Some of the results of the second quinquennial inquiry 
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regarding the agricultural output of Ireland dealing with the 
twelve months from 1st June, 1912, to 31st May, 1913, were 
published in the Appendix to the Report on Pood Production 
in Ireland, but in view of the present necessities it is not pro- 
posed to publish the Report until after the war. 

In addition to compiling, publishing and distributing the 
above reports and leaflets the Branch contributes to, edits, 
and publishes the Department’s Journal, press-edits the other 
publications and looks after the general printing and adver- 
tising work of the Department. Its duty is to disseminate as 
well as to collect information for the Department, and it mails 
to a very large number of persons — one of its mailing lists 
contains 35,000 names — the leaflets and other free publications 
of the Department ; during the year it distributed about 
1 , 000,000 leaflets, one-tliird of which, approximately, were 
special war leaflets. 

In addition to the despatch work belonging to the Branch a 
good deal of despatch work was done arising out of the issue 
of over 4,000,000 special leaflets and forms which the Agri- 
cultural Branch disseminated in connection with the Irish Food 
Production Scheme, 1917. The press-editing and revision of 
these very numerous leaflets and forms also threw a great 
deal of work on the Statistics and Intelligence Branch. 

In accordance with its duty to act as an Intelligence Bureau 
to the Department, the Branch maintains a regular communica- 
tion, and exchange of publications, with the Agricultural, 
Statistical, Educational and other Departments of the United 
Kingdom, the Colonies and the chief foreign countries. From 
all these sources a very considerable number of publications 
are received and placed in the library which the Branch has 
organised and controls. In addition, a large number of home 
and foreign publications of a non-official character are received. 
All these publications are examined and indexed ; and from the 
more important of them extracts and translations are made 
and circulated through the Department generally. In order 
to keep the various branches of the Department in touch 
with foreign developments relating to activities similar 
to their own, and to keep them acquainted With the various 
books, reports and other publications received in the library, 
a monthly list of all the important home and foreign publica- 
tions received is circulated. The number of foreign accessions 
to the library and the collection of foreign intelligence generally 
has been severely affected by the war, but special efforts have 
been made to obtain foreign publications from, and through, 
neutral countries. Numbers of such publications are now 
received in the library, and from them much has been gleaned 
regarding the manner in which food supply problems arising 
out of the war have been dealt with abroad. In addition much 
information has been obtained and circulated regarding the 
organisation of agricultural labour, the supply of manures and 
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machinery, and the other emergency measures adopted in con- 
nection with agriculture in the different European countries. 

A considerable amount of extra work had to be undertaken 
by this Branch during the year in connection with questions 
affecting the food production of Ireland, and more particularly 
arising out of the Irish Food Production Scheme. The Com- 
pulsory Tillage Regulations necessitated the ob earning of signed 
Declarations in respect of every holding of 10 or more statute 
acres in Ireland, and this duty was carried out by the Statistics 
and Intelligence Branch. This and other extra work — notably 
a special potato inquiry conducted in December, 1916 — had 
to be undertaken by a staff much depleted by enlistment, with 
the result that the publication of some of the statistical publica- 
tions of the Branch has been, and will for some time be, later 
than formerly. 


5.— VETERINARY. 

During the year ended 30th September, 1917, there was no 
appearance of foot-and-mouth disease in 
foot-and-mouth the United Kingdom. Owing, however, to 
disease. the discovery in an Irish animal in York- 
shire of lesions which closely simulated, 
and were at first mistaken for, the disease, some dislocation of 
the Irish animal traffic occurred on one occasion, and the pre- 
cautionary measures it is customary to take against the spread 
of the disease were in operation for a few days. 

Three outbreaks of anthrax occurred during the year, five 
anthrax. animals, all of which died, being affected. 

The provisions, suspended in 1915, of the Department’s 
Order relating to the slaughter of cattle 
bovine affected with certain forms of tuberculosis 
tuberculosis, continued in abeyance during the twelve 
months under review. 

A substantial falling-off was recorded in the number of swine 
fever outbreaks confirmed, only 244 out- 
SWINE fever. breaks occurring during the year, as com- 
pared with 307 in the corresponding period 

in 1915-16. 

There was also a diminished prevalence of parasitic mange 
among equine animals, only 46 outbreaks 
equine disease, of the disease being confirmed during the 
twelve months under review, as compared 
with 68 in the preceding twelve months. One outbreak of 
glanders was dealt with under the provisions of the Department’s 
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Order relating to that disease, one animal only being slaughtered 
as affected. 

Statistics with regard to sheep scab indicate an increased 
degree of prevalence during the year, 494 
sheep scab. outbreaks being brought under notice as 
compared with 418 in the year ended 30th 
September, 1916. The regulations requiring sheep to be dip- 
ped once in the summer and twice in the autumn continued 
in operation, but circumstances were not, on the whole, 
favourable to a vigorous local administration of sheep-dippino- 
requirements. 

The restrictions as to the slaughter or exportation of pregnant 
cattle and of young calves were in force 
maintenance op throughout the year, but those with regard 
live stock. to swine were supplemented in December, 
1916, by a new Order designed to prevent 
the slaughter or exportation of any sows suitable for breeding 
purposes. 

In July, 1917, the Department, with the object of maintaining 
a sufficiency of horses for the increased 
exportation oe agricultural operations undertaken this 
horses. year, made an Order under the Defence of 
the Realm Act which, in effect, allows the 
exportation of such horses only as are unfit for or unsuited to 
agricultural purposes. 

A special Report of Proceedings under the Diseases of Animals 
Acts is issued as a separate publication each year. 


6. -TRANSIT AND MARKETS. 

Under this head are grouped matters relating to : — 

( 1 ) Transit of Produce. 

( 2 ) Transit of Farming Requisites. 

(3) Railway Rates. 

(4) The enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts 

as regards butter, margarine, cheese, margarine 
cheese and milk. 

(5) The Merchandise Marks Acts. 

( 6 ) Action taken in Great Britain for the protection of 

Irish Agricultural Interests. 

(7) The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 1887 

and 1891. 
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1- — Transit of Produce. 

Inspections as to the handling and condition of consignments 
of produce were made at railway stations 
inspections. and at ports by officers of the Department. 

The reports seemed to indicate that, not- 
withstanding the adverse circumstances, the improvement which 
had taken place m previous years in the condition of packages 
was fairly well maintained. Some cases in which due care had 
not been exeicised in the handling of consignments during 
transit came under notice, and the attention of the Companies 
concerned was drawn to the occurrences. Where unsuitable 
boxes were used, or where packages showed faulty preparation 
recommendations as regards the needed improvement were 
made to the consignors. 

Owing to the amount of work entailed in connection with 
special arrangements for the transit of agricultural machinery 
and implements, seeds and manures, required for the purpose 
of the Compulsory Food Production Scheme, it was not found 
practicable, after the month of January, to give the usual 
attention to the transit of produce. 

During the year ended the 30th September, 1917, 294 com- 
plaints were received in regard to delay or 
complaints. damage to consignments in transit. These 
complaints, which were investigated, related 
to butter, eggs, fish, flour, fruit, grain, hams, milk and cream, 
pork, potatoes, poultry, rabbits, vegetables, etc. 

In November, 1916, a regulation was made by the Railway 
Executive Committee, London, limiting to 
limitation 112 lbs., with certain exceptions, the weight 
of weight of each parcel or package which would be 
of packages. accepted, unaccompanied by a passenger, for 
conveyance by passenger train on and after 
the 11th December ; and early hi December the Irish Railway 
Companies gave notice that, as from the date named, they 
would accept, for conveyance by throughout passenger train 
service to places in Great Britain, only such traffic as complied 
with the regulation. The attention of the Department having 
been drawn to the probable effect of this regulation, more especi- 
ally on the Christmas poultry traffic, the Department took 
action, resulting in an arrangement being made whereby perish- 
able traffic for which a passenger train service in both Ireland 
and Great Britain was not afforded was, when desired, carried 
by passenger train in Ireland and by express goods train from 
Cross-Channel ports to the principal centres. The Department 
understand that, generally, the arrangement has proved 
satisfactory. 
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From time to time, owing to conditions produced by the war, 
interruptions occurred in Cross-Channel 
restrictions transit. Every precaution practicable was, 
on traffic. however, taken by the Department to 
prevent serious delay in the conveyance of 
perishable produce. Dislocation of traffic arrangements was 
also due to labour troubles, a suspension of sailings for about 
a month following one dispute. 

Officers of the Department made in- 
storage quiries as to the accommodation for storing 
accommodation, grain and potatoes at several centres, and 
much useful information was obtained. 

An Executive Committee was appointed 
Irish railway to control, on behalf of the State, as from 
executive. the 1st January, 1917, the railways in 
Ireland. 

In June, 1917, a Director of Transportation of Cross-Channel 
traffic between Ireland and Great Britain 
director of was appointed by the Government, a step 
cross-channel which has done much to facilitate the 
transportation, satisfactory dealing with the various 
difficult problems connected, in present 
circumstances, with the transit of goods between the two 
countries. 

(a) Butter. 

Consignors of Irish butter appreciate, as a rule, the im- 
portance of ensuring that the packages present a neat and 
inviting appearance. Owing to the shortage of suitable timber, 
re-used boxes were much in evidence. Some boxes came under 
notice in which the lids projected over the sides, with conse- 
quent risk of damage during transit ; and this defect in construc- 
tion was brought under the notice of the consignors. Due 
care appeared, as a rule, to be exercised in the loading of 
consignments. At one port where packages of butter had 
been soiled through contact with the surface of the quay, 
it was reported, in November, that planks and low hurdles, 
on which produce awaiting shipment could be placed, had been 
made available. 

(b) Eggs. 

Cases of the kind recommended by the Department were 
largely in evidence during the year. There 
cases and was, however, a difficulty in obtaining 
packing. adequate supplies of wood suitable for the 
construction of cases, and sometimes timber 
not fully seasoned was used. Towards the end of the period it

was observed that generally the cases were constructed of 
stronger timber. .In several consignments which came under 
notice, wood used in the construction of the cases did not appear 
to be sufficiently strong for safe transit, spaces between the 
boards forming the cases were so wide as to admit of eggs being 
abstracted, or boards in the cases projected over the ends or 
sides. Some cases in which the eggs were not packed with due 
care came under observation. In a few instances the packing 
material was found to be damp. Representations were made 
to the consignors regarding the use of standard cases, or the 
exercise of adequate care in the preparation of the packages. 

The Inspectors reports as to visits to Irish railway stations 
and ports showed that, generally, the egg 
conveyance. traffic was carefully handled. Few instances 
of up-ending or “ walking ” cases on end 
came undei notice. Some cases of eggs which came under 
observation during the course of inspections were in a leaking 
condition. Investigations were made as to the cause of the 
damage ; but there was a difficulty in ascertaining definitely 
the circumstances under which the breakages occurred. 

Complaints were made that consignments of eggs were in 
a damaged condition on reaching consignees in Great Britain. 
The Department arranged for special inspections, and investiga- 
tions were, it is understood, also made by the Carrying 
Companies. 

All practicable action will continue to be taken by the Depart- 
ment to secure that Irish eggs reach the markets in good 
condition. 

Reference was made in the Sixteenth Annual Report to a 
egg claims proposal by the Department for the holding 

conference. a Conference between representatives of 
Carrying Companies and of Traders, with 
a view to an amicable settlement of claims in respect of Irish 
egg traffic sent to places in England. The Conference was held 
at the Department’s Offices on the 11th January, 1917. After 
a prolonged discussion, it was agreed that the Companies would 
at once consider the claims on their merits, with a view to an 
early settlement ; while an undertaking was given that the 
Department would take steps to secure that the Companies 
would be entitled to refuse to convey, at Company’s risk, Irish 
eggs packed in cases not complying with specifications to be 
laid down by the Department. It is understood that the pro- 
posals put forward on behalf of the Companies for the settle- 
ment of claims relating to consignments conveyed at Company’s 
risk have been accepted by almost all the principal traders 
concerned. Action has been taken by the Department with a 
view to giving effect to the above-mentioned undertaking. 

9 
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(c) Fish. 

From time to time, during the earlier part of the period 
covered by this Report, some difficulty was experienced in 
providing for the expeditious transit of fish from Irish fishing 
stations to markets in Great Britain. The Irish Railway 
Companies were usually in a position to convey with due 
expedition to the ports all fish offered, even on occasions on 
which the catches were exceptionally large ; but transit 
difficulties arose at the ports, shipping facilities by the usual 
routes not being always sufficient for the prompt carriage of 
all the traffic offered. In the spring some waste of mackerel 
occurred owing to shortage of ice and to transit difficulties. The 
question as to the arrangements that could be made to provide 
for the expeditious conveyance of fish from the South-west was 
discussed with representatives of the Carrying Companies mainly 
concerned, and it was agreed that, to a certain extent, a, remedy 
would be found in a better distribution of perishable traffic 
over the several routes. The Director of Cross-Channel Trans- 
portation, who was subsequently appointed, has, with beneficial 
results, given special attention to the provision of adequate 
facilities for the conveyance of Irish fish consigned to markets 
in Great Britain. 

Representations were made to the Department regarding 
delay in the return of empty fish boxes to 
empties. Irish stations. It appeared that there was 
some difficulty in obtaining suitable new 
boxes, and that the delay had a disturbing effect on the Irish 
fish trade. Action was taken with a view to the more expeditious 
return of: the boxes. 


2. — Transit of Farming Requisites. 

The provision of suitable transit facilities was an essential 
factor in the success of the Compulsory 
expeditious Food Production Scheme administered by 
conveyance. the Department under the Defence of the ' 
Realm Regulations. At the outset the 
Carrying Companies — rail and shipping — were approached by 
the Department with a view to the making of special arrange- 
ments to ensure the expeditious conveyance of all requisites for 
tillage operations. The Companies fully appreciated the im- 
portance of quick transit, and readily gave their cordial co- 
operation. 

Inquiries were made at railway stations by the Department’s 
Inspectors regarding the traffic in tillage requisites, and vendors 
in the principal towns were interviewed, so that prompt action 
might be taken to remove any causes of delay in transit. 
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Two officers, temporarily located in Great Britain, gave special 
attention to expediting the despatch of consignments and the 
shipment of the traffic to Ireland from the ports. Another 
officer was engaged for several weeks at the Port of Dublin in 
acceleiating the conveyance of consignments — agricultural 
machinery and implements— regarding which particulars had 
been supplied to the Department. 

Four hundred and seventy-three representations were received 
in regard to the conveyance of agricultural 
machinery, machinery and implements. Over 400 of 
implements. these representations had reference to con- 
veyance from places in Great Britain, the 
remainder being in regard to movement in Ireland. The 
representations related to agricultural tractors, tractor ploughs, 
motor ploughs, ploughs, harrows, grain drills, sprayers, potato 
diggers, harvesting machinery, threshing and grinding mills, 
oil engines, etc. 

The Department kept in close touch with the Companies 
concerning the carriage of farming requisites. Transit arrange- 
ments were sometimes made in advance, the Companies applying 
for goods even before the manufacture was completed. The 
satisfactory manner in which the Companies dealt with the 
conveyance of agricultural tractors and tractor ploughs deserves 
recognition, arrangements for speedy conveyance having fre- 
quently to be made on very short notice. 

Special action was taken with a view to ensure the conveyance 
in due time of the seeds and manures 
seeds, manures, required for the purpose of increased 
and tillage. In March three officers of the 

spraying Department were sent to the North 

materials. of Ireland with the object of expediting 
the transit of consignments to different 
parts of the country. About 9,000 tons of potatoes, oats and 
manures procured for local bodies were conveyed. Large 
quantities of potatoes and oats ivere also forwarded from the 
North to traders and farmers. The conveyance of this large 
volume of traffic, in the limited time, must, in the circumstances 
which obtained, have placed a considerable strain on the re- 
sources of the Companies, but it is gratifying to be in a position 
to state that the transit arrangements worked satisfactorily. 

One hundred and twenty-seven representations regarding 
facilities for the carriage of seeds, manures, and spraying 
materials were received and dealt with, the greater number 
relating to transit from places in Great Britain. The bulk of 
the representations had reference to wheat, oats, rye grass seed 
and basic slag. 
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3. — Railway Rates. 

Fifty-nine complaints as to charges for the conveyance of 
merchandise were received during the year 
complaints. ended 30th September, 1917. The com- 
plaints related to agricultural seeds, butter, 
eggs, feeding stuffs, fish, flax-straw, fruit, hay, honey, live stock, 
manure and material for the manufacture of manure, meal’ 
potatoes, poultry, round timber, spraying material, vegetables 
etc. (The number of complaints for the previous twelve months 
was 42.) 

Six of these complaints related to the non-existence of through 
rates. Through rates were fixed in three cases. In two of the 
cases, the circumstances at the time appeared to be such that 
it was not practicable to have through rates put into operation ; 
while the remaining complaint had apparently been made under 
a misapprehension, as a through rate was already in force. 

Six of the complaints were to the effect that through rates 
in operation were high. Reduced rates were fixed in two of 
these cases. 

Thirteen of the complaints were that the charges made in 
respect of consignments of through traffic were excessive. 
Refunds were arranged in five cases ; and through rates were 
quoted in one instance. 

Eight complaints related to both through and local rates. 
In one case it was found that special reduced rates (local) were 
in operation, and that reasonable through rates were in force 
for the traffic. 

Twenty-one of the complaints had reference to local rates. 
In six cases the charges were reduced. 

There were five complaints regarding increases in charges, 
which were investigated. 

Five complaints as to demurrage charges were also received. 

When tracks are detained beyond such 
demurrage. period as is reasonably necessary for en- 
abling the consignee to take delivery of the 
merchandise, the company may charge a reasonable sum by 
way of addition to the tonnage rate. 

Several of the complaints to which reference is made in this 
section are receiving attention. 

In March, 1917, the Irish Railway Executive Committee gave 
notice that, as from the 2nd April, the 

prepayment OF carriage charges for all descriptions of 
carriage traffic for conveyance by passenger train 
charges. or other similar service must be paid by 
the sender at the forwarding station. As 
representations were made to the Department relative to the 
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effect of this regulation on the Irish fishing industry, the De- 
partment communicated in the matter with the Executive 
Committee, and fish forwarded from sea fishing centres in 
Ireland was exempted from the operation of the regulation. 

At different times during the period copies of notices of 
intention to increase rates were furnished 
increase of to the Department by Railway Companies. 
rates. The advances appeared to be due to higher 

working expenses by rail and sea, and to 
increased cost of cartage and tranship services. 


4. The Enforcement of the Sale of Food and Drugs 

Acts as regards Butter, Margarine, Cheese, Mar- 
garine-Cheese and Milk. 

The local authorities under the Sale of Food and Drugs 
Acts in Ireland are the Councils of the 

administration thirty -three administrative counties and of 
of the acts. the eleven boroughs, and on these is laid 
primarily the duty of the enforcement of 
the Acts. The Department are empowered, in relation to any 
matter which appears to them to affect the general interests 
of agriculture, to direct an officer to procure for analysis samples 
of any article of food. 

When the Department are of opinion that there has been 
failure on the part of a local authority to enforce any of the 
provisions of the Acts in relation to any article of food, and 
that such failure affects the general interest of agriculture, the 
Department may act in default of the local authority. 

The sampling, under the Acts, of certain articles of food im- 
ported into the United Kingdom, is carried out by the Com- 
missioners of Customs and Excise. 

During the year ended 30th June, 1917, the number of 
samples of butter, margarine, cheese and milk taken by In- 
spectors under the Acts in the counties was 
samples 11,584. The number taken in the boroughs 
taken by was 4,699. In respect of the samples taken 
officers of in the counties there were 603 prosecutions, 
local followed by 481 convictions, penalties 

authorities. amounting to £565 13s. lid. being imposed. 

There were 412 prosecutions in respect of 
the samples taken in the boroughs ; convictions resulted in 
360 cases, and the penalties imposed amounted to £619 7s. 7 d. 
In the twelve months ended the 30th June, 1916, 11,456 samples

oi butter, margarine, cheese, and milk were taken in the counties 

and 4,571 samples were obtained in the boroughs. The number 
of prosecutions regarding the samples submitted from the 
counties was 463 ; the number of convictions was 361, and the 
penalties amounted to £411 9s. 3d. Regarding the" sample 
taken in the boroughs the number of prosecutions was 3si 
the number of convictions was 321, and the amount of the 
penalties was £539 10s. lOd. 

The tables giving details as to the samples taken in the vear 
ended 30th June, 1917, will be found at pages 220 to 222 of 
the Appendices. 

During the period under review the defence that the milk 
was sold as it came from the cow was 
NEW MILK successfully made in a number of eases in 
prosecutions, respect of milk deficient in milk -fat. The 
following is the Regulation made by the 
Department in regard to the proportion of milk-fat in milk 

“ Where a sample of milk (not being milk sold as skimmed, 
or separated, or condensed milk) contains less than 3 per 
cent, of milk-fat, it shall be presumed for the purposes of 
the Sale of Food and Drugs Acts, 1875 to 1899, until the 
contrary is proved, that the milk is not genuine, by reason 
of the abstraction therefrom of milk-fat, or the addition 
thereto of water.” (Regulation 1, Sale of Milk (Ireland) 
Regulations, 1901.) 


As will be observed, a minimum proportion of 3 per cent, of 
milk -fat in milk is not laid down as a condition definitely 
determining the genuineness of the milk, but the falling of the 
percentage below this figure gives ground for a presumption 
that the milk is not genuine by reason of the abstraction of 
milk-fat or the addition of water. The onus of proving that a 
sample of milk m which the proportion of milk-fat is less than 
3 per cent, is genuine, appears to fall on the vendor, and 
m each case the question whether the milk is genuine is 
one for the justices to decide on the evidence brought before 
them. 


Much public attention has been given to the question of the 
adequacy of the penalties imposed in cases of milk adulteration. 
Ihe increase in the price of milk and the question of sufficient 
supplies tor urban areas have served to create a large measure 
oi public interest m the administration of th'e Acts regarding 
tins article of food. In some eases heavy penalties were imposed, 
and in one case, in Dublin, the defendant was sentenced to 
imprisonment for two months. 
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In the twelve months ended 80th June, 1917, officers of the 

Department purchased for analysis 642 
samples samples of butter in 31 administrative 
taken by counties and 2 boroughs. Three hundred 
department’s and seven of the samples were obtained at 
officers, markets. During the previous twelve 
year ended months the number of samples of butter 
30 th june, 1917. purchased was 1,094. Eleven samples of 
margarine were also taken. Six hundred 
and seventy-eight samples of butter, and two samples of 
margarine were obtained in the twelve months ended the 30th 
June, 1915. 

Of the 642 samples of butter, 54 were found, on analysis, to 
contain more than 16 per cent, of water. Forty of these 
samples were obtained at markets. One sample, purchased at 
a market, was found to contain 17-5 per cent, of salt. 

Proceedings were instituted by. the local authorities in respect 
of 28 of the samples found to contain water 
water in in excess. Convictions resulted in 24 cases, 
butter. and penalties amounting to £20 11s. 10d. 

were imposed. In two cases the Probation 
of Offenders’ Act, 1907, was brought into operation. Another 
case was dismissed by a majority of the magistrates on the 
grounds that the butter was properly made. In one case the 
proceedings were withdrawn under a misapprehension. The 
Department, in the circumstances, suggested that the vendor 
of the sample be cautioned. 

In the remaining 26 cases in which the proportion of water 
in the butter exceeded 16 per cent, there were Ho prosecutions. 
In 12 of these the proportion of water varied from 16'1 
to 17 per cent. In three cases the local authority considered 
that proceedings should not be taken owing to the weather 
conditions not having been favourable for butter-making. In 
seven cases it was indicated to the purchaser at the time of 
sale that the butter contained water in excess of 16 per cent. 
In two cases (samples purchased at markets) it was not found 
practicable to establish the identity of the vendors, and in 
two other cases there appeared to be difficulties in having pro- 
ceedings instituted within the statutory period of twenty-eight 
days. 

In the case in which a sample of butter was found to contain 
17-5 per cent, of salt, the local authority 
salt in did not find it practicable to have proceed- 

butter. mgs instituted within the statutory period 
of twenty-eight days.

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An improvement was noticed in the condition of many of the 
factories visited. A shortcoming in the 
butter ease of some of the smaller factories was 
factories. the absence of a plentiful supply of spring 
equipment, water. On the occasion of inspections, 
etc. attention was given to the condition of 

the surroundings, and it was reported that 
suggestions made had been productive of good results. 

For part of the period covered by this Section of the Report 
the work of inspecting and sampling by the Department’s 
officers was suspended owing to the officers being engaged on 
important duties connected with the compulsory tillage scheme. 

The following names for use in connection with margarine 
were approved by the Department during 
names for the year ended the 30th June, 1917 : — 
margarine.

The Department declined to approve twelve names during 
the period. 

Information has been received from the Commissioners of 
Customs and Excise that, during the twelve 
samples months ended 30th June, 1917, their officers 
taken at took at Irish Ports, under Section 1 of the 

Irish ports. Sale of Food and Drugs Act, 1899, and 

Section 5 of the Butter and Margarine Act, 
1907, 12 samples, viz. : — one sample of margarine at Dublin, 
and five samples of margarine and six samples of condensed 
milk at Belfast. No infringement of the statutory provisions 
appeared to have taken place in respect of any of the samples. 

5. — The Merchandise Marks Acts. 

Investigations in regard to descriptions applied to butter, 
bacon, and textiles, were made within the period — 1st October, 
1916, to 30th September, 1917— by officers of the Department. 

The volume of work was, however, considerably reduced, as 
the officers who make such investigations were for a consider- 
able part of the period engaged on duty connected ivith the 
supply and transit of agricultural machinery, seeds, and 
manures, required for the purpose of the compulsory tillage 
scheme administered by the Department. 
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On the occasions of inspections of butter factories the Insn 

tors gave attention to the description- 
butter. used in connection with the butter whi 1 
was blended or re-worked in the premises 1 
There appeared to have been a marked improvement in th 
position as regards descriptions applied to butter treated ^ 
factories. Samples purchased as creamery butter in shon' 
appeared on expert examination to have been correctly de 
scribed. Some rolls of butter purchased, as weighing 1 lb' 
by an officer of the Department were found to be short 
in weight. The attention of the suppliers was drawn to the 
matter. e 

Towards the end of 1916 an officer of the Department made 
inquiries respecting descriptions applied 
bacon. to bacon at a centre where proceedings 
under the Merchandise Marks Act had 
been instituted against traders with regard to bacon. The 
officer found that increased care was being taken in regard to 
descriptions on tickets used in connection with bacon. 

Cases were brought under notice, in which the descriptions 
of certain articles did not appear to be 
textiles. correct. The Department communicated 
with the traders concerned, with a view 
to the discontinuance of the descriptions applied. 


— Action taken in Great Britain for the Protection of 
Irish Agricultural Interests. 

An officer of the Department made investigations in London 
regarding the use of descriptions affecting Irish agricultural 
products and Irish textiles ; and Bristol was also visited. 

An officer made investigations in the Manchester district 
regaidmg descriptions, indicating Irish origin, applied to eggs 
and bacon. Several samples of eggs described as Irish were 
purchased arid submitted to expert examination ; no prosecu- 
tion arose out of these purchases. 


Four prosecutions in respect of collars, cuffs, and handker- 
chiefs, purchased previous to the 30th 
textiles. September, 1916, by an officer of the 
... . Department, were heard and determined 

period under review. The proceedings were in- 
stituted by the Board of Trade at the instance of the Depart- 
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One of the prosecutions arose in connection with the pur- 
chase as linen of collars and cuffs from a firm in London. On 
expert examination the collars proved to be made from cotton 
cloth or from cotton cloth and union cloth. The cuffs supplied 
were found to be composed of cotton. The case was heard at 
the Marylebone Police Court in December, 1916, when the firm 
was fined £10 and ordered to pay £25 costs. 

Proceedings were also instituted in respect of collars against 
two other London firms. In one case, collars purchased on 
two occasions as linen were found to be made from union 
cloth and cotton cloth. A collar bought as linen, on another 
occasion, was found to be made from cotton cloth. In the other 
ease, collars also bought as linen proved, on expert examina- 
tion, to be made from cotton cloth. The eases were heard at 
the Lambeth Police Court in November, 1916, and February, 
1917, respectively. In the first ease the Court imposed a fine 
of £10 with £10 costs, and in the second case fines amounting 
to £20 with £5 costs were imposed. 

An officer of the Department observed in the window of a 
trader’s premises in London handkerchiefs ticketed “ Ladies 
Linen Handkerchiefs 3| each.” On two occasions the officer 
applied to purchase at the premises handkerchiefs the same 
as those shown in the window. The handkerchiefs supplied 
were found on expert examination to be made from cotton 
cloth. Proceedings were instituted against the trader. The 
case came up for hearing at the Clerkenwell Police Court on the 
2nd December, 1916, and evidence for the prosecution having 
been given, an adjournment took place. The hearing was 
resumed on the 17th February, 1917, when the magistrate dis- 
missed the summonses on the ground that the defendant had 
acted innocently. The magistrate, however, said that he 
thought there had been carelessness on the part of the assistant, 
and he ordered the defendant to pay £2 2 s. 0 d. costs. 

Proceedings under the Merchandise Marks Act were also 
instituted in respect of a collar purchased in December, 1916, 
by an officer of the Department at premises in Bristol. The 
case came before the Police Court at Bristol on the 19th April, 
1917, and, after a lengthy hearing, was dismissed oil the ground 
that the evidence did not sustain the charge regarding mis- 
description. The prosecution was undertaken by the Board 
of Trade at the instance of the Department. 

7. — The Markets and Fairs (Weighing of Cattle) Acts, 
1887 and 1891. 

An officer of the Department inspected the accommodation 
available for weighing cattle at certain 
inspections. fairs. Inquiries as to the provision of 
weighing facilities were made in other cases. 
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During the period 1 st October, 1916, to 30th September 1917 
the Department issued Orders exempting Market Authori' 
ties and Auctioneers from the obligation 
exemption of providing and maintaining accommo- 
orders. dation for weighing cattle at twenty-nine 
fairs and seven auction marts. A list of 
the fairs and auction marts will be found on page 219 of the 
Appendices.

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DEFENCE OF THE REALM ACT. 

The Flax Seed (Ireland) Order, 1917. 

Regulations Prescribed by the Department Regarding 
the Saving or Flax Seed. 

In pursuance of the provisions of the Flax Seed (Ireland) 
Order, 1917, made by the Army Council on the 12th day of 
July, 1917, the Department of Agriculture and Technical 
Instruction for Ireland hereby prescribe and direct that the 
operations of drying, stacking and de-seeding the flax referred 
to in Clause 1 of the aforesaid Order shall be performed in 
accordance with the following Regulations : — 

Drying. 

(1) Immediately after the flax has been pulled it shall be — 

(а) put into “ gaits ” or cones ; or 

(б) set up on its root end loosely, and supported by 

stack rope, fencing wire, or hurdles ; or, 

(c) tied loosely in very small beets or sheaves. 

The flax shall then be left in the field to dry until it is in a 
condition to allow of its being put into “ sliiegs ” (“ barts,” 
“ rickles ”) or “ huts.” 

While the flax is being dried by any of th e foregoing methods it 
shall be turned carefully at intervals of not less than four days. 

When the flax is sufficiently dried it shall be tied neatly and 
put into “ sliiegs ” (“ barts,” “ rickles ”) or “ huts ” and kept in 
this form in the field until it is in a fit condition for stacking. 
Stacking. 

(2) The grower shall, unless otherwise directed, permitted or 
required by the Department, stack the dried flax on his premises 
in such manner as will safeguard it from damage by the weather, 
vermin or other cause. 

De-seeding. 

(3) The flax shall not be de-seeded before 31st December, 1917. 
The operation of de-seeding shall be conducted in such a manner 
as to avoid injury to the seed by breaking, crushing, or otherwise. 

(4) No method of drying, stacking, or de-seeding other than the 
foregoing shall be adopted unless approved in writing by the 
Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland. 
Hig/it of Inspection. 

(5) The Department’s officers shall have the right to inspect at 
all reasonable times all land under flax and the flax when pulled.
